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MESSAGE. 


Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

I  have  renewed  the  oath  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
of  Governor  of  this  state,  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  with  a 
profound  sense  of  its  responsibility  and  a  sincere  desire  to  so 
maintain  it  as  not  to  forfeit  the  confidence  so  generously  re- 
posed in  me  by  the  people  of  Connecticut. 

CURRENCY. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  a  finan- 
cial revulsion  suddenly  occurring  and  rapidly  extending  over 
the  non-specie  paying  portion  of  the  country,  has  seriously 
affected  the  industrial  and  commercial  interests  of  our  state, 
and  would  have  resulted  in  wide-spread  individual  suffering 
but  for  the  spirit  of  mutual  forbearance  and  assistance  so  com- 
mendably  exhibited  by  all  portions  of  our  community.  Occur- 
ring, as  it  did,  in  the  midst  of  an  abundant  harvest  and  in  the 
absence  of  any  general  pestilence  or  other  calamity,  its  causes 
must  be  looked  for  in  human  action  alone,  and  it  i-  not,  in  my 
judgment,  difficult  to  discover  them  there.  They  lie  in  that 
abnormal  condition  produced  by  the  great  expansion  of  credits 
growing  out  of  our  civil  war,  of  which  the  present  prostration 
of  business  is  the  natural  re-action.  The  enormous  public  ex- 
penditures required  for  that  contest,  and  the  consequent  creation 
of  public  indebtedness  in  every  possible  shape  to  win  the  favor 
of  the  people  and  promote  the  circulation  of  its  evidences  through, 
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the  channels  of  business,  would  alone  have  been  sufficient  to  so 
unduly  excite  a  spirit  of  commercial  adventure,  as  to  subject  the 
country  to  the  hazards  of  a  disastrous  re-action.  But  when,  in 
furtherance  of  this  policy  or  impelled  by  this  necessity,  it  was  de- 
termined to  discard,  as  the  measure  of  our  commercial  values,  the 
only  standard  recognized  by  the  commercial  world,  and  to  sub- 
tsitute  therefor,  for  our  peculiar  use,  one  of  those  very  evidences 
of  public  indebtedness,  with  a  value  depending,  at  its  best, 
upon  the  variableness  of  public  credit  and,  at  all  times,  sub- 
ject to  the  chances  of  governmental  interference,  the  conse- 
quences we  now  deplore  were  reasonably  to  be  expected.  The 
operation  of  such  a  stimulus  was  the  same  as  it  has  invariably 
been  under  every  circumstance  of  human  history.  Regular 
industry  became  distasteful,  and  daring  speculation,  finding 
its  highest  expression  in  stock  gambling,  became  the  passion 
of  the  country.  It  brought  in  its  train  over-action  in  all  de- 
partments of  business — the  straining  of  credit  to  its  utmost 
limit — extravagance  of  living — profligate  expenditure,  public 
and  private — the  parade  of  meretricious  wealth — and  a  demor- 
alization that  has  shown  itself  conspicuously  in  the  public  ser- 
vice. It  was  through  the  instinctive  consciousness  that  this 
condition  was  an  unhealthy  one,  that  the  first  alarm  so  rapidly 
spread  into  a  general  panic.  And  all  human  experience  at- 
tests what  the  reason  of  man  so  clearly  perceives,  that  neither 
commercial  soundness  nor  social  health  can  be  assured  to  that 
people,  whose  measure  of  exchangeable  values  is  not  itself  of 
such  intrinsic  value  that  it  cannot  be  varied  by  a  legislative 
enactment.  And,  for  this  reason,  simply,  it  is  that  the  pro- 
longed use  of  government  bills  of  credit  and  all  other  devices 
of  paper  money,  not  at  once  convertible  into  coin,  has  uni- 
formly been  attended  with  financial  disturbance,  generally 
ending  in  commercial  disaster.  The  founders  of  our  govern- 
ment, schooled  by  a  hard  experience,  undoubtedly  supposed 
that  they  had  guarded  us  from  this  peril  by  constitutional  pro- 
visions. And  even  when  our  present  legal  tender  act  was 
passed,  the  pretence  of  any  other  justification  for  it  than  the 
overruling  necessity  of  war  was  hardly  made.  And  when  the 
war  closed,  the    danger  of  the  step  that  had  been   taken  was 


most  clearly  seen,  and  the  necessity  for  retracing  it  almost  uni- 
versally acknowledged.  The  government  was  solemnly 
pledged,  by  its  declarations,  through  every  department,  to  a 
restoration  of  the  constitutional  currency,  as  a  measure  de- 
manded alike  by  morality  and  reason,  and  a  financial  policy 
was  in  fact  initiated  which,  if  adhered  to,  would  before  this 
have  extricated  the  country  from  the  peril  that  now  impends. 
It  is  a  sad  commentary  upon  our  public  virtue  that  the  cour- 
age has  failed  us  to  carry  that  policy  out,  and  that  we  should 
be  to-day,  in  the  tenth  year  since  the  proclamation  of  peace, 
confronted  by  the  question  whether  we  sliallnow  attempt  a  pol- 
icy looking  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  public  pledge  to  restore  the 
currency  to  a  condition  of  health  by  a  coin  redemption,  or 
shall  continue  in  a  course  which,  unless  human  science  is  all 
at  fault,  can  only  drift  into  a  further  degradation  of  the  cur- 
rency, with  all  the  wrong  and  injustice  to  individuals  involved, 
in  such  a  measure,  and  whatever  may  be  the  temporary  stimu- 
lus, sure  to  end  in  disater.  The  recent  defeat  of  the  congres- 
sional currency  bill  by  the  action  of  the  executive,  is  a  sub- 
ject for  congratulation — but  we  shall  greatly  err  if  wTe  suppose 
that  this  question  can  be  so  easily  removed  from  our  path.  It 
still  remains,  and  will  and  necessarily  must  remain  so  long  as 
a  government  note  remains  dishonored  by  the  failure  to  re- 
deem it. 

In  addressing  you  thus  at  length  upon  this  subject,  I  am  not 
of  course,  unconscious  that,  as  the  evil  I  have  deplored  is  not 
due  to  state  legislation,  so  there  are  no  means  in  your  power 
to  meet  it,  so  far  as  it  may  be  met  by  legislative  remedy.  But 
still  the  question  so  intimately  concerns  every  individual  in 
our  state,  and  my  convictions  are  so  firm  that  without  a  fixed, 
proclaimed  financial  policy  adapted,  and  clearly  understood  to 
be  adapted,  to  the  restoration  of  specie  payments,  we  shall 
never  be  free  from  the  evils  that  have  so  unsettled  the  business 
concerns  of  our  busy  people,  that  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  you  may 
in  some  degree  be  able,  by  whatever  action  may  be  prac- 
ticable, to  influence  the  legislation  of  Congress  to  that 
end. 


REVISION    OF   CONSTITUTION. 

In  accordance  with  trie  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  state, 
providing  for  the  holding  of  all  sessions  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  Hartford,  after  the  present  official  }rear,  was,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  October  last,  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state 
and  by  them  approved;  and  proclamation  has  been  made  de- 
claring it  to  be  a  part  of  the  constitution. 

This  important  organic  change,  breaking  through  a  usage 
strengthened  by  the  observance  of  nearly  two  centuries,  evi- 
dences most  strongly  the  altered  circumstances  of  our  state, 
since  the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution,  and  gives  re- 
newed force,  it  seems  to  me,  to  the  considerations  I  presented 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session,  and  which  it  can 
not  be  necessary  for  me  now  to  repeat,  in  favor  of  a  conven- 
tion for  the  revision  of  the  entire  instrument,  in  order  to  adapt 
it  to  our  changed  condition.  It  especially  exposes  the  gross- 
ness  of  the  present  inequality  of  representation — since  by  the 
loss  of  that  influence,  which,  necessarily  attaches  to  the  local- 
ity where  the  Legislature  sits,  and  which  has  been  with  rea- 
son regarded  as  a  compensation  for  inadequacy  of  representa- 
tion, the  largest  town  in  the  state,  paying  into  the  Treasury 
nearly  one-sixth  of  the  taxes  levied  upon  the  Grand  List,  is 
now  brought,  in  respect  of  its  representation  to  a  simple  level 
with  several  ot  the  small-  towns,  whose  respective  payments 
for  like  purposes  do  not  equal  the  salary  of  one  representa- 
tive. The  conventions  of  the  leading  political  organizations 
of  the  state  having  united  in  approving  a  submission  of  this 
question  to  the  people  of  the  state,  I  indulge  the  hope,  that 
you  will  not  allow  this  auspicious  opportunity  to  pass,  without, 
at  least,  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  that  end,  and  thus  re- 
move such  causes  of  jealousy  as  the  present  system  is  so  likely 
to  foster,  and  provide  for  the  state  an  organic  law,  which  shall 
be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  present  generation. 

FINANCES SAVINGS  BA.NKS — RAILROADS INSURANCE. 

The  condition  of  the  Treasury  is  satisfactory.  The  fiscal 
year  commences  with  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand 


nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents 
($863,£S8.33)  on  hand,  and  no  floating  debt,  being  an  increase 
of  nearly  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  dollars  ($120,- 
000)  over  the  balance  on  hand  last  year. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  state  amounts  to  five  million  and 
fourteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($5,014,500),  at  six  per 
cent,  interest.  At  the  close  of  the  war  it  was  ten  millions 
($10,000,000).  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  eighty-one  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars  ($81,400)  have  been  purchased  during  the 
last  year,  being  all  that  were  offered  to  the  Department  for 
that  purpose. 

The  debt  of  the  state  has  been  reduced  during  the  year  two 
'hundred  and  seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and 
twenty-seven  cents  ($207,310.27). 

The  present  Grand  List  of  the  state  shows  a  total  value  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty-four  million  ninety-nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seven  dollars  ($354,099,707),  being  an  in- 
crease of  about  five  millions  over  the  previous  year. 

The  entire  revenue  collected  during  the  last  year  by  the 
state  on  account  of  the  Civil  List,  was  one  million  seven  hun- 
dred and  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars 
and  fifty-six  cents  ($1,702,427.56);  the  principal  sources  of 
which  were  the  one  mill  tax  on  the  towns,  producing  four 
hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($422^953.56);  the  tax  on  Sav- 
ings Banks,  producing  five  hundred  and  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  three  dollars  and  twenty  cents  $507,103.20);  the 
tax  on  railroad  companies,  producing  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  four 
cents  $298,421.04),  and  the  tax  on  Mutual  Insurance  Compa- 
nies, producing  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thousand 
and  twenty  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($327,020.08). 

The  other  details  of  revenue,  and  the  expenditures,  in  fuller 
details  than  they  can  be  conveniently  given  here,  will  appear 
by  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Treasurer,  notwithstanding  the  re- 
duction of  the  state  tax  from  two  mills  to  one  mill,  that, 
with  economy  the  income   of  the  state  will    be  sufficient  for 
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even  the  extra  appropriations  required  for  the  new  State 
House.  But  to  ensure  this,  a  suspension  of  further  purchase 
of  bonds  would  seem  to  be  necessary,  until  the  completion  of 
the  State  House. 

I  hardly  need  add  that  I  shall  gladly  co  operate  with  you  in 
any  endeavor  to  reduce  expenditures,  and  promote  economy 
wherever  it  may  be  practicable. 

There  were  seventy-nine  Savings  Banks  in  operation  in  the 
state  January  1,  1  874:,  holding  deposits,  in  the  aggregate,  of 
seventy  million  seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  ninety  five  cents,  ($70,769,407.- 
95),  being  an  increase,  during  the  preceding  year,  of  two  mil- 
lion two  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  and  ten  dollars  and 
seven  cents,  (§2,246,010.07).  Their  assets  have  increased  du 
ring  the  year  two  million  four  hundred  and  six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents,  ($,406,- 
187.85) — the  loans  on  real  estate  increasing  about  four  millions 
of  dollars  with  a  decrease  in  loans  and  investments  in  personal 
estate  of  about  two  millions — the  result,  evidently,  of  the  re- 
duction of  the  tax  on  real' estate  loans. 

The  whole  number  of  depositors,  January  1,  1874,  was  two 
hundred  and  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one 
(204,741),  of  which  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  three 
hundred  and  seventy-one  (15S,371)  were  depositors  of  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars;  their  total  deposits  amounting  to  twenty- 
one  million  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  dollars  ($21,896,685).  The  number 
of  depositors  of  sums  between  five  hundred  and  one  thousand 
dollars  was  twenty-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
four;  their  deposits  amounting  to  fifteen  million  nine  hundred 
and  seven  thousand  and  sixteen  dollars  ($15,907,016).  The 
number  of  depositors  of  sums  over  one  thousand  dollars  each 
was  eighteen  thousand  and  forty-six  (18,046);  their  deposits 
amounting  to  thirty-two  million  nine  hundred  and  sixty-five 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  six  dollars  ($32,965,706). 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  very  nearly  one-half  of  the  aggre- 
gate deposits  were  made  by  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  of  depositors,  in  sums   of  over   one  thousand   dollars 
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each.  But,  although  in  this  the  true  idea  of  a  Savings  Bank 
seems  to  have  been  lost  sight  of.  and  the  institutions  to  that 
extent  operated  rather  as  Trust  companies,  for  the  investment 
of  surplus  capital,  still  the  very  large  number  of  small  deposi- 
tors shows  that  the  mass  of  the  public  dealing  with  these  in- 
stitutions in  that  character,  have  done  so  upon  the  faith  that 
they  are  what  they  were  only  chartered  to  be,  institutions 
for  savings,  and  any  legislation  in  regard  to  them  should  in 
the  first  place  and  before  any  other  consideration,  be  directed 
to  the  security  of  the  deposit  thus  made.  Their  managers 
should  be  regarded,  as  they  are,  both  in  name  and  the  nature 
of  their  office,  trustees  for  those  who  are  so  situated  that  they 
have  neither  the  time,  opportunity,  nor  means  of  knowledge  to 
make  safe  investments  of  their  savings,  and  no  legislative  re- 
strictions, which  shall  serve  to  keep  this  fact  constantly  before 
their  officers,  should  be  objected  to  by  any  well  regulated 
Savings  Bank.  It  was,  I  apprehend,  under  a  sense  of  the  pe- 
culiar responsibility  of  the  state  to  the  public  for  the  manage- 
ment of  these  institutions,  that  a  commission  was  appointed 
by  the  last  General  Assembly  to  make  a  special  examination 
of  their  condition,  and  report  to  the  General  Assembly.  I 
commend  this  report  to  your  most  considerate  attention.  I 
especially  approve  its  recommendation  to  restrict  the  loans  by 
Savings  Banks  on  personal  security  to  forty  per  cent,  of  their 
deposits  on  hand. 

There  are  twenty-two  railroad  corporations  having  roads 
wholly  or  in  part  in  this  state,  of  a  total  extent  of  eleven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven  (1197)  miles,  of  which  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-fix  (896)  miles  are  in  this  state;  being  an  increase 
of  twenty-eight  miles  during  last  year. 

They  have  transported  during  the  year  ten  million  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one 
(10,512,821)  passengers,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding 
year  of  four  hundred  and  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  (403,188),  without  fatal  injury  to  any  passenger 
except  in  two  instances,  resulting  from  incaution  of  the  pas- 
senger on  leaving  a  train.  Other  instances  of  injury,  to  the 
total  number  of  one  hundred  and  ten  (110,)  have  occurred,  of 
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which  fifty-nine  resulted  in  death.  Of  the  whole  number  of 
cases  of  injury,  except  of  passengers  or  employees,  almost  two- 
thirds  were  of  persons  walking  or  lying  on  the  track. 

The  total  cost  of  these  roads  and  equipment  was  fifty-four 
million  six  hundred  and  fifty-nine  thousand  twenty-nine  dol- 
lars and  eighty-two  cents  ($54,659,029.82),  represented  by  a 
total  nominal  capital  of  forty-four  million  six  hundred  and 
ninety  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  $(44,690,700), 
of  which  thirty-six  million  sixty-eight  thousand  six  .  hundred 
and  ninety-four  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents  ($36,068,694.62) 
has  been  paid  in. 

The  gross  earnings  of  all  the  companies,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1873,  were  twelve  million  thirty-seven  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents 
($12,037,986.33),  of  which  about  one-half  was  received  from 
passengers.  The  total  net  income  amounted  to  two  million 
five  hundred  and  eighty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  dollars  ($2,586,463),  of  which  all  but  about  fifty  thous- 
and dollars  has  been  paid  in  dividends  by  nine  corporations. 

For  the  details  of  information,  respecting  our  great  interest 
of  Insurance,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner. There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  fire,  fire- 
marine,  and  marine  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  state,  representing  a  cash  capital  of  about  thirty  millions 
of  dollars,  and  gross  assets  of  about  seventy-seven  millions. 
There  are  twenty-nine  life  and  accident  companies  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  state,  of  which  ten  are  home  companies.  The 
assets  of  the  home  companies  aggregate  nearly  eighty-five 
millions  of  dollars,  and  of  the  other  state  companies,  about 
one  hundred  and  ninety-one  millions,  being  a  total  increase 
over  last  year  of  about  twenty-five  millions  of  dollars. 

EDUCATION. 

The  educational  department  of  the  state  appears  to  be  in  a 
high  state  of  efficiency.  Tested  by  the  number  of  children,  in 
proportion  to  the  population,  who  actually  receive  its  benefits 
by  attendance  at  school,  it  is  believed  to  be  first  of  all  the 
states.     The    number    of   children    in    the    state    attending 
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schools  of  all  kinds  daring  the  last  year,  was  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  (123,380), 
of  which  number  all  but  eight  thousand,  h've  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  (8,529)  attended  the  public  schools.  The  number 
of  public  schools  is  sixteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  (1648),  and 
the  number  of  teachers  employed  about  twenty-five  hundred. 
The  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  in  1873  were  : —

The  capital  of  the  School  Fund  is  two  million  forty-four 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents  ($2,044,190.81),  and  divides  one  dollar  to  each  child  of 
school  age. 

The  Normal  School  has  graduated  forty-three  pupils  during 
the  year; — the  whole  number  in  attendance  from  April  1, 
1873,  to  April  1,  1874,  was  two  hundred  and  ten. 

The  income  of  the  fund  held  by  the  School  Fund  Commis- 
sioner, under  the  national  land  grant  for  the  promotion  of 
scientific  education,  amounting  to  eighty-one  hundred  dollars 
($8100),  is  paid,  under  the  legislative  acts  heretofore  passed,  to 
the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  and,  in  consideration  of  it,  thirty 
free  scholarships  in  that  institution  are  now  at  the  disposition 
of  the  state,  three  having  been  added  by  the  school  to  the 
number  they  engaged  by  their  contract  to  provide,  in  order  to 
make  the  apportionment  among  the  several  counties  more 
equal.  I  am  gratified  to  state  that  these  scholarships  are  now 
in  great  demand.  They  have  all  been  granted  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  statute,  and  result  in  giving  to  the  educational 
department  of  the  state  the  advantages,  to  this  limited  extent, 
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of  a  Polytechnic  School,  the  institution  having  justly  acquired, 
in  this  respect,  a  position  second  to  none  other  in  the  country. 

CHARITABLE     INSTITUTIONS. 

The  charities  of  the  state  form  an  important  item  of  our 
state  expenditure.  They  have  been  dispensed  during  the 
year  in  the  accustomed  manner,  and  have  relieved,  as  my  op- 
portunities of  knowledge  justify  me  in  stating,  much  individual 
suffering  and  family  distress,  which  could  not  otherwise  have 
been  reached. 

The  state  aids,  by  pecuniary  contribution,  upon  the  order  of 
the  Governor,  every  poor  or  indigent  insane  person  in  the 
state  while  under  treatment  at  the  Middletown  Hospital.  It 
gives  like  aid  toward  the  training  of  all  indigent  imbecile 
children  at  the  Lakeville  School,  and  the  education  of  the  in- 
digent blind  at  the  institutions  for  that  purpose  in  Massachu- 
setts. It  pays  the  tuition  of  all  the  deaf  and  dumb  children  in 
the  state,  who  desire  instruction,  at  the  American  Asylum,  to 
the  extent  of  the  Legislative  appropriation,  and,  in  .special 
cases,  at  the  Whipple  School,  and  it  defrays  the  hospital  bills 
of  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers  of  the  state  during  the  late 
war,  while  under  medical  treatment  at  either  of  the  hospitals 
at  New  Haven  or  Hartford.  Nearly  nine  hundred  persons 
have  received  aid  in  these  various  ways  from  the  state 
ring  the  last  year,  at  a  total  expense  of  nearly  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Besides  this,  it  has,  the  last  year,  appro- 
priated nearly  ninety  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  sol- 
diers' children  in  the  different  towns,  and  about  twenty-seven 
hundred  dollars  for  the  few  paupers,  whose  support  does  not 
belong  to  any  town.  The  appropriation  for  soldiers'  children 
is  necessarily  decreasing. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Middletown  is  the  only  one 
of  these  institutions  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  .state. 
Its  extensive  and  valuable  buildings  are  owned  by  the  state, 
and  have  been  entirely  paid  for.  Their  completeness  and  ad- 
mirable adaptation  to  the  purposes  of  their  construction,  testify 
to  the  official  fidelity  of  the  commissions  charged  with  that 
work.     A  new  wing,  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred 
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male  patients,  was  completed  for  admission  of  patients  in  Jan- 
nary  last,  and  is  rapidly  filling  up.  The  entire  hospital  has 
accommodations  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  but  there 
are  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  patients  now  under  treat- 
ment. It  is  to  be-  apprehended,  therefore,  that  additional 
accommodations  will,  at  no  very  distant  day,  be  needed.  This 
necessity,  which  certainly  was  not  anticipated  at  such  an  early 
day,  when  the  hospital  was  projected,  is  due  in  great  measure 
to  the  chronic  condition  of  that  large  number  of  patients  who 
have  been  removed  to  the  institution  from  the  alms-houses  of 
the  towns,  where,  the  treatment  necessary  to  their  cure  could 
not  have  been  had,  and  who  cannot,  therefore,  be  discharged 
to  make  room  for  new  patients.  To  this  is  also  due  the  fact, 
that  of  the  394  patients  now  in  the  hospital,  only  35  are  re- 
garded as  curable.  The  purposes  of  the  institution  as  a  State 
Hospital  have,  been  very  closely  regarded  in  its  management, 
and  of  896  patients  admitted  since  its  beginning,  799  have 
been  beneficiaries  of  the  state.  Its  financial  management  the 
last  year  has  also  been  satisfactory,  showing  an  income  of  about 
ninety-two  thousand  dollars  against  an  expenditure  of  about 
eighty-seven  thousand  dollars.  I  commend  to  your  attention 
for  fuller  particulars  respecting  this  interesting  and  most  im- 
portant institution,  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  spe- 
cially interesting  report  of  Dr.  Shew,  to  whose  able  superin- 
tendence I  take  pleasure  in  bearing  this  testimony. 

At  the  School  for  Imbeciles,  at  Lakeville,  in  Salisbury, 
there  are  now  sixty-four  pupils,  of  which  twenty-nine  are  state 
beneficiaries,  and  of  these,  twenty  have  lost  one  or  both  parents. 
By  recent  enlargement  of  the  buildings,  100  can  be  accommo- 
dated. The  results  of  Dr.  Knights'  training  of  these  unfortu- 
nates are  very  satisfactory. 

Sixty-six  scholars  have  been  aided  by  the  state  at  the  Amer- 
ican Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  Hartford,  during  the 
year,  at  an  expense  of  $9,279.23,  and  fifteen  blind  children 
have  been  aided  at  the  Perkins'  Institute  in  Boston. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-two  discharged  soldiers  have  been 
under  medical  and  surgical  treatment  at  the  hospitals  in  New 
Haven   and  Hartford,  at  a  total  expense  of  about  $18,000. 
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These  beneficent  institutions,  sustained,  in  large  degree,  by  the 
voluntary  services  of  the  medical  profession  in  those  cities, 
and  by  the  charitable  contributions  of  citizens,  are  well  de- 
serving of  the  incidental  support  thus  given  to  them  by  the 
state. 

Pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  organiz- 
ing a  Board  of  State  Charities,  I  appointed  as  that  board, 
Messrs.  Benjamin  Stark,  of  "New  London,  Samuel  F.  Jones, 
of  Hartford,  Levi  Ives,  of  New  Haven,  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Pet- 
tee,  of  Meriden  and  Mrs.  Jeannie  P.  Hoyt,  of  Stamford,  and 
they  have  entered  upon  its  important  duties.  Their  report  will 
advise  you  of  the  operations  of  the  board. 

PENAL    AND   REFORMATORY   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  affairs  of  the  State  Prison,  under  the  superintendence  of 
Warden  Botelle,  whose  resignation  has  been  received  by  the 
Directors  with,  great  regret,  liave  been  most  satisfactorily  con- 
ducted. Notwithstanding  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  prison 
labor,  necessitated  by  the  prostration  of  business  during  the 
last  winter,  a  net  income  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($2,114.30)  has  been  received 
into  the  Treasury  from  the  prison.  The  appropriation  hereto- 
fore made  for  repair  of  the  buildings  has  been  expended,  and 
an  additional  five  thousand  dollars  is  thought  by  the  Directors 
to  be  necessary  for  the  same  purpose.  In  this  connection,  I 
would  call  your  favorable  attention  to  the  recommendation  of 
the  Directors,  that  a  commission  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  erecting  new  prison  buildings. 

The  number  of  convicts  now  in  the  prison  is  one  hundred 
and  eighty-one  (181),  of  whom  only  two  are  females — one 
white  and  one  colored.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  these 
convicts  were  born  within,  and  twenty-nine  without  the  United 
States.  A  remarkable  change  has  occurred  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  prison — pulmonary  consumption  which,  twenty 
years  ago,  was  regarded  as  the  scourge  of  the  prison,  having 
now  become  a  disease  of  comparatively  rare  occurrence. 

The  State  Reform  School  has  sustained  a  grievous  loss  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  by  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  for  many 
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years  its  Superintendent,  and  to  whose  intelligence,  energy  and 
administrative  abilities,  the  state  is  largely  indebted  for  its 
success.  The  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr.  S.  B.  Little,  has 
been,  since  the  death  of  Dr.  Hatch,  in  charge  of  the  institu- 
tion. During  the  year  200  boys  have  been  received  into  the 
school,  and  190  discharged.  The  present  number  is  311.  The 
whole  number  committed  to  the  school  since  its  opening  in 
1854  is  2,146. 

A  commission  was  appointed  b}7  the  last  General  Assembly 
to  enquire  into  the  penal  treatment  of  persons  arrested  for 
drunkenness  and  kindred  offences,  and  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing an  asylum  for  inebriates.  It  will  report  at  this  session 
with  important  recommendations,  which  merit  your  careful 
consideration,  especially  as  affecting  the  offence  of  vagrancy 
or  tramping,  which  is  largely  increasing  in  the  state.  The 
stringent  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York  on  this  subject 
have  probably  promoted  this  increase  in  our  state,  and  similar 
legislation  on  our  part  would  seem  to  be  necessary  in  self-de- 
fense. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls  report  that, 
notwithstanding  certain  disturbing  influences  attending  a 
change  of  Superintendent,  the  school  has  been  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  and  is  fulfilling  all  reasonable  expectations  of  its 
friends.  The  whole  number  of  girls  received  since  its  opening 
is  176.  The  number  now  under  care  is  76,  representing  forty- 
three  towns  in  different  parts  of  the  state.  A  box  factory  has 
been  established  in  connection  with  the  school,  and  it  is  hoped 
by  means  of  it  to  make  the  institution  financially  indepen- 
dent. 

STATE    HOUSES. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
providing  for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  a  new  com- 
mission, to  be  charged  with  the  construction  of  the  new  State 
House,  I  appointed,  as  such  commission,  Jeremiah  Halsey,  of 
Norwich,  Alfred  E.  Burr,  of  Hartford,  Nathaniel  Wheeler, 
of  Bridgeport,  Austin  Dunham,  of  Hartford  and  William  P. 
Trowbridge,  of  New  Haven,  who  have  entered  upon  its  duties, 
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and  will  report  in  detail  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  pres- 
ent session,  the  progress  of  the  work,  with  information  regard- 
ing the  changes  from  the  original  contract  plan  which  they 
have  felt  bound  to  make,  in  deference  to  the  generally  ex- 
pressed views  on  the  subject  by  the  members  of  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  walls  of  the  first  story  will  be  substan- 
tially completed  by  the  15th  of  the  present  month.  The  total 
expenditures  to  the  present  time  are  about  two  hundred  and 
sixty -five  thousand  dollars. 

As  the  present  State  House  in  New  Haven  cannot  be  used 
for  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  after  the  present 
official  year,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  provide  for  the  disposition 
of  the  building  when  it  shall  cease  to  be  used  for  state  pur- 
poses. It  is  erected  upon  the  public  ground  of  the  city  of 
New  Haven. 

NATIONAL    GUARD. 

The  National  Guard  continues  to  maintain  its  high  standard 
of  military  efficiency.  Its  quota  of  officers  and  men  is  fully 
kept  up,  and  the  expenses  are  within  the  avails  of  the  commu- 
tation tax.  The  law  of  1871  is  justified  by  its  workings,  and 
a  more  effective  militia  force,  it  is  believed,  does  not  exist  in 
the  Union.  Great  credit  is  due  for  this  to  both  officers  and 
men,  without  whose  personal  interest  in  the  organization  the 
present  fine  condition  of  the  several  regiments  could  not  be 
maintained.  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and 
Quartermaster  Generals  for  further  details. 

AGRICULTURE — LABOR    STATISTICS. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
merits  your  special  consideration.  The  evidence  it  affords  of 
the  interest  taken  in  the  agriculture  of  our  state,  by  both  the 
scientist  and  the  practical  farmer,  is  very  gratifying,  and  its 
beneficial  results  are  by  no  means  confined  to  our  own  state. 
The  board  recommend  the  establishment  of  an  agricultural  ex- 
periment station  in  Connecticut,  and  enforce  their  recommen- 
dation by  evidence  of  the  success  of  such  stations  elsewhere, 
which  will  commend  the  subject  to  your  favorable  attention. 

Under  the  act  of  the  last  session  establishing  a  Bureau  of 
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Labor  Statistics,  I  appointed,  in  October  last,  James  F.  Bab- 
cock,  of  New  Haven,  chief,  and  Charles  C.  Commerford,  of 
"Waterbury,  deputy  of  such  bureau.  The  results  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  bureau  during  the  brief  period  since  its  organiza- 
tion, will  appear  in  a  report,  which  I  am  advised  will  be  made 
to  you  at  your  present  session. 

REVISION    OF   STATUTES. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1872 
to  revise  the  public  statutes  have  completed  their  work,  and 
will  make  their  report  at  the  present  session,  and  it  will  de- 
mand, as  I  doubt  not  it  will  receive,  your  careful  and  patient 
consideration. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  loose 
and  inaccurate  manner  in  •which  our  session  laws  have  been 
sometimes  framed,  the  sense  of  them  being  rendered  equivocal 
by  errors  of  language  not  creditable  to  our  educational  sys- 
tem. Undoubtedly  this  is  often  due  to  some  incongruous 
amendment  which  has  been  allowed  to  a  bill  carefully  framed 
in  committee,  but  I  apprehend  that  generally  it  has  been  the 
result  of  inattention  in  committee.  Whether  it  is  practicable 
to  have  such  a  revision  of  all  public  acts,  after  their  passage 
and  before  engrossment,  as  will  remove  errors  of  this  sort,  is  a 
question  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

CENTENNIAL    COMMISSION. 

The  Centennial  Commission  having  in  charge  the  exhibition 
contemplated  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  in  commemoration 
of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  our  national  independ- 
ence, have  indicated  a  desire  for  the  appointment,  by  state 
authority,  of  state  boards  of  managers  to  act  on  that  occasion 
in  conjunction  with  the  Commission,  but  with  special  reference 
to  the  interests  of  their  respective  states.  No  state  in  the 
Union  has  greater  reason  than  Connecticut  to  participate  in 
commemorating  a  day  with  which  our  history  is  so  conspicu- 
ously identified,  nor  is  any  state  more  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  make  such  participation  becomingly  by  an  exhibition  of  the 
products  of  its  own  industry.    But  the  plans  of  the  commis- 
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sion  do  not  seem  to  me  at  present  sufficiently  definite  for  any 
further  action  on  your  part,  than  it  may  be,  the  provision  for 
the  appointment  desired.  I  submit  the  subject  to  your  con- 
sideration. 

EFFICIENCY   OF  STATE   GOVERNMENT. 

In  thus  reviewing  the  present  operations  of  our  state  gov- 
ernment, I  am  impressed  by  the  growth  of  its  powers  and  re- 
sponsibilities during  the  last  two  decades,  and,  especially,  by 
the  ease  with  which  the  increasing  demands  upon  our  financial 
resources  have  been  met,  through  our  modes  of  local  adminis- 
tration. Twenty  years  ago  the  School  Fund  of  Connecticut* 
of  about  two  millions  of  dollars,  was  a  conspicuous  object  in 
its  state  government.  In  financial  consequence  it  dwarfed 
all  other  departments.  Its  revenue  of  about  one  hundred  and 
forty  thousand  dollars,  devoted  to  the  support  of  common 
schools,  was  regarded  as  a  most  generous  bounty,  and,  in  1853 
it  exceeded,  in  amount,  the  total  of  all  the  other  expenses  o* 
the  state  government.  The  contrast  of  the  present  day  is 
very  striking.  The  state  now  collects,  yearly,  for  its  govern- 
mental purposes,  a  revenue  nearly  equal  in  amount  to  the  en- 
tire principal  of  the  old  school  fund — in  some  late  years  it  has 
exceeded  that  sum — and  this  does  not  include  the  large 
amounts  collected  by  the  districts  and  towns  for  the  state 
school  system,  amounting  to  considerably  over  another  million 
of  dollars.  Indeed,  if  the  School  Fund  should  now  be  drop- 
ped from  the  educational  system  of  the  state,  its  loss,  in  a 
merely  financial  view,  would  be  hardly  noticed,  since  it  sup- 
plies but  about  ten  per  cent,  ol  what  is  required  annually  for 
the  support  of  the  system — the  present  total  public  expendi- 
tures, for  educational  purposes  alone,  being,  annually,  about 
one  million  and  a  half  of  dollars,  against  less  than  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  1853.  A  natural  deduction  from  this 
contrast  is,  that  easy  taxation  generates  large  expenditures. 
And  certainly  no  higher  duty  can  devolve  on  you  than  an  in- 
quiry into  the  necessity  of  such  large  expenditures,  and  the 
practicability  of  reducing  them.  But  it  is,  to  my  mind,  a  still 
more  suggestive  fact,  that  this  so  largely  increased  revenue  of 
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the  state  has  been,  and  is  now,  collected  through  the  same 
official  agencies  employed  twenty  years  ago,  with  no  special 
tax-collecting  service  for  the  purpose,  and  without  subjecting 
the  business  of  the  citizen  to  any  unusual  governmental  exac- 
tion or  interference.  Outside  the  ordinary  state  tax,  (amount- 
ing the  last  year  to  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  total  reveuue), 
which  is  collected  through  the  towns,  the  bulk  of  the  state 
revenue  is  derived  from  a  very  few  sources,  and  collected 
throngh  the  ordinary  service  of  its  Treasury  department. 

This  is  not  the  occasion  for  a  discussion  of  the  details  of  the 
revenue  system  of  the  United  States,  but  certain  results  of  its 
operation,  under  similar  circumstances  of  rapidly  increasing 
income  and  expenditure,  are  so  apparent,  as  readily  to  bring 
that  system,  and  especially  its  modes  of  administration,  into 
general  comparison  with  the  exhibit  just  referred  to  of  our 
local  government — with  manifest  advantage  to  the  latter. 
Public  indignation  has  been  very  justly  excited  by  recent  dis" 
closures  of  the  corrupting  manner  in  which  the  collecting  ser- 
vice of  the  general  government  has  been  administered,  but  it 
will,  in  my  judgment,  fail  in  its  object  of  reform,  if  its  force 
is  spent  in  denunciations  of  individuals,  while  the  system,  in 
which  the  corrupting  influence  inheres,  is  allowed  to  remain. 
That  system,  growing  up  as  it  has  under  the  sudden  necessities 
of  a  state  of  war,  and  shaped  in  such,  large  degree,  as  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  it  grew  up  favored  its  being,  for  other 
purposes  than  the  simple  one  of  obtaining  revenue,  has  become 
so  complicated  and  intricate  in  the  ramifications  of  its  powers, 
as  to  make  essential  to  its  execution  a  multitude  of  officials, 
extending  through  all  the  always  unpopular  and  frequently 
disreputable  grades  of  a  detective  system,  with  powers  most 
arbitrary  in  character  and  demoralizing  in  tendency.  It  is,  I 
doubt  not,  a  prolific  source  of  that  demoralization  so  generally 
deplored  in  the  official  service  of  the  government,  and  should 
be  a  most  worthy  object  of  that  administrative  reform  now  so 
seriously  engaging  the  attention  of  the  country. 

But  it  would  not  be  just,  in  noting  the  comparison  just  in- 
dicated, to  overlook  the  powerful  influence  of  that  great  under- 
lying distinction  between  the  local  and  general  governments, 
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which  subjects  the  one  to  a  close  popular  scrutiny,  that  in  the 
case  of  the  other,  can  rarely,  and  only  under  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, be  had.  It  is  hardly  possible  for  any  serious  offi- 
cial abuse  to  exist  in  Connecticut  without  being  very  soon 
made  known  to  and  clearly  understood  by  its  people.  And  in 
this  rests  the  security  of  our  institutions.  Indeed,  as  we  recede 
from  that  period  of  extraordinary  emergency,  when  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Union  felt  itself  bound  to  use  all  powers  need- 
ful for  its  own  defense,  without  scrutinizing  their  relation  to  a 
condition  of  peace,  the  strength  of  our  state  governments,  and 
their  admirable  adaptability  to  the  administration  of  those 
powers  of  government  most  closely  affecting  the  great  mass  of 
society,  becomes  more  clear.  The  tendency  of  all  govern- 
ments is  towards  centralization  or  an  aggrandizement  of  its 
own  power.  The  jealousy  which  resists  that  force  in  a  govern- 
ment which,  like  that  of  our  Union,  comprehends  within  its 
sphere  of  action  a  territory  almost  continental,  embracing 
every  diversity  of  climate  and  a  corresponding  diversity  of 
social  organizations  and  interests,  however  liable  to  abuse  it 
may  be,  is  necessary  to  the  harmony  of  the  entire  system. 
And  though  the  future  historian  of  our  times  may  not  wonder 
that  the  passions,  aroused  by  the  mighty  struggle .  through 
which  we  have  passed,  did  not  at  once  allow  free  scope  to  the 
healing  influence  of  this  principle,  in  the  rehabilitation  of  our 
disorganized  states,  he  will,  I  think,  nevertheless,  admit  that 
by  ignoring  that  influence,  a  condition  of  affairs  resulted,  of 
which  the  pitiable  degradation  of  South  Carolina  and  the 
shameless  usurpation  which  holds  sway  in  Louisiana,  remain 
as  monuments  to-day. 

Relying  upon  your  indulgent  support  and  invoking  the 
Divine  favor  upon  our  actions,  I  am  now  ready  to  co-operate 
with  you  in  the  duties  of  the  session.

Eighty-one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($81,400.00)  of 
bonds  have  been  purchased  and  canceled  during  the  past  year. 
These  bonds  are  designed  to  be  applied  to  the  interest  of  the 
Sinking  Funds. 

The  Coupon  Bonds  received  during  the  year  in  exchange 
for  Registered  Bonds  amount  to  thirty-six  thousand  and  five 
hundred  dollars  (836,500.00). 

The  Registered  Bonds  transferred  and  surrendered  during 
the  year,  for  which  other  Registered  Certificates  have  been 
issued,  amount  to  fifty  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars 
($50,500.00).

State  Taxes. 

The  total  amount  of  State  and  Commutation  Taxes  col- 
lected from  the  several  towns  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was 
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four  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand,  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-three  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  ($422,953.56). 

The  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  the  31st  day  of  March, 
amounting  to  eleven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and 
seventy-three  cents  ($1,178.73,)  have  since  been  collected. 
The  increase  of  the  Grand  List  of  1872  over  the  previous  year 
was  over  nine  millions  of  dollars. 

Savings  Banks. 

The  tax  received  from  Savings  Banks  amounts  to  five  hun- 
dred and  seven  thousand,  one  hundred  and  three  dollars  and 
twenty  cents  ($507,103.20). 

As  the  Act  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  (concern- 
ing the  report  for  taxation  to  be  made  by  Savings  Banks  an- 
nually,) could  not  go  into  effect  before  the  first  day  of  August, 
therefore,  the  reports  of  the  Savings  Banks  made  last  July 
were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1869,  and  the 
tax  levied  by  that  law  has,  in  accordance  with  eminent  legal 
advice,  been  claimed  and  collected.  Under  the  law  of 
1873,  the  amount  to  be  received  from  the  Savings  Banks  the 
present  year  will  be  decreased,  probably,  fifty  or  sixty  thous- 
and dollars. 

Railroad  Companies. 

The  New  Haven,  Middletown  and  Willimantic  Railroad 
Company  are  now  in  arrears  for  the  taxes  for  four  years. 

The  Shepaug  Railroad  Company,  in  their  report  for  tax- 
ation, have  no  account  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds  issued  by 
the  Shepaug  Valley  Railroad  Company,  and  claim  that  they 
are  not  liable  for  any  tax  upon  them. 

The  New  Haven  and  Northampton  Company  withhold  an- 
nually the  tax  on  three  thousand  shares  of  their  stock,  which 
they  claim  are  exempt  from  taxation.  The  suit  brought  by 
Hon.  David  P.  Nichols,  treasurer,  against  this  company  will 
come  to  trial  at  the  next  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  when 
the  question  in  dispute  will  probably  be  settled. 

The  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  are  now  in 
arrears   for  two  years'  taxes.     Prom   representations  made 


by  an  officer  of  the  company,  there  was  good  reason  to 
believe  that  the  tax  of  1872  would  be  met  by  1  lie  1st  of  Octo- 
ber, but  the  company  were  disappointed  in  their  expectations, 
and  consequently  failed  to  pay  the  tax.  Being  satisfied 
that  they  are  in  straitened  circumstances,  and  that  a  suit 
brought  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  due  to  the  State  would 
cause  them  serious  embarrassment,  I  have  foreborne  to  com- 
mence legal  proceedings  against  them. 

Mutual  Insurance  Companies. 

The  taxes  received  from  the  Mutual  Insurance  Companies 
amount  to  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thousand  and 
twenty  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($327,020.08). 

The  assets  of  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, derived  from  non-participating  insurance,  are  reported 
at  three  millions  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  ($3,873,754.00).  The 
suit  brought  by  the  Hon.  David  P.  Nichols,  treasurer,  against 
this  company  for  the  tax  due  last  year  upon  this  part  of  their 
assets,  has  not  yet  been  decided,  but  it  is  expected  that  it  will 
be  at  an  early  day. 

Interest  on  Deposits. 

The  Treasury  has  received,  during  the  past  year,  for  in- 
terest on  deposits,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ($21,- 
967.99). 

By  the  reduction  of  the  two  mills  tax  to  one  mill,  and  the 
depreciation  of  stocks  by  the  late  panic,  the  income  of  the 
State  has  been  three  hundred  fifty-two  thousand  and  thirty 
seven  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

All  the  bonds  that  have  been  offered  to  the  Treasurer  for 
redemption  during  the  past  year  have  been  purchased.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  any  more  should  be  redeemed  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  State  House.  It  is  a  matter  which  the 
Legislature  should  consider,  whether  the  additional  appropri- 
ation made  last  year  for  building  the  State  House  can  be  met 
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by  the  reduced  income  of  the  State.  It  is  my  belief  that  it 
can,  if  economy  is  practiced,  and  all  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  Legislature  are  thoroughly  examined.  The  tax-payers 
justly  demand  that  all  moneys  shall  be  judiciously  and  faith- 
fully expended.  The  reduction  of  the  State  tax  is  only  defer- 
ring the  payment  of  the  Funded  Debt  of  the  State  not  yet 
matured.  When  the  State  House  is  completed  and  paid  for, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  whole  State  debt  can  be  paid  off 
before  its  maturity,  without  any  additional  taxation.  And 
that,  in  all  commercial  circles,  will  be  considered  good  pay- 
ment.

COMPTROLLER'S  REPORT. 


State  op  Connecticut, 
Comptroller's  Office,  May  6th,  A.  D.  1874. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  now 
in  session : 

III  compliance  with  the  law  of  the  State,  the  Comptroller  of 
Public  Accounts  herewith  presents  to  the  General  Assembly 
his  Annual  Eeport,  exhibiting  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  State,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  A.  D.  1874. 

The  estimated  balance  in  the  Treasury  March  31st,  1874,  by 
my  predecessor  was,  seven  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  ninety- 
three  dollars,  ($790,093). 

In  that  estimate  no  provision  was  made  for  the  support  of 
children  of  deceased  soldiers,  or  for  the  expense  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance.  If  these  accounts  had  been  entered  in 
the  list  of  estimated  expenditures  the  balance  would  have  been 
six  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  and  ninety-three  dollars, 
($670,093). 

The  last  Legislature  passed  an  act  reducing  the  State  tax  to 
one  mill  on  the  dollar,  on  the  Grand  List.  The  operations  of 
the  Treasury  have  not  been  embarrassed  by  this  reduction, 
although  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury  were  reduced  nearly 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This  relief  afforded  to 
tax-payers,  who  have  cheerfully  borne  the  burdens  of  increased 
taxation,  is,  I  think,  just  and  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State. 

The  Grand  List  of  the  State  for  October,  A.  D.  1873,  amounts 
to  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  millions,  ninety-nine 
thousand,  seven  hundred  and  seven  dollars,  ($354,089,707.) 
This  is  an  increase  of  five  millions,  two  hundred  and  forty- four 
thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ($5,244,250,)  over  that 
of  the  previous  year. 


In  the  following  tables  I  have  given  the  total  amount  of  the 
Grand  List  in  each  town  in  the  State,  as  returned  to  this  office, 
and  in  order  to  show  the  increase  or  decrease  over  the  preced- 
ing year,  have  also  given  the  amount  for  October,  1872.  Where 
there  has  been  any  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  I  find  that 
the  cause  has  been  the  change  in  the  value  of  stocks,  bonds, 
and  all  personal  securities.  The  increase  has  been  in  the  value 
of  dwelling  houses,  and  the  amount  employed  in  merchandise 
and  trade,  and  in  manufacturing  operations.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly,  May  Session,  1874. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Eeform  School  at  Meriden  here- 
with present  their  Twenty-second  Annual  Report. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  for  the  School  is  the  death  of 
Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  the  Superintendent.  He  entered  upon  his 
duties  on  the  12th  of  Jan.,  1859,  and  died  on  the  7th  of  Feb., 
1874,  holding  the  office  for  a  period  of  more  than  15  years. 
During  his  administration  there  has  been  received  into  the 
school  1,820  boys,  and  the  number  of  inmates  has  increased 
from  119  to  330.  The  capacity  of  the  buildings  has  been 
doubled,  the  earnings  of  the  boys  increased  from  $3,000  to 
nearly  $15,000,  and  the  whole  yearly  expenses  increased  from 
$15,000  to  $60,000.  The  building  has  been  finished  accord- 
ing to  the  original  plan,  and  judicious  plans  for  ornamenta- 
tion made,  and  partially  completed.  Permanent  and  valuable 
improvements  and  additions  have  been  made  on  the  farm. 
A  large  and  convenient  cattle-barn,  a  well-arranged  piggery, 
a  comfortable  horse-barn,  all  well  filled  with  good  nicely 
cared  for  stock.  Every  citizen  of  Connecticut  can  take  just 
pride  in  the  work  of  this  her  faithful  servant,  as  manifest  in 
the  appointments  and  surroundings  of  this  public  institution, 
especially  so  when  we  remember  that  the  State  has  not  fur- 
nished the  funds  with  a  lavish  hand,  but  with  carefulness  and 
discretion.  'The  inside  working  of  the  school  testifies  also  to 
the  patient,  persevering,  systematic  work  of  a  mind  fitted  to 
organize,  and  having  planned  to  execute.     The  eating,  work- 
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ing,  sleeping,  playing,  learning,  all  having  their  own  best 
time,  showing  that  it  was  a  master  hand  that  has  directed  the 
internal  affairs  of  this  institution.  The  work  that  has  been 
wrought  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  these  hundreds  of  boys 
during  these  15  years,  only  an  omniscient  eye  can  see,  but 
when  we  know  that  Dr.  Hatch  was  in  this  work  because  he 
loved  the  boys,  we  feel  sure  that  eternity  will  reveal  his  best 
work  accomplished  in  this  higher  realm. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  during  this  decade  and 
a  half,  the  work  of  reforming  the  criminal  classes  both  young 
and  old,  has  been  growing  into  the  thought  and  labors  of  the 
philanthropist  and  law  maker. 

Our  late  Superintendent  by  his  enthusiasm  and  patience  in 
the  work  itself,  has  won  many  heads  and  hearts  to  the  reform- 
atory work  in  our  own  State ;  and  in  our  land  has  shown,  to 
those  States  just  beginning,  what  could  be  done  by  enthusiasm, 
well  backed  up  by  common  sense. 

The  State  abroad  has  been  honored  and  made  honorable  by 
this  servant. 

We  who  are  the  Trustees  have  felt  it  an  honor  to  ourselves 
to  serve  with  him  for  you  and  the  State.  "We  say  these  things 
at  this  time  out  of  the  fullness  of  our  present  knowledge. 
The  necessity  has  been  laid  upon  us  for  the  last  two  months 
to  know  most  intimately  about  the  working  of  the  institution 
in  all  its  parts,  and  it  has  been  with  an  ever  increasing  won- 
der at  the  perfection  and  thoroughness  of  the  system  by  which 
everything  was  done. 

We  gave  the  '  following  expression  to  our  feelings  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

"The  Trustees  of  the  Reform  School  for  boys,  at  Meriden, 
hereby  express  their  sorrow  and  bereavement  in  the  death  of 
Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  for  fifteen  years  Superintendent  of  the 
Institution. 

The  State  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  her  most  honored  and 
useful  citizens.  We  feel  also  a  personal  bereavement,  and 
hereby  tender  to  the  afflicted  family  our  most  sincere  sympa- 
thy in  their  great  sorrow,  and  commend  them  to  the  care  of 
a  gracious  and  loving  God.     We  think  that  public  opinion 


will  sustain  us  in  saying,  that  in  his  place  he  could  not  be 
surpassed.  But  no  man  liveth  forever,  and  we  bow  with  sub- 
mission to  the  will  of  God." 

Mr.  S.  B.  Little,  the  Assistant,  was  at  once  made  acting 
Superintendent  with  full  powers  as  Treasurer.  We  should 
fail  in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  signify  to  you  our  high  appre- 
ciation of  the  well-applied  and  faithful  services  of  this  officer 
during  these  many  years,  and  to  testify  that  his  labors  in  the 
position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Teacher  have  con- 
tributed largely  to  the  marked  success  of  the  school.  The 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  officers  since  the  death  of  the 
Superintendent,  has  been  very  pleasant  to  us,  and  we  here- 
with give  them  our  thanks. 

We  have  spared  no  time  and  careful  thought  to  fulfil  the 
responsible  duty  of  choosing  a  new  Superintendent.  We 
have  examined  as  well  as  we  could,  the  qualifications  of  those 
who  presented  themselves  as  candidates,  and  turned  our 
attention  also  to  those  who  we  thought  might  be  fitted  for  the 
position. 

The  result  of  our  labor  is  that  we  have  chosen  Edward 
Ingham  to  fill  the  office.  Mr.  Ingham  has  been  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Reform  School  at  Manchester,  New  Hampshire, 
where  we  found  him  doing  successful  work.  The  condition 
of  the  institution  at  Manchester  showed  to  us  that  he  had 
qualities  that  fit  him  to  be  a  worthy  successor  of  one  who 
managed  so  well  for  us. 

We  have  striven  in  the  past  year  as  heretofore,  to  give  as 
good  an  education  as  possible  to  those  who  are  committed  to 
us.  We  think  the  teaching  is  above  the  average  of  that  of 
Common  Schools  in  the  State.  The  greatest  drawback  is 
found  in  this ;  that  the  short  terms  of  commitment  give  us 
no  time  to  finish  what  we  begin  so  well. 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  very  good  during  the 
year,  indeed  the  unvarying  good  health  in  the  institution 
since  its  existence  has  been  one  of  its  greatest  blessings. 

The  legislatures  have  thus  far  been  careful  to  make  very 
few  changes  in  the  board  of  trustees,  thus  giving  to  the  school 
the  skill  to  direct  its  affairs  which  can  only  be  gained  by  expe- 
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rience.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  trustees  from  Fairfield  and 
Windham  Counties  expires  this  year.  The  Senate  will  be 
called  upon  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  made. 

The  labor  of  the  boys  and  the  earnings  therefrom  were  not 
materially  interfered  with  by  the  financial  crisis,  and  there  is 
no  deficiency  in  the  finances. 

It  would  be  for  the  interest  of  this  institution  if  you  would 
appropriate  to  it  at  this  session  $2,500,  for  the  purpose  of  add 
ing  a  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  farm,  now  for  sale,  which 
will  add  much  more  than  the  cost  to  the  value  of  the  farm,  at 
a  cost  of  $1,000,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  the 
fences.  This  latter  improvement  has  been  for  some  time  be- 
coming necessary,  and  is  now  an  imperative  need. 

We  present  with  this  the  usual  reports  and  statistics. 

We  hope  that  you  will  take  especial  pains  to  visit  the  school 
during  this  session,  and  see  for  yourselves,  as  far  as  you  can, 
the  workings  of  the  institution. 

While  we  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  him  who  has  stood  at  the 
head  for  so  many  years,  yet  we  are  assured  that  the  Good 
Father  of  all  has  the  school  under  his  own  keeping.  Trustees 
and  superintendents  must  pass  away,  but  there  is  One  who 
ever  liveth  that  keeps  it  under  his  care,  and  to  him  we  confi- 
dently commit  its  interests.

BY-LAWS 


FOR   THE 

Government  and  Regulation  of  the  State  Reform  School, 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  a  regular  meeting 
holden  at  Meriden,  on  the  5th  of  October,  A.  D.  1853,  re- 
vised by  a  Committee  of  Trustees  in  1861,  and  amended 
in  1865. 


The  Trustees. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  organized  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  July,  annually,  by  the  election  by  ballot, 
of  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
three  members,  except  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  pres- 
ent year,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  meeting  held  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws. 

A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
business. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  when  present. 
In  his  absence  one  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  the 
time. 

The  Chairman  shall  call  special  meetings  whenever  re- 
quested by  any  two  members  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings 
may  be  holden  wherever  the  Chairman  may  direct. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  holden  quar- 
terly, at  the  Institution  in  Meriden,  on  the  second  Wednesdays 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  the  annual 
meeting  being  in  July. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  other  times 
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and  places  as  their  duties  may  require,  and  report  their  doings 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep,  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  which  shall 
be  subject  to  the  examinations  of  each  member. 

He  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  all  documents, 
statements,  and  notices,  which  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
or  the  Chairman,  and  shall  give  notice  through  the  mail  or 
otherwise,  to  each  member,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  named  officers  of  the  State  Reform 
School  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whenever 
their  services  may  be  required  by  the  Institution,  viz:  a  Su- 
perintendent, an  Assistant  Superintendent,  a  Chaplain,  Phy- 
sician, Matron,  Teachers,  Overseers  of  the  Workshop,  and  a 
Farmer. 

The  several  officers  shall  hold  their  appointments  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  no  resignation  shall  take  effect 
until  three  months  after  being  tendered  in  writing,  except  by 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  assistants  to  remain 
constantly  at  the  Institution,  and  no  one  of  the  subordinate 
officers  shall  leave  it  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

All  the  subordinate  officers,  in  addition  to  their  appropriate 
duties,  shall  act  as  aids  to  the  Superintendent,  in  preserving 
order  and  quiet  among  the  delinquents,  in  guarding  against 
escape,  and  generally  in  maintaining  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  the  Institution.  They  shall  also  perform  such  other  ser- 
vices as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Superintendent. 

Sec.  3.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  charge 
of  the  inmates,  the  business  and  interests  of  the  Institution. 

He  shall  see  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  punctual  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  that 
the  regulations  and  by-laws  are  carefully  observed. 
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He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all  occur- 
rences worthy  of  notice,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  members  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of  all 
letters  received,  and  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of  impor- 
tance for  reference.  As  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  in  suit- 
able books  he  shall  keep  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  all  property  intrusted  to  his 
care,  showing  the  expenses  and  income  of  the  Institution. 

He  shall  make  out  and  present  to  the  comptroller  the  bills 
for  weekly  board  of  the  delinquents,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  this  department  according  to  law. 

Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, he  shall  procure  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  Institution 
and  purchase  all  such  articles  and  materials  as  may  be  wanted 
for  the  support  and  employment  of  the  boys,  and  dispose  of 
all  articles  raised  on  the  farm  or  manufactured  by  them  which 
are  not  wanted  for  use. 

In  a  suitable  book,  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  pur- 
chases, and  the  cost  of  delivering  the  same  at  the  Institution. 

He  shall  daily  inspect  every  available  part  of  the  premises, 
and  have  a  watchful  care  over  all  the  inmates,  and  be  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  care  and  discipline  of  the  boys. 

He  shall  see  that  they  receive  no  detriment  to  health  from 
want  of  sufficient  clothing  by  day  or  by  night,  from  wet  feet, 
or  from  any  other  exposure,  and  that  the  rooms  and  buildings 
are  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

He  shall  employ,  whenever  necessary,  suitable  persons,  for 
any  temporary  services  not  provided  for  in  these  by-laws,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

At  each  quarterly  meeting  he  shall  report  to  the  Board  the 
number  of  boys  committed  to  the  Beform  School,  also  com- 
municate full  information  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board. 

At  each  April  meeting  he  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a 
duplicate  copy  of  his  accounts,  presented  to  the  State  Comp- 
troller of  Public  Accounts,  up  to  the  31st  of  March ;  also,  a 
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full  schedule  of  all  the  property  of  the  Institution,  including 
everything  in  the  care  of  the  Farmer. 

He  shall  at  all  times  be  ready  to  perform  whatever  other 
services  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  4.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  shall  assume  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  his  superior  during  his  absence  or 
inability. 

It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  aid  in  the  discipline,  instruction, 
supervision,  and  general  management  of  the  Institution,  and 
to  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  instances  of  impropriety 
of  conduct,  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  the  rules  and  by- 
laws, which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

He  shall  keep  the  account  books  of  the  Institution,  and 
books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  admissions,  histories  and 
discharges  of  the  boys,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  neat- 
ness and  accuracy.  He  shall  make  out  and  record  the  inden- 
tures, and  do  all  other  necessary  writing  which  may  be  re- 
quired. 

He  shall  receive  and  attend  visitors,  and  see  to  the  proper 
intercourse  between  the  boys  and  their  friends. 

He  shall  examine  all  packages  and  letters  received  for  the 
boys,  and  may,  by  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  exam- 
ine their  letters  before  being  sent  away. 

Sec.  5.  The  Superintendent  acting  as  Chaplain  shall  have 
the  direction  of  the  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  in- 
mates. He  shall  perform  devotional  exercises  with  the  boys 
morning  and  evening,  have  charge  of  the  Sabbath  School, 
conduct  the  religious  worship  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath, 
and  obtain  such  aid  from  the  Reverend  Clergy  in  the  vicinity 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  all  other  days  set  apart  for  religious 
observances,  and  to  officiate  at  funerals. 

He  shall  occasionally  give  familiar  expositions  of  moral  and 
religious  duty  in  such  a  manner  as  he  shall  deem  most  con- 
ducive to  the  good  of  the  boys,  and  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  on  by  consultation  with  the  Trustees. 
.  He  shall  mingle  freely  with  the  boys  in  kind,  familiar  in- 
tercourse, and  spend  as  much  time  with  them  in  conversation 
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as  lie  may  think  will  be  for  their  benefit,  and  as  will  be  con- 
sistent with  the  proper  performance  of  his  other  duties,  and 
his  position  in  the  institution. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  April,  the 
Chaplain  shall  furnish  his  report,  embracing  the  condition  of 
this  department,  and  facts  respecting  the  reformatory  influ- 
ences effectively  made  use  of  in  this  Institution. 

The  Physician.* 

Sec.  6.  The  Physician  shall  visit  the  school  and  inspect 
inmates  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  state  of  their  health,  at 
least  once  a  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Superintendent. 

He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  the  condition  of  the  boys, 
and  give  such  direction  to  the  Matron  respecting  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  sick,  as  shall  be  suited  to  their  wants. 

He  shall  also  make  any  examination  and  suggestions  he 
may  think  proper  as  to  the  best  means  of  preserving  health, 
and  with  reference  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Institution. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  in  April, 
a  true  and  full  report  of  the  state  of  health  among  the  boys 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Mateon. 

Sec.  7.  The  Matron  shall  have  the  general  charge  and 
direction  of  all  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  family,  the 
sewing  rooms,  laundry,  and  hospital,  and  shall  see  that  clean- 
liness, order,  and  propriety,  are  uniformly  maintained  in  these 
apartments. 

She  shall  see  that  all  female  assistants, "except  teachers,  are 
diligent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  appropriate  du- 
ties, discreet  and  regular  in  their  deportment,  and  strict  in 
their  observance  of  all  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  remissness  that  may 
come  to  her  knowledge.     She  shall  see  that  the  sick  receive 

•The  Superintendent  performs  the  duty  of  Physician  since  1st  July,  1855. 
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proper  attention,  and  that  the  directions  of  the  Physician  are 
strictly  complied  with  ;  and  she  shall  have  a  maternal  regard 
for  the  health  and  physical  welfare  of  the  boys. 

She  shall  confer  and  advise  with  the  Superintendent  re- 
specting the  duties  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  depart- 
ments under  her  charge,  and  also  as  to  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  house. 


The  Stewakd.* 

Sec.  8.  The  Steward  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of 
the  domestic  arrangement  of  the  boys,  their  food  and  cloth- 
ing. He  shall  see  that  the  tables  are  seasonably  and  properly 
furnished  for  each  meal,  and  shall  have  the  care  of  all  apart- 
ments used  or  occupied  by  the  boys,  except  such  as  are  as- 
signed to  the  Matron. 

He  shall  have  the  care  of  all  rooms  and  cellars,  in  which 
provisions,  stores,  and  general  furnishing  articles  are  kept, 
and  of  all  apartments  used  for  the  boys'  clothing,  bedding, 
and  materials  for  the  same. 

He  shall  personally  deliver  all  articles  for  them,  as  the  daily 
wants  of  the  house  may  require,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  all  apartments  and  articles 
under  his  charge  and  supervision.  He  shall  keep  accurate 
accounts  of  all  supplies  placed  in  his  care,  and  of  the  time  and 
quantity,  as  they  are  re-delivered  for  use,  which  accounts  shall 
be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees. 
He  shall  make  such  arrangements  with  the  persons  having 
charge  of  the  culinary  department  of  the  boys,  as  to  secure 
the  presence  of  one  or  both  at  all  the  meals,  to  see  that  the 
food  is  properly  prepared,  economically  distributed  and  used. 

He  shall  keep  all  the  boys  comfortably  and  properly  clad, 
and  see  that  their  bathing  and  dressing  is  conducted  in  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  manner. 

*  There  is  no  such  officer  now  known  in  the  Institution. 
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Teachers. 

Sec.  0.  The  Teacher  or  Teachers  shall  instruct  the  boys  in 
such  branches  of  education  as  may  be  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  shall  use  all  proper  means  to  inspire  them  with 
a  love  of  study,  and  lead  them  justly  to  estimate  the  value  of 
a  sound  and  practical  education,  and  shall  constantly  strive, 
by  precept  and  example,  to  impress  on  their  miiids  the  im- 
portance of  good  order,  self-government,  and  purity  of  body 
and  mind. 

They  shall  take  charge  of  the  boys  at  all  times  in  the  School- 
rooms, and  shall  require  them  to  be  promptly  in  their  places 
at  the  appointed  time,  unless  they  are  absent  by  permission. 

They  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  the 
school-rooms,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety,  care,  and 
preservation  of  all  books,  furniture,  apparatus,  and  fixtures 
provided  for  the  same,  and  by  strict  personal  examination  see 
that  no  injury  or  waste  is  suffered. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  male  teachers  to  see  the  boys  to 
their  beds,  to  close  and  secure  the  doors  of  their  dormitories, 
to  see  that  they  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell, 
and  make  their  beds  in  a  proper  manner,  and  attend  to  their 
washings,  before  assembling  in  the  chapel  in  the  morning ; 
and  when  they  come  from  their  work  to  assemble  in  the 
school-rooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  overseers  of  the  work-shops,  and! 
by  a  just  and  equal  division  of  these  duties,  to  be  approved, 
by  the  Superintendent,  the  Teachers  shall  have  charge  of  the 
boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  at  their  meals,  and. 
have  charge  of  them  during  the  night. 

The  Teachers  shall  assist  in  the  Sabbath  School  and  in: 
vocal  music,  and  the  principal  Teacher  shall  act  as  librarian, 
to  the  boys. 

Overseers  op  the  Workshops. 

Sec.  10.  The  overseers  of  the  workshops  shall  take  charge 
of  all  tools,  apparatus,  stock,  and  materials,  furnished  or  used 
in  the  shops,  and  Fee  that  the  same  are  carefully  preserved, 
worked  with  prudence  and  economy,  and  properly  manufao- 
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tured.  They  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of 
boys  and  time  employed  each  day,  of  the  work  done,  and  of 
all  articles  made,  and  how  disposed  of.  They  shall  attend  to 
the  cleanliness,  warming,  and  ventilation,  and  keep  a  daily 
record  of  the  temperature  of  their  workshops.  They  shall 
have  charge  of  the  boys  during  work  hours,  in  the  shops ; 
shall  exercise  a  prudent  and  judicious  oversight,  see  that 
industry  and  good  order  are  constantly  observed,  and  return 
them  to  the  yard  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Superintendent,  at  the  ringing  6f  the  bell  at  the  close  of 
work.  They  shall  see  that  the  boys  are  furnished  with  shoes 
properly  fitted. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Teachers,  they  shall  have  the  over- 
sight of  the  boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  during 
their  meals,  and  after  they  retire  at  night.  They  shall  also 
assist  the  Teachers,  if  requested,  in  their  duties  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

Watchmen. 

Sec.  11.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Watchmen  for  night  duty,  whenever  it  is  considered 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  Institution. 

The  Watchmen  on  duty  shall  perform  a  regular  patrol 
throughout  and  around  the  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of  using 
due  vigilance  of  all  occurrences,  to  prevent  escapes,  and  to 
discover  and  prevent  danger  from  fire.  He  shall  use  the  ut- 
most vigilance  to  guard  against  damage  by  fire,  and  promptly 
notify  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  cause  of  alarm.  He 
shall  ring  the  bell  in  the  morning,  and  at  other  times,  as  may 
be  directed,  and  perform  any  other  service  required  by  the 
Superintendent. 

The  Parmer. 
Sec.  12.     The  Farmer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  farming 
operations,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment, good  order,  and  economical  use  of  everything  connected 
therewith.     He  shall  carry  forward  all  designated  improve- 
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mcnts,  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  help,  and  the  boys  em- 
ployed on  the  farm,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  labor  and 
conduct  of  the  same  during  the  hours  of  work.  Every  even- 
ing he  shall  inform  the  Superintendent  of  what  work  he  in- 
tends shall  be  done  by  the  boys  on  the  following  day,  and  the 
place  or  places  where  they  are  to  be  employed,  that  in  assign- 
ing boys  to  the  work,  proper  regard  may  be  had  to  their  age, 
character,  qualifications,  and  exposure,  and  that  such  assign- 
ments may  be  made  as  will  most  effectually  guard  against 
escapes,  and  secure  the  best  advantage  for  their  labor.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  the  boys  while  thus  employed,  shall  re- 
ceive and  return  them  punctually  as  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  see  that  the  rules  of  the  Institution  respecting 
their  discipline  are  strictly  observed  while  they  are  under  his 
care. 

He  shall  cause  all  supplies,  and  whatever  else  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  institution,  to  be  drawn  by  the  teams  of  the 
farm,  and  shall  perform  any  other  labor  or  services  with  men, 
boys,  or  teams,  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent,  when 
not  inconsistent  with  his  duties  upon  the  farm.  He  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  labor  performed,  and  of  every 
kind  of  produce  raised  or  furnished  on  the  farm.  He  shall 
see  that  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution  are  strictly 
observed  by  all  persons  under  his  care,  and  shall  promptly 
report  to  the  Superintendent  any  one  who  may  refuse  or  neglect 
to  comply  therewith.  In  no  case  shall  he  he  absent  from  the 
premises  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

The  Library. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  necessary  that  a  Library  of  well-selected 
books  and  maps,  and  of  Sunday  School  books,  should  be  kept 
at  the  State  Reform  School,  for  the  use  and  improvement  of 
the  delinquents,  and  it  is  thought  proper  to  solicit  donations 
for  the  supply  and  increase  of  such  Library. 

The  Superintendent,  the  Librarian,  and  Chairman  of  the 

Executive  Committee,  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  the 

Library,  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  efforts,  ways,  and  means 
9 
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to  promote  this  department  of  the  Institution,  and  they  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  quarterly  meetings, 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Library,  with  a  full  list  of 
all  donations  received  for  this  object. 

General  Regulations. 

Sec.  14.  The  distribution  of  time  for  each  working-day 
shall  be  from  six  to  eight  hours  for  labor,  four  hours  for  school, 
not  less  than  nine  hours  for  sleep,  and  five  hours  to  devotional 
exercises,  incidental  duties,  and  recitations. 

The  time  of  rising  in  the  morning  shall  be  at  five  o'clock, 
from  the  first  of  March  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at  six 
o'clock  during  the  other  four  months. 

The  time  of  retiring  shall  be  at  eight  o'clock,  from  the  first 
of  November  until  the  first  of  March,  and  at  eight  and  a  half 
o'clock  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

All  persons  having  requisite  duties  to  perform  shall  rise  at 
the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell. 

No  lights  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  out-buildings,  the  cel- 
lars, work-shops,  dormitories,  or  laundry,  without  being  en- 
closed in  glass  or  in  a  lantern. 

No  spirituous  liquors  or  intoxicating  drink  shall  be  brought 
to  the  Institution,  unless  by  order  of  the  Physician.     No  offi 
cer  or  assistant  shall  at  any  time  make  use  of  such  liquor,  nor 
shall  any  one  make  use  of  tobacco,  or  smoke  a  pipe  or  cigar 
on  or  about  the  premises. 

No  tobacco  shall  be  furnished  or  allowed  to  the  delinquents, 
in  any  form. 

No  person  regularly  employed  at  the  Institution  shall  be 
absent  from  his  duties,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent or  the  Executive  Committee'. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  in  whatever  capac- 
ity, are  required  to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties,  which  are  enjoined  in 
these  by-laws,  or  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Each  officer  should  feel  it  incumbent  on  him  to  see  that  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  are  strictly  observed,  and  should 
promptly  report  any  failures  therein.     As  the  great  object  is 
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reform,  the  intercourse  of  all  with  boys  should  be  so  conducted 
as  to  convince  them  that  this  object  is  the  chief  end  and  aim 
of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  15.  Every  boy  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  charge  of 
some  responsible  person,  unless  otherwise  directed  ;  and  that 
person  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  until 
returned  into  the  house  or  yard,  or  intrusted  to  the  care  of 
another  person  duly  authorized. 

No  officer  shall  permit  any  boy  to  examine  his  keys,  or  to 
pass  out  of  the  yard,  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

No  person  shall  take  or  detain  a  boy  from  the  performance 
of  one  duty  to  discharge  another,  without  direction  from  the 
Superintendent. 

The  teachers  or  overseers  having  charge  of  the  boys  during 
their  time  of  recreation,  shall  see  that  a  kind  and  proper  tone 
of  feeling  is  observed  among  them,  and  that  they  do  not  use 
violence,  or  injure  each  other's  clothing,  or  mark  or  deface 
the  buildings,  fixtures,  or  furniture. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  who  are  in  health 
and  can  leave  their  appropriate  duties  at  the  time,  shall  at- 
tend the  daily  devotional  exercises  and  the  religious  services 
on  the  Sabbath,  unless  special  leave  of  absence  is  granted. 

No  officer  shall  be  compelled  to  perform  any  duty  incon- 
sistent with  those  regularly  assigned  to  him ;  but  as  this- 
Institution  is  to  be  a  family,  as  well  as  a  school  for  detention, 
and  reformation,  duties  will  occur  growing  out  of  this  double- 
relation,  which  no  by-laws  can  clearly  indicate  or  provide  for ; 
therefore,  all  must  be  expected  to  act  agreeably  to  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  by  holding 
themselves  ready  at  all  times  for  any  emergency,  and  by  gen- 
eral and  constant  acts  of  accommodation,  firmness,  and  kind- 
ness, accomplish  the  desired  object. 

Punishment  for  Misconduct. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  delinquent  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Superintendent,  or  other  officer  having 
charge  over  him,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the 
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labor  or  duty  assigned  to  him,  or  shall  strike  or  resist  an 
officer,  or  shall  willfully  or  by  gross  negligence  or  carelessness 
injure  any  property  of  the  Institution,  or  shall  strike  or  other- 
wise abuse  a  fellow-delinquent,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  using 
indecent  or  profane  language,  or  shall  attempt  to  escape,  or 
shall  knowingly  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
Institution  or  of  good  order,  he  shall  be  punished,  either  by  the 
officer  having  charge  at  the  time  the  offense  was  committed, 
or  by  the  Superintendent,  or  under  his  direction. 

In  cases  of  a  combination  among  the  delinquents  to  resist 
the  authority  of  the  officers,  and  in  flagitious  cases  of  willful 
offences  punishment  shall  be  promptly  administered.  In 
other  cases  great  forbearance  and  caution  should  be  observed, 
but  some  punishment  should  follow  the  commission  of  every 
offence  of  a  serious  character. 

With  regard  to  minor  offences  and  indiscretions,  gentle 
admonition  and  reproof  should  be  adopted. 

In  all  cases,  care  should  be  taken  to  impress  the  delinquents 
with  the  conviction  that  the  object  in  administering  punish- 
ment is  to  subdue  their  vicious  passions,  and  to  promote  their 
welfare  individually,  and  to  secure  the  good  of  the  Institution, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  convince  them  beyond  a  doubt  that 
discipline  and  good  order  will  be  maintained  at  all  hazards. 

For  the  first  offence  tbe  punishment  should  be  as  light  as 
the  end  to  be  obtained  by  it  will  allow.  In  cases  of  repetition 
of  the  offence,  or  oft-repeated  transgression,  the  punishment 
should  be  increased  in  severity. 

Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  deprivation  of  amuse- 
ment and  recreation,  by  withholding  some  favorite  article  of 
food,  or  some  privilege  or  indulgence,  by  loss  of  rank  and 
standing  in  the  class,  by  imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  close 
or  solitary  confinement  for  a  limited  period,  and  when  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  good  order  and  enforce 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  by  corporeal  in- 
fliction by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction. 

These  by-laws,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered,  amend- 
ed, or  repealed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees.

The  whole  system  of  reformatories  is  yet  in  its  infancy. 
Their  object,  modes  of  management,  and  results  are  but  par- 
tially understood,  even  by  those  called  to  manage  their  affairs, 
while  in  the  community,  generally,  very  imperfect  ideas  are 
entertained  of  their  proper  place  among  the  institutions  of  the 
state. 

The  following  propositions,  however,  are  so  far  established, 
that  they  command  the  assent  of  those  who  have  made  this 
subject  a  study. 
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For  boys  who  have  no  home,  or  whose  parents  are  intem- 
perate or  vicious,  long  sentences  give  more  hope  of  perma- 
nent reformation  than  short  ones. 

Such  boys  should  be  placed  with  farmers,  and  mechanics, 
as  soon  as  there  is  reasonable  hope  that  they  will  appreciate  a 
good  home,  and  kind  treatment.  To  send  them  back  to  their 
old  homes  is  to  seal  their  ruin. 

Boys  who  have  a  good  home  should  not  be  detained  too  long 
in  a  reformatory,  but  as  soon  as  they  manifest  a  disposition  to 
do  well,  should  be  permitted  to  return  home  on  trial. 

No  boy,  not  vicious,  should  be  sent  to  a  Reform  School  for 
a  home.  To  be  an  orphan  is  surely  calamity  enough,  but  to 
commit  him  to  a  reformatory  institution,  to  get  him  out  of  the 
way,  or  to  save  some  town  the  care  and  expense  of  his  support 
is  neither  humane  nor  Christian. 

The  three  great  departments  of  every  true  reformatory  are 
thorough  drill  in  the  school  room,  healthful  employment  at 
farming  or  some  mechanical  business,  and  moral  and  religious 
instruction  founded  upon  the  Bible. 

If  either  of  these  departments  are  wholly  overlooked,  or 
feebly  maintained,  no  good  results  can  be  expected. 

The  officers  and  employees  should  be  Christian  men  and 
women,  governed  by  high  moral  principles,  whose  hearts  glow 
with  love  to  God  and  man ;  men  capable  of  inspiring  noble 
thoughts,  and  manly  feelings.  They  should  have  a  patient, 
determined  spirit,  that  can  control  the  wayward,  and  teach 
the  ignorant.  Men  who  have  wisdom  and  skill  to  infuse  into 
these  untaught  minds,  habits  of  obedience,  gentleness,  and 
love  of  purity  and  truth. 


There  is  a  great  work  outside  reformatory  schools  that 
should  awaken  earnest  thought  and  action  among  the  good 
and  loving  every  where. 

To  so  influence  parents  and  children  that  there  shall  be  no 
need  of  such  schools,  is  an  object  too  great  to  be  overlooked. 

Let  Christian  men  and  women  ask  themselves,  have  I  done 
all  that  I  ought  to  have  done  to  stay  the  tide  of  intemperance, 
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so  fruitful  of  crime  and  pauperism  ?  Have  I  by  counsel  and 
example  striven  to  rid  society  of  this  foe  to  God  and  man  ? 
Have  I  taken  these  neglected  ones  by  the  hand  and  whispered 
words  of  hope  and  cheer,  in  ears  all  unused  to  loving  tones 
and  kindly  influences  ? 

Have  you,  brother  teacher,  done  all  for  that  boy,  careless 
and  disobedient  as  he  is,  that  Christian  love  prompts  to  be 
done  ? 

Have  you  kindly  taken  him  alone,  prayed  with  and  for 
him  ?     Have  you  borne  with  him,  as  Christ  bears  with  you  ? 

Do- not,  I  pray  you,  cause  him  to  be  sent  to  a  Reform  school 
till  you  have  exhausted  every  other  means  to  save  him,  re- 
membering that  he  that  converteth  a  sinner  from  the  error  of 
his  ways,  shall  save  a  soul  from  death  and  hide  a  multitude 
of  sins. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  school  is  divided  into  four  grades  and  employs  six 
teachers. 

The  boys  are  in  school  two  hours  in  the  morning,  and  two 
and  a  half  in  the  evening.     Bed-time  eight  oclock. 

Great  pains  are  taken  to  correct  vicious  modes  of  speech  so 
common  among  the  uneducated,  to  awaken  thought  and  a  de- 
sire for  improvement.  Only  those  who  have  labored  in  this 
field  can  realize  the  amount  of  strength  of  purpose  and  pa- 
tience needed  to  make  these  boys  useful  and  respectable  men. 
Many  of  them,  notwithstanding  their  early  want  of  training, 
make  rapid  progress  in  their  studies,  and  some  of  our  classes 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  our  best  schools. 

Farm. 

The  usual  amount  of  labor  has  been  expended  upon  the 
farm,  with  gratifying  results.  The  farm  contains  195  acres 
and  is  constantly  increasing  in  value.  The  State  has  paid  for 
land  about  $20,000,  and  it  is  worth  at  least  four  times  that 
amount. 
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In  the  death  of  Dr.  Hatch  for  so  many  years  our  beloved 
Superintendent,  the  Officers  and  Employees  have  lost  a  true 
friend  and  Brother.  The  boys  a  faithful  counselor  and  father. 
The  institution  a  noble-hearted  superintendent  and  a  lover  of 
humanity.  The  Community  a  good  citizen  and  a  patriot. 
The  world  a  true  man  and  a  philanthropist.  The  Church  a 
valued  officer  and  a  consistent  Christian.  The  Temperance 
cause  a  fearless  advocate,  and  a  noble  example. 

To  his  bereaved  family,  we  tender  our  heartfelt  sympathies, 
and  weep  with  them  in  their  great  affliction. 


Conclusion. 

To  you,  gentlemen,  Board  of  Trustees,  the  State  owes  a 
debt  of  gratitude  for  your  care  and  faithfulness  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  this  institution. 

Permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  thank  you  for  the  courtesy  and 
forbearance  you  have  shown  me  in  my  new  position  as  acting 
Superintendent. 

To  you,  and  to  my  co-laborers  who  have  so  nobly  and 
cheerfully  performed,  not  only  their  own  duties,  but  a  large 
amount  of  extra  work,  I  owe  wmatever  success  has  attended 
my  efforts  to  carry  on  the  institution  for  the  last  two  months. 

May  a  spirit  of  wisdom  guide  you  in  selecting  a  man  to  fill 
Dr.  Hatch's  place,  and  worthy  of  being  at  the  head  of  this 
great  public  charity.

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LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

The  following  laws  relating  to  commitments  to  the  State 
Reform  School  are  now  in  force  : 

When  any  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  con- 
victed of  any  offence  known  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
punishable  by  imprisonment  other  than  such  as  may  be  pun- 
ishable by  imprisonment  for  life,  the  Court  or  Justice,  as  the 
case  may  be,  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be  had,  may, 
at  their  discretion,  sentence  such  boys  to  the  State  Reform 
School,  or  to  such  punishment  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for 
the  same  offence. 

And  if  the  sentence  shall  be  to  the  Reform  School,  then  it 
shall  be  in  the  alternative  to  the  State  Reform  School,  or  to 
such  punishment  as  would  have  been  awarded  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed.  Sec.  4th  of  "  An  Act  to  establish  the  State 
Reform  School,"  passed  1855. 

All  commitments  to  the  Reform  School  of  boys,  of  whatever 
age  when  committed,  shall  be  for  a  term  not  longer  than 
during  their  minority,  nor  less  than  ninety  days,  [the  ninety 
days  limitation  has  been  altered  by  subsequent  statute,]  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  whenever  any  boy  shall  be  discharged  therefrom, 
by  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  commitment,  or  as  reformed, 
or  as  having  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  such  dis- 
charge shall  be  a  full  and  complete  release  from  all  penalties 
and  disabilities  which  may  have  been  created  by  such  sentence. 

Sec.  7  of  above  Act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  any  juvenile  delin- 
quent may  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  State  Reform  School, 
may  sentence  such  delinquent  during  his  minority,  provided 
that  no  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  sentence  any  delinquent  as 
aforesaid  to  said  school,  for  a  longer  period  than  ninety  days, 
[ninety  days  clause  altered  by  subsequent  statute,]  unless 
upon  the  recommendation,  at  the  time  of  such  sentence,  of  a 
majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  such  convic- 
tion is  had. 
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Sec.  1  of  Act  of  1854. 

No  person  shall  hereafter  be  sentenced  or  committed  to  the 
State  Reform  School  for  any  of  the  offences  specified  in  the 
24th  and  25th  sections  of  the  "  Act  concerning-  Domestic  Re- 
lations," or  the  23d  section  of  the  Act  concerning  Prisons. 

Sec.  1  of  Act  of  1855. 

No  person  under  the  age  of  ten  years  shall  hereafter  be  com- 
mitted to  the  State  Reform  School,  nor  shall  any  person  be  so 
committed  for  a  less  period  than  nine  months. 

Sec.  3  of  the  Act  of  1857. 

Any  parent  may  indenture  his  boy,  or  any  guardian  may 
indenture  his  male  ward,  to  the  State  Reform  School,  for  such 
length  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian and  the  Trustees  of  said  State  Reform  School,  on  condi- 
tion that  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  pay  the  expenses  of 
his  boy  or  ward,  so  indentured  as  aforesaid,  while  at  said 
State  Reform  School. 

Act  of  1859,  Sec.  1. 

An  Act  to  arrest  and  punish  Truants  from  School?  Act  of 
1869. 

Section  1. 

That  in  any  city  of  this  State,  the  police,  and  in  any  borough 
or  town,  the  bailiff  or  constable  thereof,  are  empowered  to 
arrest  any  and  all  minors  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  six- 
teen years,  habitually  wandering  or  loitering  about  the  streets 
or  public  places  of  the  same,  or  anywhere  beyond  the  proper 
control  of  parents  or  guardians,  during  the  school  term,  and 
during  the  hours  when  school  is  in  session. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  any  arrest  shall  be  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  statute,  such  minor,  if  not  immediately  returned 
to  school,  shall  be  taken  before  the  judge  of  the  criminal  or 
police  court  of  the  city  or  borough,  sitting  in  chambers,  or 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any  borough  or  town,  where 
such  arrest  is  made, — and  if  it  shall  appear  that  such  minor 
has  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  or  is  not  attending 
school,  or  is  growing  up  in  habits  of  idleness,  vice  and  immor- 
ality, or  is  an  habitual  truant,  such  minor  may  be  committed 
to  any  institution  of  correction  or  house  of  reformation  in  said 
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city,  or  to  the  State  Reform  School,  for  a  term  of  not  more 
than  three  years,  or  may  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  thirty 
dollars,  for  a  repeated  offence,  after  due  admonition  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  which  fine  shall  be  in  all  cases  to.  be 
worked  out,  if  not  paid,  according  to  the  "  Act  concerning 
Crimes  and  "Punishments,"  title  XII,  Chapter  IY,  Connecticut 
statutes,  revision  of  1866. 
Approved,  July  9,  1869. 


FORM  OF  INDENTURE  ADOPTED  BY  THE  TRUSTEES.

I  hereby  request  that  the  boy  named 

received  as  indentured  according  to  law,  to  the  State  Re- 
form School,  at  West  Meriden,  and  I  hereby  bind  myself  and 
agree 'to  the  following  conditions,  viz: 

The  pr^ce  of  board,  education,  training,  and  clothing  for 
said  boy  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Three  Dollars  per  week,  paya- 
ble quarter-yearly  in  advance,  and  the  said 

is  bound  to  remain  in  said  Institution  for  the  term 
of  months,  entitled  to  the  same  supervision, 

medical  treatment,  support  and  education,  and  subject  to  the 
same  regulations,  employment,  and  restraint,  as  all  other  in- 
mates of  said  School.

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THE  CONNECTICUT  STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


Post-office  address,  West  Meriden,  Conn.  Is  located  in  the 
city  of  Meriden,  one-half  mile  north  from  the  Meriden  Depot. 
Meriden  is  on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  half 
way  between  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  and  eighteen  miles 
from  either  place. 

The  Reform  School  building  is  300  feet  long.  It  consists 
of  a  centre  four  stories  high,  and  two  wings,  three  stories 
above  the  basement. 

A  rear  wing  eighty  feet  long  and  three  stories  high  is  used 
for  work-shops.  The  chapel  is  in  the  fourth  story  of  the  centre 
building. 

The  farm  contains  195  acres.  It  produces  sixty  tons  of  hay, 
and  winters  thirty  head  of  cattle  and  four  horses. 

The  whole  cost  of  farm  and  building  has  been  about 
$115,000. 

The  first  boys  were  received  March  1st,  1854. 

The  whole  number  to  date  2,146. 

Boys  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  sixteen  may  be  sent  for 
crime  by  the  several  courts  of  the  State,  for  not  less  than  nine 
months  and  during  minority. 

Boarders  are  received  by  indenture  from  parent  or  guardian 
for  a  period  of  six  months,  not  less,  but  longer,  and  advance 
pay  for  three  months  is  required  at  three  dollars  per  week. 

The  inmates  are  required  to  labor  at  some  domestic,  farm- 
ing, and  mechanical  employment  six  and  one-half  hours  per 
day,  and  attend  school  four  and  one-half  hours. 

Much  attention  is  paid  to  the  moral  training  of  the  boys. 
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DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
May  Session,  A.  D.  1874. 

The  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  March  31st, 
1874. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Warden's  report,  that  the  income  of 
the  Prison  has  been  twenty-four  thousand  six  hundred  forty- 
eight  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  ($24,648.25,)  and  the  ex- 
penses twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  thirty-three  dollars 
and  ninety-five  cents,  ($22,533.95,)  leaving  a  net  gain  of  two 
thousand  one  hundred  fourteen  dollars  and  thirty  cents 
($2,114.30). 

This  result  is  especially  gratifying,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  deduction  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent,  had  to  be  made  on 
the  price  of  Prison  labor,  from  the  first  of  December,  1873,  on 
account  of  the  financial  panic,  and  the  consequent  general 
prostration  of  nearly  all  kinds  of  business,  during  the  fall  and 
early  part  of  winter. 

The  unexpended  balance  from  the  appropriation  of  1872 
has  been  expended  by  the  Warden  the  past  year  in  making 
needed  repairs  in  and  about  the  buildings.  Twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($2,500,)  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

For  the  details  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Prison,  we 
would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Warden ;  for 
its  moral  and  religious,  and  sanitary  condition  to  the  excellent 
reports  of  the  Chaplain  and  Physician. 
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The  Warden,  Oapt.  A.  J.  Botelle,  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion to  take  effect  the  middle  of  April.  This  causes  great 
regret  to  all  connected  with  the  Prison.  The  Warden  has 
gained  warm  esteem  from  the  officers,  by  his  courtesy  and 
uniform  kindness ;  yet  it  is  upon  the  prisoners  the  loss  falls 
heaviest ;  while  firmness  has  characterized  his  treatment  of 
them,  no  harshness  or  uncalled  for  severity  has  mingled 
with  it ;  he  has  proved  himself  their  steadfast  friend  ;  they 
recognize  the  fact,  and  look  forward  to  his  leaving  with  un- 
feigned regret. 

The  condition  of  Prison  affairs  during  the  past  year,  under 
his  administration,  have  been  highly  satisfactory.  System 
and  good  order  have  been  visible  in  every  thing.  The  con- 
victs have  been  provided  generously  with  clothing  and  pro- 
visions, yet  no  unnecessary  outlays  have  been  made,  and  no 
incompetent  hands  have  been  employed.  The  undersigned 
have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  Prison,  and  have  regularly 
audited  the  accounts ;  the  books  are  kept  with  perfect  care- 
fulness and  exactness ;  the  expenditures  are  vouched  for  in 
full ;  the  cash  system  is  observed  in  all  expenditures,  and  a 
goodly  saving  is  the  result ;  cleanliness  and  neatness  are 
noticeable  in  and  about  the  whole  Prison. 

In  order  that  a  comfortable  condition  of  the  Prison  be  pre- 
served, it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be  covered  with  an  entire 
new  roof.  This  would  involve  an  expenditure  of  about  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000,)  and  we  would  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  that  amount  be  made  for  that  purpose.  In 
this  connection  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  honorable 
body,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety, 
almost  necessity,  of  a  new  Prison,  modeled  after  the  more 
modern  and  approved  plans.  Of  these,  the  "  Crofton,"  or 
graded  Prison  seems  to  meet  with  growing  favor ;  here  the 
prisoners  are  classified  into  grades,  and  kept  in  separate 
establishments.  The  first,  consisting  of  hardened  criminals, 
who  are  made  to  feel  the  strictest  rigor,  the  keenest  discipline 
of  Prison  life.  Second,  those  whose  crimes  are  less  in  num- 
ber, less  startling  for  bold  wickedness,  and  where  all  hopes  of 
a  possible  reformation  has  not  died  out.     The  third  and  last 


grade  is  composed  of  those  taken  in  the  very  commencement 
of  a  life  of  crime.  The  merits  of  such  a  separation  of  pris- 
oners is  plainly  to  be  seen.  Those  whose  good  instincts  are 
not  wholly  lost,  are  kept  from  the  depraved  influences  of 
others  older  in  crime,  and  there  are  many  chances  for  them 
of  a  future  of  better  things. 

There  is  a  fund  in  our'  State  known  as  the  "  Watkinson 
fund,"  from  which  an  annual  income  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300,)  is  derived  for  the  aid  of  discharged  prisoners.  Each 
convict  as  he  leaves  our  Prison,  receives  ten  dollars  ($10)  in 
cash,  and  a  working  man's  suit  of  clothes,  but  this  is  by  no 
means  all  the  prisoner  needs,  and  we  would  suggest  that  your 
honorable  body  make  some  provision  whereby  newly  dis- 
charged prisoners  be  provided  with  temporary  homes,  and 
receive  encouragement  until  some  permanent  employment 
opens  to  them ;  in  this  way  they  will  be  kept  from  many 
strong  temptations  they  meet,  while  wandering  about  idle  in 
cities  and  villages ;  they  will  be  strengthened  to  hold  fast  to 
the  goo.d  resolutions  they  make  upon  getting  outside  of  Prison 
walls.     Some  help  of  this  kind  is  felt  as  a  need. 

We  would  also  refer  to  the  families  of  the  prisoners,  and 
would  call  attention  to  the  dire  suffering  many  of  them  endure, 
while  their  providers  are  in  confinement.  Would  it  not  be  a 
pleasant  charity,  for  the  State  to  distribute  to  some  of  the 
most  needy  and  deserving  of  these,  a  part  of  the  money  earned 
by  the  prisoners,  that  is  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  over 
and  above  the  Prison  expenses.

CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  Connecticut  State  Prison: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  duty  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  for  your  approval  my  annual  report. 

The  various  means  authorized  by  the  state  to  be  employed 
for  the  mental  and  moral  improvement  of  our  prisoners,  have 
been  faithfully  applied  during  the  past  year,  and  I  trust  with 
some  success. 

When  a  prisoner  is  admitted  I  am  accustomed  to  visit  him, 
and  ascertain  whether  he  can  read  or  write.  If  he  can  not  I 
furnish  him  with  books  and  slate,  telling  him  if  he  will  try 
and  learn,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  assist  him. 

The  process  of  teaching  is  slow,  as  I  am  obliged  to  stand 
and  instruct  him  through  the  grating  of  his  cell  door;  but 
even  under  such  disadvantages  I  am  glad  to  know  that  my 
efforts  are  appreciated,  and  several  have  obtained  the  rudi- 
ments of  an  education  that  will  be  a  blessing  to  them  in  years 
to  come.  During  the  year  twenty-six  have  been  under  instruc- 
tion in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  daily  religious  services  in  the  hall  and  female  depart- 
ment, as  also  chapel  service  on  the  Sabbath,  have  been  attend- 
ed to.  In  the  Sunday  School  I  am  assisted  by  the  warden 
and  his  deputy  as  teachers.  In  our  singing  I  gratefully  ac- 
knowledge the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Botelle  and  Miss  Lizzie 
Wooding  at  the  Melodeon,  and  Deputy  D.  M.  Martin  as 
chorister. 

I  believe  that  salvation  and  reformation  are  among  the  pos- 
sibilities of  a  penitent  prisoner.     However  deep  in  the  depths 
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of  crime  he  may  have  plunged,  like  the  prodigal  it  is  possible 
for  him  to  "  come  to  himself,"  and  with  a  sincere  and  humble 
heart  say,  "I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father."  If  he  is  met 
at  this  point  with  kind  words  of  sympathy,  and  earnest,  per- 
sistent, Christian  effort,  he  may  be  restored  to  God  and  soci- 
ety, for  usefulness  and  for  heaven.  I  find  it  necessary  always 
to  exercise  caution  in  giving  credence  to  their  professions,  as 
frequently  they  are  prompted  by  other  motives  than  honesty ; 
and  yet,  that  there  are  those  whose  professions  are  genuine, 
I  have  the  most  satisfactory  evidence  in  the  lives  of  some  who 
have  been  released,  and  others  who  are  still  with  us. 

In  this  connection  I  will  refer  to  the  case  of  the  young  man 
who  recently  died  here  by  his  own  hand.  Soon  after  his  sec- 
ond commitment  he  seemed  to  manifest  a  growing  seriousness, 
which  was  developed  in  an  earnest  penitence  through  the 
agency  of  a  letter,  bringing  to  him  the  kind  and  earnest  words 
of  a  mother's  counsels  and  prayers.  His  conviction  for  sin 
became  deep  and  pungent.  He  said  to  me,  "  I  believe  if  Jesus 
heard  the  prayer  of  the  thief  on  the  cross,  he  will  hear  mine." 
The  evidences  of  his  conversion  were  clear  and  most  satisfac- 
tory, and  for  nearly  a  week  he  lived  in  this  happy  state  of 
mind.  At  one  time  he  told  me  that  he  was  "  so  happy  he 
could  neither  eat  nor  sleep."  I  counseled  him  to  eat  his 
rations,  and  try  and  get  rest,  but  his  transition  from  the  dark- 
ness of  sin  to  the  light  of  salvation  was  so  sudden  and  mar- 
velous, that  his  brain  became  overpowered,  and  under  mental 
aberration  he  did  what  no  sane  man  could  have  done. 

The  present  number  of  convicts  is  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
one.  Thirty-two  could  neither  read  nor  write  when  commit- 
ted. One  hundred  and  fifty-three  say  that  intemperance  was 
the  cause  of  bringing  them  to  prison.  I  change  the  library 
books  every  week,  and  endeavor  to  keep  them  well  supplied 
with  useful  reading. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  H.  N.  Pond,  of  New  York,  for 
six  thousand  pages  of  tracts  from  the  American  Tract  Society ; 
also  to  Miss  Mary  Seymour,  of  Hartford,  for  one  hundred  vol- 
umes of  "Pure  Gold,"  to  be  used  in  our  chapel  services. 

We  also  return  thanks  to  Judge  Barbour  and  Captain  Wil- 
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liams,  of  Hartford,  who  have  rendered  efficient  aid  in  our 
temperance  meetings,  one  on  the  day  of  our  annual  fast,  and 
the  other  on  thanksgiving  day. 

I  feel  especially  grateful  to  the  esteemed  warden,  who  has 
been  ever  ready  to  second  my  efforts  for  the  good  of  the  men, 
and  with  whom  and  his  subordinate  officers  I  have  lived  in 
cordial  regard.

P»HYSICIA.N5S    REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  Connecticut  State  Prison: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1874, 
there  were  two  deaths  from  suicide.  One  of  these,  June  14th, 
was  wholly  unaccountable.  The  young  man,  twenty-three 
years  of  age,  had  been  uniformly  well,  and  his  conduct  was, 
I  understand,  unexceptionable.  He  had  complained  of  a  lame 
wrist,  and  was  advised  to  stay  in  his  cell.  He  was  found  dead, 
having  hung  himself  to  the  cell  door. 

The  other  was  a  case  of  acute  mania  of  only  a  few  days 
standing.  On  the  2d  day  of  March  he  became  so  boisterous 
that  it  was  necessary  to  confine  him  in  a  cell  in  the  new  prison. 
The  next  day,  although  he  promised  to  be  quiet  in  the  hos- 
pital, he  became  unmanageable  again,  and  in  the  evening  it 
was  necessary  to  again  remove  him  to  the  new  prison. 
He  was  found  dead  in" the  morning,  having  hung  himself  to 
the  grated  door  of  his  cell. 

There  were  also  two  deaths  from  disease.  One  of  these 
occurred  August  29th.  The  patient  was  a  negro  twenty-eight 
years  of  age.  He  had  suffered  many  months  from  the  disease. 
It  culminated  at  last  in  an  abscess  of  the  liver.  Open- 
ing externally  it  discharged  profusely  a  few  days  before  his 
death. 

The  second  death  occurred  November  3d.  The  patient  was 
a  young  man  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  had  been  a  very 
steady  worker  in  the  shop.  On  the  12th  of  August  he  com- 
plained of  illness.  There  were  some  suspicious  sounds  in  his 
lungs,  and  he  was  at  once  taken  to  the  hospital.  His  symp- 
toms were  soon  better,  he  improved  rapidly,  and  appeared 
well,  but  not  quite  recovering  his  muscular  strength  was  kept 


in  the  hospital.  October  27th  he  manifested  some  singular 
symptoms  of  a  nervous  character.  For  some  days  he  had  a 
peculiarity  in  not  readily  answering  questions,  and  on  the  29th 
his  symptoms  were  plainly  those  of  spinal-meningeal  fever. 
As  usual  the  course  of  the  disease  was  rapid. 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  of  more  than  usual  severity  occurred 
in  September;  also  one  of  pneumonia  in  February,  in  which 
the  symptoms  were  for  a  time  of  serious  import.  There  is 
also  in  the  hospital  at  the  present  time  a  case  of  disease  of 
the  liver  of  rather  grave  character.  The  present  is  an  exac- 
erbation of  a  disease  of  years  standing.  Last  summer  I 
voluntarily  brought  his  case  before  the  state  prison  committee, 
as  one  whose  health  strongly  demanded  their  consideration. 
There  is  also  just  now  in  the  hospital  a  somewhat  aggravated 
case  of  scrofula.  The  patient  is  a  mulatto,,  and  has  been  un- 
der treatment  much  of  the  time  for  several  years. 

The  case  of  Bright's  disease  of  the  kidneys,  alluded  to  in 
my  last  report,  is  in  better  condition  now  than  at  that  time. 
There  are  also  in  the  hospital  two  cases  of  pulmonary  disease. 
One  is  of  long  standing,  but  the  subject  is  able  to  perform  con- 
siderable light  work.  The  other  will  probably  recover,  and 
neither  are  tuberculous  in  their  nature. 

Tuberculous  or  pulmonary  consumption,  which  twenty  years 
ago  was  the  scourge  of  the  prison,  happily  has  become  com- 
paratively a  rare  disease.  There  was  but  one  decided  case 
under  treatment  during  the  year.  This  began  in  the  summer 
with  somewhat  threatening  symptoms,  but  the  patient  made 
very  considerable  progress  towards  recovery,  and  a  few  days 
since  was  discharged  in  a  very  comfortable  condition  of  health. 
These  few  constitute  all  the  cases  of  serious  sickness  that  have 
occurred  during  the  year. 

Insanity  was  of  less  frequent  occurrence  last  year  than  the 
year  previous.  But  two  cases  were  sent  to  the  state  hospital 
for  treatment. 

I  can  not  doubt  but  the  very  marked  improvement  that  has 
for  years  been  taking  place  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
prison  is  highly  satisfatory  to  yourselves,  and  very  gratifying 
to  all  who  have  its  management  in  charge.     In  no  year  has 
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this  improvement  been  more  apparent  than  in  the  last,  and 
never  were  there  so  few  instances  of  severe  sickness.  The 
almost  entire  freedom  from  epidemics  is  worthy  of  notice,  as 
is  also  the  marked  diminution  of  the  number  of  those  slighter 
ailments  that  are  more  or  less  incident  to  the  different  seasons. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  a  community  from  disease  is  usu- 
ally a  fair  indication  of  its  sanitary  condition.  In  the  report 
of  1852  it  was  stated  "that  for  the  last  fourteen  (14)  years 
preceding,  the  average  mortality  for  each  year  was  6£.  From 
consumption  alone  4."  In  the  report  of  1871  it  is  again 
stated  that  "  for  the  fourteen  (14)  years  ending  March 
31st,  1871,  the  average  for  each  year  is  not  quite  5.  Prom 
consumption  alone  2f.  If  only  the  last  seven  (7)  years 
are  taken,  the  average  from  all  causes  is  4f .  Prom  consump- 
tion alone  If."  Since  that  date  (1871)  you  will  perceive  the 
mortality  is  still  less.  This  result  is  not  simply  a  lucky  coin- 
cidence; several  causes  have  contributed  to  bringing  about 
the  change.  There  has  been  an  important  improvement  in 
the  diet,  both  as  regards  the  kind  of  food  served,  and  the 
greater  variety.  The  work-shops  are  better  than  the  old  ones, 
being  larger,  lighter,  and  better  ventilated ;  and  the  various 
occupations  of  the  men  may  be  in  general  regarded  as  healthy. 
This  has  not  .been  true  always.  The  employment  of  men  in 
the  kitchen  I  believe  to  be  of  singular  benefit.  I  refer  now 
not  so  much  to  the  better  cooking  of  food,  (this  is,  of  course, 
a  benefit  to  all  the  prisoners,)  as  to  the  excellent  employment 
it  affords  a  considerable  number  of  men  with  impaired  health, 
to  whom  an  entirely  inactive  life  at  the  shops  would  alike  be 
injurious.  An  entire  freedom  from  disease  in  such  an  institu- 
tion can  not  be  expected,  or  even  hoped  for.  Many  are  sent 
to  prison  with  constitutions  broken  down  by  vice,  disease,  and 
hardships,  and  prolonged  confinement  often  tells  upon  the 
strongest.  Long  ago  it  was  found  that  service  in  the  prison 
hall  afforded  a  remedy  of  no  small  value  in  such  cases,  and 
I  apprehend  the  opportunity  given  in  the  hall  and  kitchen  for 
a  little  conversation  has  much  to  do  with  its  hygienic  influence.

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REPORT   OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  to  the  Patrons  and  Friends  of  the  Connecticut 
Industrial  School  for  Girls,  the  Board  of  Directors  re- 
spectfully present  their 

FOURTH  REPORT. 

For  particulars  respecting  the  condition  of  the  School,  they 
refer  to  the  accompanying  tables.  These  show  that  the  whole 
number  of  girls  connected  with  the  School  from  its  opening 
to  April  1st,  1874,  is  159,  of  whom  44  were  received  the  last 
year,  and  76  remain  ;  that  83  have  been  dismissed  from  the 
beginning,  and  43  during  the  past  year.  The  average  of  ad- 
missions in  four  years  has  been  3£,  and  of  the  past  year  3^. 
The  whole  number  of  towns  represented  has  been  43,  from 
all  parts  of  the  state,  showing  that  the  rural  districts  have  as 
real  an  interest  in  the  support  of  the  School  as  the  large 
towns  and  cities. 

The  Directors  regard  the  history  and  present  condition  of  the 
School  as  very  satisfactory,  notwithstanding  the  disturbing  in- 
fluences growing  out  of  a  change  in  the  superintendency,  and 
of  most  of  the  subordinate  officers.  All  of  these  influences  are 
now  removed.  The  School  has  a  full  and  efficient  corps  of  offi- 
cers. It  has  a  very  valuable  farm,  well  supplied  with  stock  and 
implements,  and  under  excellent  culture.  It  has  two  large 
and  well  arranged  Homes,  capable  of  providing  for  80  inmates 
and  their  teachers.  It  has  a  school,  and  farm,  and  Superin- 
tendent's house.  The  sum  appropriated  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture will  furnish  a  suitable  box  factory,  as  soon  as  it  can  be 
conveniently  erected.  This  important  department  of  the 
School  will  thus  be  made  hereafter  still  more  useful  and  re- 
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munerative  than  it  has  been.  Attention  is  particularly  invited 
to  the  fact  that  its  balance  sheet  shows  a  net  profit  during 
the  year  of  more  than  $1,400,  and  this,  notwithstanding  its 
entire  suspension  for  several  weeks,  and  a  greatly  lessened 
demand  for  its  products  during  most  of  the  year,  consequent 
upon  the  depressed  condition  of  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  country.  We  regard  this  department  as  an  important 
accessory  to  the  discipline  and  usefulness  of  the  School.  It 
will  not  only  aid  greatly  in  the  support  of  the  girls,  but  will 
afford  to  them  a  respectable  means  of  livelihood  in  addition 
to  their  knowledge  of  domestic  duties.  The  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  School  have  for  the  past  few  months  been  kept 
within  its  income.  The  educational  department  has  been 
thoroughly  reorganized  during  the  year,  and  now  affords  ex- 
cellent instruction  in  the  elementary  branches  usually  taught 
in  the  best  common  schools. 

The  design  of  this  School  is  to  meet  the  particular  condi- 
tion and  wants  of  the  peculiar  and  interesting,  but  very  needy 
class  of  girls  for  whom  it  was  created.  They  are  for  the  most 
part  not  only  poor  and  friendless,  but  are  often  out-cast, 
and  far  away  from  elevating  and  restraining  influences.  They 
are  very  ignorant.  They  have  been  unrestrained.  Not  unfre- 
quently  have  their  life-long  surrounding  associations  been  of 
the  most  vicious  and  debasing  character.  What  else  could  be 
reasonably  expected  than  that  they  should  be  impatient  of  re- 
straint, stubborn,  vagrant,  and  viciously  inclined  ?  The  only 
hope  of  rescuing  them  from  a  life  of  crime  must  be  in  entirely 
removing  them  from  all  those  associations  to  which  they 
have  been  accustomed,  and  giving  them  the  nearest  pos- 
sible approach  to  a  well  regulated  Christian  Home  and 
School.  This  is  done  when  they  are  placed  under  the 
custody  and  guardianship  of  this  School.  Here  they  are 
constantly  subjected  to  a  discipline  of  mingled  firmness 
and  gentleness,  to  a  uniform  daily  routine  of  domestic  and 
other  industry,  and  of  school  instruction,  designed  to  fit 
them  to  be  industrious,  useful,  and  respectable  women. 
For  so  long  a  period   as   their   cases   require,  they  are  here 


brought  under  the  best  attainable  educational,  social,  and  re- 
ligious influences.  Is  it  possible  that  these  shall  not  in  many 
cases,  secure  desirable  results  ? 

That  such  results  are  actually  attained  in  a  large  majority 
of  the  girls,  is  demonstrated  not  only  by  the  uniform  reports 
of  kindred  reformatory  and  industrial  institutions,  but  by 
this  School's  experience  during  the  four  years  of  its  existence. 
There  is  generally  witnessed  a  speedy  and  most  desirable 
change  in  the  look,  manner,  and  deportment  of  the  girls.  In 
not  a  few  cases  is  there  good  reason  for  believing  that  the 
foundations  of  a  good  character,  and  of  a  virtuous  and  useful 
life,  are  laid.  From  those  who  have  been  placed  in  private 
families  the  report  is,  for  the  most  part,  favorable.  Some  are 
already  in  positions  of  respectability  and  usefulness.  We 
believe  that  many  a  friendless  and  homeless  girl,  who  was 
once  apparently  destined  to  a  life  of  crime  and  sorrow,  will 
through  this  School  become  a  virtuous  and  useful  woman,  and 
a  blessing  to  her  own  happy  home  and  to  the  community  in 
which  she  lives. 

With  unfeigned  sorrow  does  this  Board,  in  common  with 
the  friends  of  virtue  and  humanity  throughout  our  state,  de- 
plore the  removal  by  death  during  the  past  year  of  our  late 
associate,  Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  the  former  Superintendent  of  the 
Boys'  Reform  School  at  West  Meriden.  His  official  position 
long  since  brought  to  his  notice  the  pitiable  condition  of  the 
large  class  of  girls  in  this  state  for  whom  this  School  is  de- 
signed. His  generous  sympathetic  nature  prompted  him  at 
once  to  welcome  and  warmly  cooperate  with  an  effort  to  es- 
tablish it.  His  experience  and  great  sagacity  enabled  him  to 
offer  valuable  suggestions  to  those  who  had  the  enterprise  in 
charge.  He  was  selected  as  one  of  the  original  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  has  ever  been  one  of  its  most  valued  and  influ- 
ential members.  With  good  reason  therefore,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  his  death,  did  the  Directors  place  the  following 
testimonial  of  him  on  their  records  : — 

It  having  pleased  God  to  remove  by  death  our  beloved  associate  and  friend, 
Dr.  E.  W.  Hatch,  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
desire  hereby  to  place  upon  record  the  following  memorial  of  his  ability,  charac- 
ter, and  services : 


We  recognize  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Hatch  the  loss  of  one  of  the  earliest  friends 
of  this  institution,  of  one  to  whose  wisdom,  experience,  and  many  cheerfully 
rendered  services  as  a  Director  it  is  largely  indebted  for  its  establishment  and 
success. 

We  desire  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  his  noble  and  generous  qualities, 
of  his  earnest  and  life-long  efforts  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  his  fellow  men, 
and  especially  in  rescuing  viciously  inclined  youth  from  ruin.  We  deplore  his 
death  as  a  great  loss,  alike  to  our  state  and  the  nation. 

To  his  bereaved  family  we  tender  our  sympathy  and  our  earnest  desires  for 
their  highest  welfare,  and  we  instruct  our  Secretary  to  transmit  to  them  a  copy 
of  this  vote. 

In  closing  we  again  commend  the  Industrial  School  to  the 
confidence  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  the  generous  sympathy 
of  the  friends  who  have  already  aided  it.  We  trust  that  it 
will  not  be  forgotten  by  them  in  their  future  benefactions,  and 
in  the  disposal  of  their  property  in  the  form  of  legacies.  In 
what  way  can  a  greater  good  be  accomplished  than  by  rescuing 
a  child  from  an  impending  life  of  ignorance  and  vice  ?  and  in 
what  way  can  this  be  done  more  surely  and  economically  than 
by  aiding  this  School  in  reaching  out  a  sheltering  arm  over 
the  hundreds  of  neglected  girls  in  the  state,  who,  but  for  its 
care,  are  prospectively  to  suffer  the  most  terrible  future  which 
can  befall  a  woman  ? 

We  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  patrons  and 
friends  of  the  School  to  the  appeal  to  them  in  the  Appen- 
dix B.

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THE  ONLY  DEATH. 

A  little  colored  girl,  Lavinia  Irons,  aged  12  years,  died  at  the 
Street  Home,  April  10th,  1873.  This  is  the  first  and  only  death  which 
has  occurred  in  the  School  or  among  its  inmates  within  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  officers.  Her  disease  was  Scrofula,  affecting  the  brain. 
A  short  funeral  service  was  attended  in  the  School.  She  was  a  quiet 
child,  well-behaved,  and  extremely  fond  of  her  home  in  the  School, 
returning  to  it  by  choice  when  permitted  to  go  to  her  relatives.

A. 

Statement  respecting  the  Connecticut  Industrial 
School  for  Girls. 

LOCATION. 

Its  location  is  at  Middle  town,  on  the  line  of  the  Conn.  River 
Valley,  and  the  Air  Line,  and  the  Middletown  branch  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  railroad.  Communications  relating 
to  it  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  School. 

PROPER   SUBJECTS. 

The  proper  subjects  are  not  merely  paupers,  nor  orphans,  nor 
confirmed  thieves,  nor  prostitutes,  nor  other  criminals,  but 
viciously  inclined  girls  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years. 

The  class  includes 

1.  The  stubborn  and  unruly,  who  refuse  to  obey  those  who 
have  the  proper  charge  of  them. 

2.  Truants,  vagrants,  and  beggars. 

3.  Those  found  in  circumstances  of  manifest  danger  of 
falling  into  habits  of  vice  and  immorality. 

4.  Those  who  have  committed  any  offence  punishable  by 
fine  or  imprisonment  or  both,  other  than  imprisonment  for 
life. 

(See  the  Public  Acts  and  Forms  of  Commitment  appended.) 
The  official  Report  to  the  General  Assembly,  made  in  1867, 
shows  that  there  are  from  300  to  500  in  the  State. 

PECULIAR    FEATURES. 

1.  It  is  not  a  State  Institution,  but  a  'private  charity,  incor- 
porated and  employed  by  the  State  for  the  custody,  guardian- 
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ship,  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  aforenamed  girls.  The 
State  as  the  common  parent  and  guardian  of  the  community, 
treats  them  as  minors  and  wards. 

The  School  was  founded  by  private  charity  and  is  under 
the  control  of  a  self-perpetuating  Board  of  Directors,  orig- 
inally chosen  by  the  donors  to  its  funds,  together  with  three 
ex  officio  State  Officers. 

For  each  girl  committed  to  it  by  legal  process,  the  State 
pays  three  dollars  a  week,  being  the  same  amount  which  it 
pays  for  prisoners  in  the  County  Jails. 

2.  Its  design  is  not  that  of  a  prison,  to  which  criminals 
are  consigned  for  punishment,  but  that  of  a  temporary  place 
of  custody  and  instruction.  Its  object  is  prevention  and  re- 
formation. 

(See  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Enquiry  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  1867,  and  the  Second  Report  of  the  School.) 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  gave  the  following 
decisions  at  the  December  term,  1838,  as  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  court  in  full,  consisting  of  Chief  Justice  Gib- 
son and  four  assistant  judges  : — 

"Per  Curiam.  The  House  of  Refuge  is  not  a  prison,  but  a  school, 
where  reformation  and  not  punishment  is  the  end.  It  may,  indeed, 
be  used  as  a  prison  for  juvenile  convicts,  who  would  else  be  com- 
mitted to  a  common  jail ;  and  in  respect  to  these,  the  constitutionality 
of  the  act  which  incorporated  it,  stands  clear  of  controversy.  It  is 
only  in  respect  of  the  application  of  its  discipline  to  subjects  admitted 
on  the  order  of  a  court,  a  magistrate,  or  the  managers  of  the  Alms- 
house, that  a  doubt  is  entertained.  The  object  of  the  charity  is 
reformation  by  training  its  inmates  to  industry,  imbuing  their  minds 
with  principles  of  morality  and  religion,  by  furnishing  them  with  the 
means  to  earn  a  living,  and  above  all,  by  separating  them  from  the 
corrupting  influence  of  improper  associates.  To  this  end  may  not  the 
natural  parents,  when  unequal  to  the  task  of  education,  or  unworthy  of 
it,  be  superseded  by  the  parens  patrice,  or  common  guardian  of  the 
community  ? 

"It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  public  has  a  paramount  interest 
in  the  virtue  and  knowledge  of  its  members,  and  that  of  strict  right 
the  business  of  education  belongs  to  it.  That  parents  are  ordinarily 
entrusted  with  it  is  because  it  can  seldom  be  put  into  better  hands ; 
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but  when  they  are  incompetent  or  corrupt,  what  is  there  to  prevent 
the  public  from  withdrawing  the  facilities  held,  an  they  obviously  are 
at  its  suffrance  ? 

"  As  to  an  abridgment  of  indefeasible  rights  by  confinement  of  the 
person,  it  is  no  more  than  what  is  borne  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in 
every  school,  and  we  know  of  no  natural  right  to  exemption  from 
restraints  which  conduce  to  an  infant's  welfare ;  nor  is  there  a  doubt 
of  their  application  in  this  particular  case.  The  infant  has  been 
snatched  from  a  course  which  must  have  ended  in  confirmed  depravity; 
and  not  only  is  the  restraint  lawful,  but  it  would  be  an  act  of  extreme 
cruelty  to  release  her  from  it." 

A  similar  decision  was  made  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Baltimore  City  in  1868,  in  which  the  decision  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Court  is  quoted  and  endorsed  in  full. 

3.  The  Form  of  Committal  is  by  a  civil  rather  than  a 
criminal  process.  Parents,  guardians,  selectmen,  grand  jurors, 
or  any  two  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  town  where  the  girl 
is  found,  may  present  a  written  complaint  to  a  Judge  of  Pro- 
bate, or  of  the  criminal  or  police  court  of  any  city  or  borough 
sitting  in  chambers,  or  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town 
where  the  girl  is  found  ;  who  must  thereupon  take  cognizance 
of  and  determine  the  case. 

(See  the  laws  and  forms  appended.) 

The  form  of  Commitment  reads,  "  to  the  custody  and  guard- 
ianship of  the  Institution  till  she  is  18,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged according  to  law."  Any  two  of  the  Directors  may 
discharge  a  girl  for  sufficient  reasons,  or  bind  her  to  service, 
still  retaining  the  right  of  control  prescribed  by  law. 

5.  The  system  of  discipline  and  education  is  specially 
adapted  to  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  girls.  It  aims  to 
be  as  nearly  as  possible,  that  of  a  well-regulated,  Christian 
Family.  Its  culture  is  physical,  sanitary,  educational,  indus- 
trial, and  truly  Christian,  but  not  sectarian. 

6.  Its  History.  It  was  incorporated  in  1868,  received 
its  first  inmates  January,  1870,  was  formally  opened  the 
30th  of  June  following,  and  both  homes  were  occupied  in 
October. 
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7.  Its  present  condition  is  in  the  highest  degree  prosperous 
and  encouraging.  It  has  a  beautifully  located,  well  cultivated 
and  stocked  farm,  two  large  Family  Houses,  designed  for  72 
inmates,  but  capable  of  accommodating  80.  It  has  a  school 
building  containing  two  school  rooms,  a  chapel,  and  box 
factory ;  a  superintendent's  and  farmer's  house,  two  barns, 
and  other  valuable  buildings.  It  has  a  full  and  well  organ- 
ized board  of  teachers. 

More  than  forty  different  towns  in  the  State  have  commit- 
ted girls  to  its  care.  The  discipline  has  generally  proved 
salutary  and  successful.  It  is  believed  that  not  less  than  75 
per  cent,  of  the  inmates  will  become  respectable  women. 

Other  particulars  are  given  in  the  reports  of  the  present 
and  previous  years. 


B. 
TO  THE  PATRONS  AND  FRIENDS  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

1.  Your  personal  services  are  greatly  needed  in  order  that 
the  girls  for  whom  this  School  is  designed  shall  be  committed 
to  it.  In  practice  it  is  found  that  town  or  state  officers  will 
not  often  take  notice  of  such  cases  until  they  are  compelled 
to  do  so  by  flagrant  offences,  or  the  formal  complaints  of  some 
responsible  parties.  Hence  in  most  cases  the  little  outcasts, 
vagrants,  truants,  beggars  and  thieves,  and  the  children  of 
drunkards  and  criminals  are  left  to  run  at  large  until  they 
become  incorrigibly  vicious,  or  are  guilty  of  some  flagrant 
crime  which  brands  and  ruins  them. 

2.  Annual  Donations  are  solicited  from  you,  and  through 
your  aid.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  after  pay- 
ing the  salaries  of  the  officers  leaves  less  than  $2  a  week  to 
pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  fuel  and  lights  of  the  School,  and 
of  the  food,  clothing,  and  other  personal  expenses  of  the  girls. 
This  leaves  nothing  to  pay  for  repairs  and  other  ordinary  and 
extraordinary  expenditures. 
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Hence  the  credit  and  usefulness  of  the  School  are  in  danger 
of  being  constantly  and  seriously  impaired.  This  has  been  a 
source   of  much   perplexity   and   anxiety  to   the   Directors. 

Will  you  not  give  personal  and  regular  contributions  ? 

Will  you  not  secure  them  from  other  benevolent  indi- 
viduals ? 

Will  not  Sabbath  Schools  and  Ladies'  Benevolent  Associ- 
ations remember  this  School  among  their  regular  charities  ? 

3.  Gifts  and  Legacies  are  asked  for  additional  Homes  and 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  School.  • 

There  are  many  of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent  among  you 
who  take  pleasure  in  giving  freely  to  relieve  the  poor  and  out- 
cast and  suffering,  and  who  design  to  make  liberal  bequests 
in  your  will.  Will  you  not  remember  that  there  are  from 
300  to  500  homeless  and  friendless  young  girls  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  exposed  to  almost  certain  infamy  and  ruin, 
unless  they  are  gathered  under  the  shelter  of  this  or  some 
similar  refuge  ?  These  may  here  be  fed,  clothed,  instructed 
and  led  to  a  life  of  virtue,  happiness,  and  usefulness  by  your 
sympathy  and  bounty. 


FORM   OF  A  BEQUEST. 

I  give  to  my  Executor  (or  Executors)  the  sum  of  dollars,  in  trust,  to  pay 

the  same  in  days  after  my  decease  to  the  person  who,  when  the  same  is 

payable,  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls, 
located  at  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  incorporated  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-eight,  to  be  applied  by  the  Directors  of  the  School  to  its  charitable 
purposes.

AN    ACT    INCORPORATING    THE    CONNECTICUT     INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly: — Sec.  1.  That  James  E.  English, 
William  A.  Buckingham,  Esther  Pratt,  Timothy  M.  Allyn,  Edmund 
G.  Howe,  Roland  Mather,  Alfred  Smith,  Henry  A.  Perkins,  Fran- 
cis B.  Cooley,  George  Beach,  Richard  S.  Ely,  John  B.  Eldredge, 
John  H.  Goodwin.  James  Root,  C.  C.  Lyman,  Caroline  A.  Street, 
Mary  Hillhouse,  Mary  L.  Skinner,  Jane  Hubbard,  Hervey  Sanford, 
William  W.  Boardman,  Ezra  C.  Reed,  Richard  S.  Fellowes,  Nathan 
Peck,  Charles  Fabrique,  Cornelius  S.  Bushnell,  Moses  Y.  Beach, 
H.  D.  Smith,  Thomas  K.  Fessenden,  and  their  associate  subscribers, 
be,  and  they  hereby  are  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  "the  Connecticut  industrial  school  for  girls," 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  may  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  the  courts  of  this  state  and 
elsewhere,  may  have,  use  or  change  a  common  seal,  may  receive,  hold 
or  convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  that  may  be  committed  to  it, 
may  act  as  a  guardian  to  the  person  of  any  girl  who,  between  the 
ages  of  eight  and  *fifteen  years,  shall  be  committed  to  its  charge  ac- 
cording to  law,  for  the  physical,  mental,  and  moral  training  of  such 
girl,  which  guardianship  of  such  girl  shall  supercede  any  other 
guardianship  of  parents  or  guardians  during  the  time  that  such  girl  is 
under  the  charge  of  this  corporation  and  no  longer ;  and  may  make 
♦Amended  to  sixteen  in  1873. 
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such  by-laws  and  appoint  such,  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  specified 
in  such  by-laws,  or  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
the  corporation  ;  but  it  shall  be  provided  by  such  by-laws  that  the 
governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  secretary  of  the  state,  shall  be 
ex  officio  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporators  shall  meet  for  the  first  time  at  the 
call  of  three  of  the  corporators  to  organize  this  corporation,  adopt 
by  laws,  and  do  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  The  funds,  property,  and  estate  which  may  be  granted  to 
or  held  by  said  corporation  for  the  uses  hereinbefore  expressed,  shall, 
with  the  income  thereof,  be  exempted  from  taxation. 

Sec.  4.  This  resolution  may  be  amended,  altered,  or  repealed, 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

AN  ACT  AMENDING  THE  ACT  INCORPORATING  THE  CONNECT- 
ICUT INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  EOR  GIRLS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in   General 
Assembly  convened : 

■  Section  1.  The  age  of  Girls  committed  to  The  Connecticut  In- 
dustrial School  for  Girls,  shall  be  between  eight  aud  sixteen  years. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Directors  now  existing,  two  other  Di- 
rectors shall  be  annually  chosen  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  1st,  1873. 


PUBLIC  ACT,  AS  AMENDED  BY   THE    GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF 

1870. 

Section  1st.  That  Section  1st,  of  the  said  Act,  be  so  amended 
as  to  read,  "  The  parent  or  parents  of  any  girl  between  the  age  of 
eight  and  fifteen  years,  or  her  lawful  guardian,  if  there  be  no  such 
parent  or  parents,  or  a  selectman  or  grandjuror,  or  any  two  respecta- 
ble inhabitants  of  the  town,  where  such  girl  is  found,  may  present  a 
written  complaint  to  the  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  District,  or  to  a 
judge  of  the  criminal  or  police  court  of  any  city,  or  borough,  sitting 
in  chambers,  or  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  town  where  the 


u 

said  girl  is  found,  alleging,  that  she  has  committed  one  or  more  of 
the  offenses  specified  in  sections  45  or  57,  or  belongs  to  the  class 
specified  in  section  95,  of  the  statutes  of  this  state  concerning  The 
Domestic  Relations,  or  has  committed  any  offense  punishable  by  fine 
or  imprisonment,  or  both,  other  than  imprisonment  for  life  ;  or  that 
she  is  leading  an  idle,  vagrant,  or  vicious  life,  or  that  she  has  been 
found  in  circumstances  of  manifest  danger  of  falling  into  habits  of 
vice,  or  immorality,  praying  that  such  girl  be  committed  to  the  guard- 
ianship of  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  [for  Girls,  which  com- 
plaint shall  be  signed  by  complainant,  or  complainants  ;  such  court 
shall  thereupon,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require,  order  notice 
to  be  given  to  such  person,  or  persons,  if  any,  as  in  his  judgment 
ought  to  be  heard,  to  be  present  at  the  hearing  of  such  complaint ; 
the  court,  on  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  allegations  in  such 
complaint,  may  order  such  girl  to  be  committed  to  the  custody  and 
guardianship  of  such  corporation,  until  she  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  according  to  law,  and  if  said 
offenses  are  punishable  by  imprisonment,  other  than  imprisonment 
for  life,  except  the  offenses  specified  in  sections  45  and  57,  or  belongs 
to  the  class  specified  in  section  95  of  the  statutes  of  this  state  con- 
cerning Domestic  Relations,  or  of  the  1st  section  of  this  Act,  said  girl 
may  be  sentenced,  by  the  court  before  which  such  conviction  shall  be 
had,  to  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  or  to  such  pun- 
ishment as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  same  offense,  and  if  the  sen- 
tence shall  be  to  the  State  Industrial  School,  then  it  shall  be,  in  the 
alternative  to  said  school,  or  to  such  punishment  as  would  have  been 
awarded  if  said  school  had  not  been  established,  and  said  court  may 
issue  a  warrant,  directed  to  some  proper  officer,  or  indifferent  person, 
to  carry  such  order  into  effect. 

Sec.  2d.  Any  parent  or  guardian  may  commit  a  girl  to  the  said 
School  for  such  a  term  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  the 
Directors  of  the  School,  upon  the  certificate  of  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  under  the  1st  section  of  this  Act,  after  a  full  hearing  of 
the  cause,  that  the  said  girl  is  a  suitable  subject  for  its  care,  and  on 
condition  that  the  said  parent  or  guardian  shall  pay  the  expenses  of 
said  girl,  while  at  the  school,  on  terms  mutually  agreed  upon,  which 
terms  shall  be  uniform,  and  sufficient  in  all  case^  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses of  the  girl,  while  at  the  said  school,  which  agreement  may  be 
enforced  by  the  Directors. 

Sec.  3d.  The  Directors,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  may  dis- 
charge from  said  school  and  return  to  her  parent  or  parents,  or  her 
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guardian,  or  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  any  girl  whose  continuance 
shall  in  their  judgment  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  said  school, 
or  who  for  any  reason  in  their  judgment  ought  not  to  be  continued 
therein  ;  or  in  case  the  said  girl  was  committed  to  said  school  for  any 
offense  or  offenses  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  an 
alternative,  the  said  Directors  may  certify  their  refusal  and  reasons 
therefor,  upon  the  mittimus  by  virtue  of  which  she  is  held,  which 
mittimus,  together  with  the  girl,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff 
of  any  county,  or  to  the  constable  of  any  town,  who  shall  forthwith 
commit  said  girl  to  the  jail,  state  prison,  or  workhouse,  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  pursuance  of  the  alternative  sentence  provided  in  section 
1st  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  4th.  Said  Directors  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  at 
any  time  after  such  commitment,  to  bind  to  service  any  girl,  by  any 
court  so  committed  to  said  school,  for  any  period  of  time  not  exceed- 
ing the  term  of  her  commitment,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
they  shall  deem  reasonable  and  proper,  to  be  inserted  in  the  articles 
of  service ;  and  the  said  Directors,  and  the  master  or  mistress  and 
apprentice  shall  respectively  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  penalties  prescribed  in  the  sixth  chap- 
ter of  the  Act  concerning  the  Domestic  Relations. 

Sec.  5th.  The  costs  and  expenses  of  proceedings  under  this  Act, 
shall  be  as  follows : — for  the  complaint,  the  same  as  for  complaints  in 
criminal  cases  ;  for  the  order  of  notice,  fifty  cents  ;  for  hearing  upon 
complaints,  two  dollars  ;  for  the  mittimus,  fifty  cents  ;  for  taxation  of 
costs  and  certificate  of  the  same,  fifty  cents  ;  for  service  of  mittimus, 
necessary  expenses,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  services — 
which  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  such  judge,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and 
a  certified  copy  of  the  several  items  thereof  shall  be  by  him  trans- 
mitted to  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  for  the  county  in  which 
the  trial  is  had,  within  thirty  days  after  the  trial ;  and  the  same  shall 
be  examined  by  the  state's  attorney  for  such  county,  and  when  ap- 
proved by  him,  shall  be  paid  by  said  clerk,  upon  the  order  of  such 
judge  or  justice,  and  charged  to  the  state. 

Sec.  6th.  Every  person,  who  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  what- 
soever aid  or  abet  any  girl  committed  to  the  said  school  to  escape 
therefrom,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars,  or  suffer  imprisonment  in 
the  common  jail  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  sixty  days,  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  court  trying  the  same. 
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Sec.  7th.  In  any  case  arising  under  this  act,  the  court  trying  the 
case  may,  in  its  discretion,  suspend  judgment  on  the  complaint,  for 
such  times  and  upon  such  terms  as  said  court  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  8th.  Section  7th  of  the  act  of  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
is  hereby  amended,  so  that  the  complaint  may  be  addressed  to  the 
court  to  which  the  same  shall  be  made,  under  the  1st  section  of  this 
act,  and  the  order  of  commitment  and  mittimus  shall  issue  from  said 
court. 

Sec.  9th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  committing  any  girl 
under  this  act,  to  ascertain,  by  such  proof  as  may  be  in  his  power, 
and  to  endorse  on  the  mittimus  the  age,  parentage,  birth-place,  offence, 
and  such  other  facts  relating  to  the  said  girl  as  may  aid  in  her  proper 
care  and  instruction  in  the  school,  and  the  age  thus  ascertained  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  as  the  true  age  of  the  girl. 

Sec.  10th.  Sections  3d,  5th,  and  8th,  of  the  act  of  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  and  all  other  parts  of  the  said  act  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


PUBLIC  ACTS  APPROVED  JULY  24th,  1868.. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  taxed  quarterly  in  each  year,  in  the 
months  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  by  the  comptroller  of 
public  accounts,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  week,  for  the 
board,  clothing,  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  each  girl  committed 
to  the  said  school ;  and  the  superintendent  shall  make  his  bill  therefor 
and  present  it  to  the  comptroller,  who,  upon  rinding  the  same  to  be 
correct  and  just,  shall  allow  and  tax  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  paid 
from  the  state  treasury. 

AN    ACT  AMENDING  THE  "ACT  CONCERNING    THE    DOMESTIC 
RELATIONS." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  That  section  forty-four  of  Chapter  IV,  Title  XIII,  of  the 
"Act  concerning  the  Domestic  Relations,"  be  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  words  "  to  some  proper  master,"  the  words  "  or  to  any  suita- 
ble charitable  institution  or  society  incorporated  and  existing  in  this 
state  for  the  care  and  instruction  of  such  children." 
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Sec.  2.  That  section  ninety-five  of  Chapter  VI,  Title  XIII,  of 
the  same  Act,  be  amended  by  striking  out  after  the  words  "such  poor 
children ,"  the  words  "  belonging  to  such  (own  ;"  and  also  by  inserting 
after  the  words  "doing  business  in  said  town,"  the  additional  words, 
"  or  in  this  state,  and  may  contract  with  said  society  to  defray  wholly 
or  in  part  the  necessary  expenses  of  such  child,  while  in  the  institu- 
tion, to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  week," 
which  sum  he  may  recover  from  the  town  to  which  the  child  belongs. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  24th,  1868. 

AN  ACT  TO  ARREST  AND  PUNISH  TRUANTS  FROM    SCHOOL,   ACT  OF 

1869. 

Sec.  1.  That  in  any  city  of  this  state,  the  police,  and  in  any 
borough  or  town,  the  bailiff  or  constable  thereof,  are  empowered  to 
arrest  any  and  all  minors  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  years, 
habitually  wandering  or  loitering  about  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
the  same,  or  anywhere  beyond  the  proper  control  of  parents  or  guar- 
dians, during  the  school  term,  and  during  the  hours  when  school  is  in 
session. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  any  arrest  shall  be  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  statute,  such  minor,  if  not  immediately  returned  to  school,  shall  be 
taken  before  the  judge  of  the  criminal  or  police  court  of  the  city  or 
borough,  sitting  in  chambers,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any 
borough  or  town,  where  such  arrest  is  made, — and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  such  minor  has  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  or  is  not  attend- 
ing school,  or  is  growing  up  in  habits  of  idleness,  vice  and  immorality, 
or  is  an  habitual  truant,  such  minor  may  be  committed  to  any  institu- 
tion of  correction  or  house  of  reformation  in  said  city,  or  to  the  State 
Eeform  School,  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  three  years,  or  may  be 
fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars,  for  a  repeated  offence,  after 
due  admonition  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  which  fine  shall  be  in 
all  cases  to  be  worked  out,  if  not  paid,  according  to  the  "  Act  concern- 
ing Crimes  and  Punishments,"  Title  XII,  Chapter  IV,  Connecticut 
Statutes,  revision  of  1866.

BY-LAWS 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  DIRECTORS. 


STATEMENT. 


The  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls  is  designed  as  a  tem- 
porary home  and  school  for  neglected,  vagrant,  and  viciously  inclined 
young  girls,  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen  years.  It  is  not  a 
prison  or  place  of  punishment — to  which  its  inmates  are  sent  as  crim- 
inals and  by  a  criminal  process — but  a  house  of  refuge,  to  which  they 
are  sent  as  the  unfortunate,  exposed,  and  friendless  children  of  the 
State.  They  ai*e  there  to  be  physically,  mentally,  and  morally  trained 
and  fitted  for  positions  of  honorable  self-support,  usefulness,  and  re- 
spectability. 

The  Institution  is  a  private  corporation,  composed  originally  of  the 
donors  of  its  funds.  By  them  its  affairs  were  committed  to  a  self- 
pepetuating  Board  of  Directors. 

It  is  employed  and  paid  by  the  State  for  the  custody  and  education 
of  its  dependent  and  exposed  children,  thus  rescuing  them  from  a  life 
of  crime  and  shame,  and  preparing  them  for  respectability  and  use- 
fulness. 


CHAPTER  I. 

DIRECTORS.  '  : 

1.  The  government  of  the  school  shall  be  veste<lin  a  board  of  four- 
teen Directors,  of  which  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and 
Secretary  of  State,  shall  be  Directors  ex-officio. 

2.  The  term  of  office  of  the  eleven  Directors  chosen  shall  be  three 
years,  except  as  is  hereinafter  provided.  At  the  close  of  the  third 
year  after  their  appointment,  they  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three 
classes.     The  full  board  of  Directors  shall  then  choose,  by  ballot, 
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three  or  four  Directors  to  serve  in  the  place  of  the  first  class,  whose 
places  shall  then  become  vacant.  At  the  close  of  the  fourth  year,  the 
board  shall  choose  three  or  four  in  the  place  of  the  second  class.  At 
the  close  of  the  fifth  year,  three  or  four  in  the  place  of  the  third  class, 
and  annually  thereafter  in  the  place  of  the  senior  class,  whose  places 
shall  become  vacant  upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  their 
successors.  The  board  may  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  year, 
and  the  retiring  members  shnll  be  eligible  for  re-election.  No 
Director  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services  as  a  Director,  but 
shall  be  allowed  for  his  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  such 
service. 

3.  The  Directors  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the 
officers  of  the  institution.  They  shall  have  power  to  make,  alter,  or 
amend,  all  By-laws.  They  shall  frequently  and  carefully  inspect  the 
Institution  in  all  its  departments ;  appoint  and  regulate  the  duties  and 
salaries  of  its  officers,  and  remove  them  at  their  discretion.  They 
shall  be  the  guardians  of  the  girls  during  the  period  of  their  commit- 
ment (unless  otherwise  provided  for)  ;  shall  procure  for  them  suitable 
employment  and  instruction  while  at  the  school,  and  shall  transfer 
them  to  suitable  private  families  or  other  places  of  abode  at  the  earliest 
proper  period,  and  shall  see  that  they  receive  equitable  and  kind  treat- 
ment from  those  to  whom  they  are  committed  on  leaving  the  school ; 
and  in  general,  the  Directors  shall  possess  all  powers  needful  in  order 
to  the  proper  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  Four  of  their  number 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but 
seven  shall  be  required  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  real  estate  of 
the  institution,  for  the  appointment  of  new  Directors  and  of  the  super- 
intendent, and  for  the  change  of  its  by-laws. 

4.  They  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  the  third  Wednesday  in 
April,  and  quarterly  meetings  the  third  Wednesday  of  July,  October, 
and  January.  At  the  annual  meeting  they  shall  make  a  full  and 
verified  report  of  their  trust,  choose  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  an  Executive  Committee,  and  a  Visiting  Committee  of  twelve 
ladies,  and  transact  such  other  business  as  the  interests  of  the  institu- 
tion shall  demand. 

5.  At  the  quarterly  meeting  there  shall  be  a  careful  review  of  the 
state  and  management  of  the  Institution,  and  of  the  progress  and  con- 
dition of  the  inmates. 

6.  The  President  shall  call  extra  meetings  at  the  request  of  any 
two  Directors,  and  perform  all  the  other  duties  usually  pertaining  to 
his  office. 
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7.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  prepare  such  papers  as  they  shall  direct,  give  notice  in  writing 
to  each  Director  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meetings,  and  communi- 
cate to  the  Treasurer  the  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  its  funds. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  Trust  funds  of  the  school, 
and  give  a  full  report  thereof  at  their  annual  meeting,  and  at  other 
meetings  when  required,  and  shall  give  such  bonds  and  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  deem  proper. 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  when  necessary,  act  for  the 
Board  during  the  intervals  between  its  meetings,  but  shall  make  no 
change  in  its  plan  or  discipline  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Directors.  They  shall  be  the  special  advisers  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, and  report  their  doings  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

10.  Two  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  ladies  shall  be  requested  to 
visit  the  institution  at  least  once  in  two  months,  and  thoroughly  in- 
spect its  domestic  arrangements,  and  report  thereof  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board.  Their  expenses  shall  be  defrayed  from  the  funds  of  the 
School. 

CHAPTER  II. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Superintendent, 
Assistant  Superintendent,  and  a  Matron,  Assistant  Matron,  and 
Housekeeper  for  each  house,  a  Farmer,  and  such  other  assistants  as 
may  be  found  necessary — all  of  whom  shall  hold  their  places  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Directors,  and  shall  give  due  notice  before  leaving 
their  situations. 

2.  They  shall  remain  constantly  at  the  Institution.  None  of  the 
subordinates  shall  leave  it  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintend- 
ent. All  shall  aid  in  maintaining  the  rules  and  discipline  and  give 
such  assistance  as  shall  be  necessary  in  order  thereto,  and  be  especially 
careful  to  sustain  each  other  in  the  presence  of  the  girls. 

CHAPTER  m. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

1.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the 
inmates  and  of  the  interests  of  the  Institution  ;  shall  be  the  executive 
of  the  Directors,  and  see  that  all  their  instructions  and  the  rulesj  of 
the  School  are  carried  out. 
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2.  He  shall  frequently  inspect  the  Institution  in  all  its  depart- 
ments, and  see  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  punctual  and  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

3.  He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all  occur- 
rences worthy  of  notice,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
any  member  of  the  Board. 

4.  He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of  all 
letters  received,  and  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of  importance,  for 
reference.  As  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  in  suitable  books  he  shall 
keep  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
and  of  all  property  intiusted  to  his  care,  showing  the  expenses  and 
income  of  the  Institution. 

5.  He  shall  make  out  and  present  to  the  Comptroller  the  bills  for 
weekly  board  of  the  delinquents,  according  to  law. 

6.  Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
he  shall  procure  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  Institution,  and  pur- 
chase all  such  articles  and  materials  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  sup- 
port and  employment  of  the  girls,  and  dispose  of  all  articles  raised 
on  the  farm  or  manufactured  by  them,  which  are  not  wanted  for 
use. 

7.  At  the  annual  meeting  he  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the 
Board  of  everything  pertaining  to  the  inmates  and  general  state  of 
the  School  up  to  the  1st  of  April,  and  at  each  quarterly  meeting  such 
further  information  as  the  Directors  require,  and  at  all  times  be 
ready  to  perform  whatever  other  duties  may  be  required  for  the 
good  of  the  Institution. 

8.  He  shall,  after  careful  examination,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  of  the  Executive  Committee,  allot  to  each  new  comer  her 
position  in  the  Institution ;  and,  in  conjunction  with  the  Matrons, 
shall  change  the  pupils  from  one  house  to  another,  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  for  purposes  of  discipline  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
School. 

9.  In  connection  with  the  Executive  Committee  he  shall  decide 
upon  all  applications  for  the  services  of  the  girls.  No  inmate  shall 
be  permitted  to  perform  service  in  a  public-house,  or  in  a  family 
where  spirituous  liquors  are  used  as  a  beverage,  or  be  indentured  to 
an  unmarried  man. 

10.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  name  and  age  of  each  inmate 
of  the  institution,  with  the  date  of  her  admission  ;  a  sketch  of  her 
life,  including  her  birthplace;  a  description  of  her  person ;  the  name, 
residence,  nativity,  and  character  of  her  parents ;  by  whom  committed  j 
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for  what  cause,  when,  and  how  discharged;  also  a  record  of  her 
conduct  while  in  the  Institution,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  after  she 
shall  have  left  it. 

11.  Whenever  a  girl  is  placed  out  at  service,  he  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  person,  residence,  and  employment  of  the  employer,  and 
of  the  service  and  terms  for  which  she  is  employed.  In  case  of  his 
receiving  notice  of  the  ill-treatment  of  any  girl,  it  shall  be  his  duty  at 
once  to  examine  into  the  case  and  to  take  such  measures  in  reference 
to  it  as  the  circumstances  require. 

1 2.  The  Superintendent  shall  give  bonds  of  not  less  than  $ 

for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  trust. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

MATRONS. 

1.  A  Matron  shall  be  placed  over  each  house,  who  shall  have  its 
general  superintendence  and  discipline,  and  be  held  responsible  for 
all  its  officers  and  inmates  and  management,  under  the  supervision 
and  with  the  advice  and  aid  of  the  Superintendent. 

2.  She  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the  entrance  and  leaving,  of 
the  conduct  and  improvement  of  the  girls  in  her  family,  and  of  every- 
thing necessary  to  show  the  state  of  it;  which  record  shall  always  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Superintendent.  She  shall  make  a 
quarterly  report  of  the  history  and  state  of  her  household  to  the 
Directors. 

3.  She  shall  see  that  cleanliness,  order,  and  propriety  are  uni- 
formly maintained  in  all  the  apartments  of  her  house,  and  in  the 
person,  dresses,  and  rooms  of  the  inmates,  and  suitable  care  given  to 
the  sick. 

4.  She  shall  endeavor  specially  to  impress  upon  her  charge  the 
duty  and  advantages  of  a  moral  and  religious,  and  the  evils  and 
miseries  of  a  wicked  life ;  and  inculcate  all  the  practical  virtues  that 
adorn  the  life  and  beautify  the  character. 

5.  She  shall  see  that  all  the  female  assistants  are  diligent  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  appropriate  duties,  discreet  and 
regular  in  their  deportment,  and  strict  in  their  observance  of  the 
regulations  of  the  Institution,  and  report  any  remissness  to  the 
Superintendent. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

ASSISTANT   MATRONS. 

1.  In  each  family  there  shall  be  an  Assistant  Matron,  who  shall 
take  charge  of  the  school-room  and  its  instruction. 

2.  She  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Matron  for  the  conduct  and 
industry  of  the  girls  during  school  hours.  She  shall  also,  under  the 
Matron,  have  charge  of  the  work-room  in  the  morning,  and  strive  in 
every  way  to  lighten  her  heavy  responsibilities. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

HOUSEKEEPERS. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Housekeeper  in  each  family,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  kitchen  and  wash-rooms,  and  other  domestic  concerns. 

2.  She  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Matron  for  the  cleanliness  of 
the  house  and  the  good  order  of  her  department ;  for  the  cooking  and 
washing,  and  the  conduct,  industry,  and  instruction  of  the  girls  while 
employed  with  her. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

FARMER. 

1.  The  Farmer  shall  attend  to  the  stock  and  take  proper  care  of 
the  barns,  and  in  winter  of  the  furnaces ;  shall  do  the  teaming  and 
work  of  the  farm  so  far  as  he  is  able,  and  render  the  Superintendent 
any  assistance  he  may  require,  not  inconsistent  with  other  duties. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS. 

The  hours  of  labor,  study,  rest,  and  recreation  shall  be  arranged 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Superintendent  and  Matrons. 

2.     All  persons  employed  in  the  Institution,  in  whatever  capacity, 
are  required  to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  the  performance  of 
their  duties.     Each  officer  shall  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations 
are  fully  observed. 
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3.  No  inmate  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  the  premises,  except  by 
permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

4.  The  Institution  will  be  open  for  visitors  upon  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  every  month,  from  two  till  five  o'clock,  P.  M. ;  but  visitors 
cannot  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  the  premises,  at  this  or  at  other 
times,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Superintendent  or  of  a 
Matron. 

5.  The  parents,  brothers,  and  sisters  of  the  girls  may  visit  them 
once  in  two  months,  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

6.  Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  deprivation  of  amusement 
and  recreation,  by  withholding  some  favorite  article  of  food,  or  some 
privilege  or  indulgence,  by  loss  of  rank  and  standing  in  the  class,  by 
imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  close  or  solitary  confinement  for  a 
limited  period,  and  when  it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  maintain 
good  order  and  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution, 
by  corporeal  infliction  by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction, 
of  which  a  record  of  the  time,  manner,  and  circumstances  shall  be 
made. 

7.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed,  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Directors. 


E. 

INSTRUCTIONS    TO    OFFICERS. 

1.  The  best  discipline  is  that  in  which  obedience  and  order  are 
maintained  with  the  least  reproof  and  punishment.  Self-control  and 
Christian  love  are  its  foundations. 

2.  No  differences  between  officers  should  ever  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  girls.     Harmony  ensures  success. 

3.  The  girls  must  be  taught  a  respectful  and  modest  demeanor 
towards  all  persons,  and  especially  towards  officers,  and  persons 
visiting  the  School. 

4.  The  manners  and  conversation  of  the  girls  must  be  strictly 
observed,  and  boisterous,  rude  and  uncivil  acts,  or  loud  and  angry 
talking,  must  not  be  permitted. 

5.  Willful  or  thoughtless  injury  of  furniture,  books,  or  fixtures,  or 
wasting  of  food  or  clothing,  must  be  at  once  reported  to  the 
Superintendent. 
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6.  All  temptation  to  dishonesty  must  be  carefully  avoided.  No 
keys  are  to  be  entrusted  to  girls,  unless  to  be  immediately  used  and 
returned,  nor  matches  except  to  be  used  at  once. 

7.  Girls  must  not  be  allowed  to  wander  about  the  buildings  or 
grounds.  Two  girls  at  once,  from  each  house,  may  be  permitted  to 
go  to  the  Office  immediately  after  their  supper.  Two  at  once,  from 
each  house,  may  go  to  the  Library  when  it  is  opened  for  exchange  of 
books.  Girls  from  one  house  cannot  visit  the  premises  of  the  other 
without  permission.  No  girl  should  be  sent  of  errands  about  the 
farm,  but  all  wants  to  be  made  known  at  the  Office. 

8.  The  girls  must  always  be  considered  as  in  charge  of  some 
officer,  who  must  know  where  each  one  is  at  any  time. 

9.  No  girl  must  be  kept  from  school  without  leave  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  in  all  cases  the  teacher  must  be  notified  at  the 
opening  of  school. 

10.  Cleanliness  of  person  and  neatness  of  dress  must  constantly 
be  enforced.  The  utmost  cleanliness  must  be  required  throughout 
the  premises. 

11.  When  not  in  use,  all  bath-rooms  and  closets  should  be  locked. 
Beds  should  be  thoroughly  aired  daily,  and  made  under  supervision 
of  officers,  and  all  at  one  time,  if  possible. 

12.  Every  girl  must  have  some  specific  duty  for  each  day,  and 
all  duties  must  be  performed  promptly  and  thoroughly. 

13.  Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  giving  demerit  marks,  by 
deprivation  of  amusement,  favorite  articles  of  food,  privileges  or 
indulgences,  by  imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  solitary  confinement 
in  room  or  lock-up,  and,  when  absolutely  necessary,  by  corporeal 
infliction  by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction. 

14.  A  record  of  the  time,  manner  and  circumstances  of  each  case 
of  solitary  confinement  must  be  kept.  Girls  locked  up  should  be 
carefully  pi-evented  from  communication  with  the  others. 

15.  All  persons  employed  in  the  Institution,  in  whatever  capacity, 
are  required  to  devote  their  entire  attention  to  the  performance  of 
their  duties.  They  shall  reside  constantly  at  the  Institution,  and 
no  officer  must  leave  the  premises  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent. 

16.  No  flowers  should  be  gathered  from  the  gardens,  or  vegetables 
and  fruit  from  the  grounds,  except  by  leave  of  the  Superintendent. 

17.  The  officers  will  arrange  among  themselves  their  turns  for 
going  to  church.     The  carriage  will  be  sent  for  their  accommodation. 
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All  officers  are  requested  to  attend  the  Chapel  services  of  the 
School. 

18.  Once  each  week  the  officers  will  be  supplied  with  a  convey- 
ance to  and  from  the  city,  if  they  desire;  requests  for  which  should 
be  sent  in  season  to  the  Office. 

The  Office  is  at  all  times  open  to  officers  who  desire  detailed 
instructions  in  any  department  of  duty.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  to  see 
that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  are  fully  observed.

To  His  Excellency  CHARLES  R.  INGERSOLL, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  follow- 
ing report,  concerning  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1874. 

No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  from  the 
disbanding  of  any  company  or  the  admission  of  any  new 
company,  and  the  National  Guard  consists,  as  during  the 
last  year,  of  thirty-five  (35)  companies  of  Infantry  and 
two  sections  of  Artillery.  The  entire  force  numbers  at 
the  present  time  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  officers,  and 
twenty-two  hundred  and  forty-two  (2242)  enlisted  men, 
making  a  total  of  twenty-three  hundred  and  ninety-two 
(2392)  officers  and  men.  The  number  at  the  date  of 
the  last  report  of  my  predecessor,  April  ist,  1873,  was 
twenty-three  hundred  and  eighty-three  (2383). 

It  was  expected  that  the  depressed  state  of  business, 
generally,  during  the  year,  in  making  it  more  difficult  for 
the  members  of  the  force  to  meet  the  necessary  demands 
made  upon  them  for  the  support  of  their  organizations, 
might  cause  a  falling  off  in  the  enlistments,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  the  strength  of  the  National  Guard  with  even 
a  slight  increase  under  these  discouraging  circumstances 
is  evidence  of  the  excellent  spirit  which  pervades  the 
military  force   of  the  State.     It  requires  but  a  short  con- 
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nection  with  the  National  Guard  to  learn  that  this  spirit, 
and  the  well  known  efficiency  of  the  organization,  are 
due  principally  to  the  high  standard  which  is  constantly 
maintained  in  the  individual  qualifications  of  both  offi- 
cers and  men,  and  to  our  excellent  military  laws. 

During  the  year  thirty -seven  (37)  officers  have  resigned  ; 
three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (399)  enlisted  men  have 
been  honorably  discharged,  and  ten  (10)  enlisted  men 
have  died  in  the  service.  During  the  same  period  four- 
teen (14)  officers  have  been  appointed  from  civil  life, 
twenty-three  (23)  by  promotion,  and  the  enlistments  for 
the  year  have  numbered  four  hundred  and  forty-two 
(442). 

No  changes  in  arms,  uniforms  or  equipments  have  been 
made,  but  arrangements  have  been  perfected  for  supplying 
the  men  with  knapsacks  and  blankets,  the  want  of  which 
has  long  been  felt. 

The  principal  items  of  interest  in  regard  to  the  various 
regiments  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows. 

FIRST  REGIMENT. 

This  regiment,  located  in  Hartford  and  Tolland  Coun- 
ties, has  had  seven  days'  parade  during  the  past  year; 
one  day  by  regiment  in  May  at  Hartford,  and  six  days' 
encampment  at  Niantic  in  September. 

The  regiment  is  at  present  composed  of  eight  com- 
panies, four  located  in  Hartford,  two  in  New  Britain,  one 
in  Manchester  and  one  in  Rockville.  The  uniform  of  the 
regiment  is  a  dress  coat  of  dark  blue  broadcloth,  trimmed 
with  scarlet  and  gold  braid,  sky  blue  pants,  with  scarlet 
side-band,  black  felt  shako  hat,  and  black  epaulettes  with 
red  fringe.  The  command  is  armed  with  the  Peabody 
breech-loading  rifle.  Colonel  James  E.  Hamilton  of 
Unionville,  who  has  been  in  command  of  the  First  Regi- 
ment since  April  23d,  1870,  has  recently  resigned,  and 
is  succeeded  by  Colonel  John  B.  Clapp  of  Hartford. 
Under  the  command  of  Colonel  Hamilton,  the  First 
Regiment  greatly  improved  in  appearance,  discipline  and 
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drill,  and  during  his  administration  it  has  been  thor- 
oughly reorganized,  re-uniformed,  and  he  leaves  it  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  ever  before. 


SECOND  REGIMENT. 

The  Second  Regiment,  Col.  S.  R.  Smith,  has  had  three 
parades  during  the  past  year;  one  day  by  regiment  at 
Waterbury  in  May,  one  day  at  New  Haven  in  May,  when 
the  regiment  appeared  as  escort  to  President  Grant,  and 
one  day  in  September  by  companies.  This  regiment  is 
composed  of  ten  companies,  located  in  New  Haven  and 
Middlesex  Counties,  five  companies  being  in  New  Haven, 
two  in  Waterbury,  one  in  Meriden,  one  in  Wallingford 
and  one  in  Middletown.  The  uniform  worn  is  of  West 
Point  Cadet  gray,  trimmed  with  black  and  gold  braid, 
shako  hat,  black  epaulettes  with  white  fringe ;  the  arm 
used  is  the  Peabody  breech-loader. 

The  officers  of  this  regiment  and  the  First  have 
recently  adopted  the  regulation  sword  and  gold  belt. 

At  the  request  of  Colonel  Smith,  the  Second  Regiment 
was  not  ordered  into  camp  last  fall,  the  members  of  the 
regiment  having  participated  in  a  large  number  of  extra 
parades  during  the  previous  year.     The 

THIRD  REGIMENT, 

Colonel  N.  H.  Ames,  located  in  New  London  and  Wind- 
ham Counties,  is  composed  of  seven  companies,  one  from 
each  of  the  towns  of  Mystic,  New  London,  Norwich, 
Jewett  City,  Willimantic,  and  two  from  Putnam.  The 
headquarters  of  Co.  "  F"  have  been  changed  during  the 
past  year  from  Killingly  to  Putnam,  and  under  their  new 
commander,  Captain  H.  W.  Johnson,  the  company  bids 
fair  to  greatly  improve  in  both  discipline  and  drill. 

The  regiment  has  had  seven  days'  parade ;  one  day  in 
May  at  Hartford,  and  six  days'  encampment  at  Niantic  in 
September.  They  are  armed  with  the  Springfield  breech- 
loader and  uniformed  in  gray,  the  dress  coat  being  double 
breasted  and  trimmed  with  black  and  gold  ;  plain  black 
shako  hat  and  black  epaulettes  with  white  fringe.     The 
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FOURTH   REGIMENT, 

Colonel  H.  W.  R.  Hoyt,  has  had  but  two  days'  parade 
during  the  year,  one  day  by  company  in  May,  and  one 
day  by  regiment  at  Bridgeport  in  September. 

The  regiment  is  composed  of  ten  companies,  from  Fair- 
field and  Litchfield  Counties,  and  located  one  each  in  the 
towns  of  Bethel,  Danbury,  Winsted,  Litchfield,  Green- 
wich, Norwalk,  Stamford,  Stratford,  and  two  in  Bridge- 
port. The  uniform  coat  is  a  single-breasted  dress  coat  of 
dark  blue  cloth,  trimmed  with  light  blue  and  gold  braid  ; 
pants  are  of  light  blue  with  dark  blue  stripe ;  shako  hat 
and  black  epaulettes.  This  regiment  is  armed  with  the 
Peabody  rifle. 

ARTILLERY. 

The  two  sections  of  Light  Artillery  are  located  one  in 
New  Britain  and  attached  to  the  First  Regiment,  and  one 
in  Guilford  and  attached  to  the  Second  Regiment. 

The  first  section  had  one  day's  parade  in  May  at  Hart- 
ford and  six  days  at  the  encampment  at  Niantic.  The 
second  section  paraded  two  days  in  May  and  six  days  at 
the  encampment. 

Both  sections  are  uniformed  in  dark  blue,  with  trim 
mings  of  scarlet. 

The  First  and  Third  Regiments  were  ordered  into 
camp  together  in  September,  the  place  of  encampment 
being  selected  at  Niantic,  where  the  use  of  a  convenient 
parade  and  drill-ground  was  offered  gratuitously.  This 
choice  of  location  was  made  for  three  principal  reasons : 
— ist,  that  it  was  removed  from  the  influences  of  a  city  or 
large  town,  and  all  temptation  to  irregularities  were  thus 
avoided;  2d,  being  on  the  Sound,  the  invigorating  effects 
of  the  location  enabled  the  men  to  undergo,  without 
unnecessary  fatigue,  the  excessive  labor  of  continued 
drills  ;  and  3d,  it  was  a  place  easy  of  access.  I  respect- 
fully refer  to  the  report  of  Brig.  Gen.  Craufurd,  hereto 
appended,  for  the  details  of  those  daily  military  exercises, 
from  which  it  is  evident  that  the  encampment  was  not  an 
occasion  of  holiday  enjoyment,  but  embraced  six  days  of 
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the  most  severe  and  continuous  military  training.  It 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  from  personal 
observation  and  inspection  during  the  encampment,  that 
under  the  skillful  command  and  instruction  of  General 
Craufurd,  and  the  efficient  co-operation  of  his  officers,  the 
military  regulations  and  routine  of  the  camp  were  char- 
acterized by  the  most  admirable  discipline,  and  the  com- 
pany, battalion  and  brigade  drills  and  evolutions,  which 
constituted  the  daily  exercises,  could  hardly  have  been 
excelled  in  precision  of  movement  and  promptness  of 
execution.  The  results  attained  in  this  encampment  con- 
vinced me  that  a  full  brigade  encampment  of  the  whole 
National  Guard  once  in  two  or  three  years,  bringing  the 
officers  and  men  together  under  one  command,  and  famil- 
iarizing the  officers  with  the  practical  applications  of  bat- 
talion movements  to  the  evolutions  of  the  brigade,  and 
the  routine  and  discipline  of  military  life,  is  one  of  the 
most  efficaceous  means  of  imparting  military  instruction. 
Such  opportunities  for  instruction  are  rare  in  time  of 
peace,  even  in  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States,  on 
account  of  the  scattered  disposition  of  our  national 
forces.  In  the  seaboard  States,  it  is  especially  important 
that  an  efficient  military  system  should  be  preserved,  for 
the  reason  that  these  States,  in  the  event  of  a  foreign  war, 
will  be  more  than  ever  exposed  to  sudden  and  formidable 
attacks,  by  troops  landed  from  steam  transports.  The 
facility  with  which  military  expeditions,  on  a  large  scale, 
can  now  be  transported  across  the  Atlantic  in  fleets  of 
steam  vessels,  and  the  certainty  and  promptitude  with 
which  such  expeditions,  with  the  aid  of  steam,  can  be 
concentrated  and  landed  at  any  point,  would  probably 
throw  the  burden,  or  rather  patriotic  duty,  of  defence,  in 
a  contest  with  a  foreign  power,  for  a  time,  on  the  local 
forces  of  each  seaboard  State.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
in  this  respect  the  problem  of  the  defence  of  our  extended 
sea  coast  has  been  entirely  changed  by  the  introduction 
of  steam  navigation,  and  the  danger  to  our  sea  coast 
towns  from  land  attacks,  or  raids  by  military  expeditions, 
has  thus  been  vastly  increased. 
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I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  General  Craufurd,  that  the  Artillery  sections  may 
now,  without  detriment  to  the  military  organization,  be 
disbanded.  And,  while  I  desire  to  mention  with  special 
praise  and  commendation  the  admirable  manner  in  which 
these  sections,  united  into  a  full  battery,  were  exercised 
by  Lieut.  Hadley  during  the  encampment  in  September, 
and  to  the  entirely  satisfactory  discipline  and  efficiency 
of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Battery,  yet  I  cannot  avoid 
the  conviction  that  the  permanent  maintenance  of  the 
Battery,  in  two  isolated  sections,  may  with  propriety  be 
dispensed  with.  With  the  guns  and  harness  deposited  in 
the  State  Armory,  always  available,  it  would  require  but 
a  few  days,  if  occasion  should  demand,  to  organize  and 
equip  the  Battery.  In  time  of  peace,  when  new  and 
untried  horses  are  procured  temporarily  for  each  occa- 
sion of  exercise  and  drill,  it  is  apparent  that,  as  far  as  the 
horses  are  concerned,  there  is  no  possibility  of  securing 
permanent  efficiency  in  field  artillery.  Moreover,  the 
introduction  of  the  Gatling  gun  into  field  service  is 
likely  to  make  some  permanent  changes  in  the  regular 
service  in  regard  to  field  artillery,  and  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  having  supplied  this  State,  free  of 
cost,  with  four  Gatling  guns,  one  for  each  regiment  of  the 
National  Guard,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your 
consideration,  whether  this  new  and  formidable  arm  may 
not  be  substituted  for  the  present  Artillery. 

Another  reason  for  the  recommendation,  and  one  of 
considerable  weight,  is  the  expense  of  maintaining  Artil- 
lery, it  being  proportionately  greater  than  of  any  other 
branch  of  the  service.  According  to  the  statement  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  the  expense  of  his  Department, 
in  connection  with  the  two  Sections  of  Artillery  at  the 
Brigade  encampment,  was  about  the  same  as  for  the  two 
Regiments  of  Infantry  ;  this  was  owing  to  the  large  amount 
required  for  hiring  and  maintaining  horses  for  the  Artillery 
drill. 

During  the  year,  the  United  States  Government  have 
adopted  a  revised  system  of  Infantry  Tactics  prepared  by 
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General  Upton,  and  tactics  assimilated  to  the  revised  tac- 
tics for  Artillery  and  Cavalry,  prepared  by  a  board  of 
officers  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  These  tac- 
tics having  been  officially  adopted  for  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  adopt  the  same 
for  the  use  of  the  troops  of  this  State,  and  the  officers  of 
the  various  regiments  have  accordingly  been  supplied 
with  copies  of  the  Tactics,  and  all  exercises,  drills  and 
ceremonies  are  now  performed  according  to  the  new 
system. 

A  good  deal  of  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the 
members  of  the  National  Guard  in  perfecting  themselves 
in  the  use  of  the  breech-loading  rifle,  by  frequent  target 
practice.  The  want  of  proper  grounds  and  facilities  for 
such  purposes  is  found  to  be  discouraging  to  such  efforts, 
and  there  exists,  I  believe,  a  universal  wish  that  the 
Legislature  may  grant  authority  for  the  purchase  of  a 
piece  of  ground,  to  be  held  by  the  State  as  a  rifle-range 
or  practice  ground.  Several  of  the  States  have  adopted 
this  plan.  If  in  connection  with  this  a  site  sufficiently 
large  and  convenient  for  Brigade  encampments  could  be 
secured  for  permanent  use,  it  would,  I  feel  sure,  add 
greatly  to  the  facilities  of  instruction  and  tend  to  pre- 
serve and  perpetuate  the  excellent  features  of  the  mili- 
tary system.  Such  a  piece  of  ground  would  probably  be 
selected  in  a  locality  where  the  price  of  land  is  not  high, 
and  the  amount  required  would  doubtless  be  small.  No 
body  of  men  can  be  effective  as  soldiers,  whatever  may 
be  their  efficiency  in  the  elements  of  military  tactics, 
without  some  experience  in  the  active  use  of  the  arm 
which  they  employ.  Few  men  can  acquire,  from  mere 
practice  of  the  manual  with  unloaded  muskets,  the  art  of 
loading  and  firing  at  an  object,  and  the  deficiency,  gen- 
erally, in  this  respect,  is  leading,  in  nearly  all  militia 
organizations  of  the  present  day,  to  the  establishment  of 
proper  facilities  for  this  exercise.  The  expense  attending 
the  practice,  except  for  ammunition,  is  usually  borne  by 
the  men  themselves.

ENROLLMENT. 


The  military  enrollment  shows  an  increase,  when  com- 
pared with  the  returns  of  last  year,  in  the  number  liable 
to  military  duty,  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number 
liable  to  pay  a  Commutation  Tax. 

The  number  of  Inactive  Militia  returned  by  my  pre- 
decessor was  55,441  ;  this  year  the  number  is  56,914,  an 
increase  of  473.  The  number  returned  as  liable  to  pay  a 
Commutation  Tax  of  $2  is  34,779,  against  34,898  last  year 
— a  decrease  of  1 19. 

The  Commutation  Tax  amounts  to  $69,558. 

Considering  the  depressed  state  of  business  in  October 
and  November  last,  when  the  enrollment  was  made,  and 
the  large  number  of  men  thrown  out  of  employment  and 
leaving  the  State  at  that  time,  the  enrollment  is,  I  think, 
very  satisfactory.

REPORTS 

OF    THE 

Brig.-General  and  the  Brigade  Inspector, 


The  report  of  Brig.-General  R.  B.  Craufurd  regarding 
the  condition  of  the  Brigade,  and  the  inspection  report 
of  Major  T.  A.  Barnes,  Brigade  Inspector,  I  take  pleas- 
ure in  submitting  herewith.

General: — The  law  reorganizing  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  provides  for  the  encampment  of  two 
regiments  only  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief.  The  two  regiments  not  ordered 
out  for  this  duty  are  required  to  assemble  in  the  fall  for 
one  day's  parade,  by  company  or  regiment,  as  the  Colonel 
may  direct.  If  assembled  by  regiment,  a  formal  review 
and  inspection  would  occupy  the  most  of  the  day,  leav- 
ing but  little  time  for  other  more  needed  exercises.  For 
this  reason,  I  did  not  order  an  inspection  of  these  regi- 
ments, and  consequently  no  report  has  been  forwarded 
based  upon  a  formal  review  under  arms. 

The  assembly  of  the  First  and  Third  Regiments  and 
the  two  sections  of  Artillery  at.Niantic,  in  September 
last,  was  the  first  Brigade  encampment  since  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  National  Guard,  and  the  second  since  its 
establishment  in  1864. 
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The  encampment  of  a  larger  body  of  our  State  soldiery 
than  one  regiment  was  thought  by  many  to  be  of  doubt- 
ful expediency,  and  the  ability  of  the  officers  to  enforce 
good  order  and  the  discipline  necessary  for  the  govern- 
ment of  so  large  a  number  of  men,  under  a  State  organ- 
ization, was  seriously  questioned ;  the  result,  however, 
proved  these  objections  to  be  groundless,  the  encamp- 
ment at  Niantic  being  fully  equal,  as  respects  good  order, 
discipline,  and  the  amount  of  work  accomplished,  to  that 
of  any  regimental  assembly  in  this  State  of  which  I  have 
had  any  knowledge  during  the  past  ten  years. 

The  Artillery — the  two  sections  forming  a  battery  of 
four  guns — under  command  of  Lieut.  Hadley,  senior  offi- 
cer of  sections,  was  skillfully  handled,  and  the  improve- 
ment in  drill  during  the  week  was  proof  of  the  ability  of 
Lieut.  Hadley  as  a  commander,  and  of  the  earnest 
endeavors  of  officers  and  men  to  reach  as  high  a  degree 
of  precision  in  drill  as  the  few  days  of  the  encampment 
would  permit. 

In  regard  to  this  arm  of  the  State  service,  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  both  sections  of  Artillery 
be  disbanded.  My  reasons  for  this  recommendation  are 
briefly  as  follows  : 

For  most  of  the  purposes  for  which  a  State  military 
force  would  be  required,  field  artillery  could  not  be  used. 
The  emergencies  demanding  the  intervention  of  the 
militia  in  a  State  are  usually  sudden  and  of  short  dura- 
tion, and  the  time  required  for  the  transportation  of  a 
battery  and  the  large  number  of  horses  needed  for  its  use, 
with  the  delay  that  must  necessarily  occur  in  procuring 
them,  would  in  all  probability  occupy  so  much  time  as  to 
prevent  its  reaching  a  distant  point  in  season  to  be  of  any 
service.  But  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  an  emergency 
arising  in  the  State  that  would  require  to  be  met  with 
this  arm.  The  precision,  range  and  rapidity  of  fire  of 
the  breech-loading  rifle  now  used  by  the  Infantry,  would 
be  a  far  more  effective  weapon  for  street  firing  than 
twelve-pounder  guns,  requiring  eight  horses  for  each  gun 
and   caisson,  and   more  room  for  maneuvering  than  city 
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streets  commonly  afford  ;  another  reason  for  this  recom- 
mendation is  the  recent  receipt  from  the  United  States  of 
four  Gatling  guns,  and  the  assignment  of  one  to  each 
regiment.  These  guns  will  more  than  supply  any  possi- 
ble need  occasioned  by  disbanding  the  Artillery,  and 
would  prove  far  more  formidable  for  use  within  the  limits 
of  a  city  or  town  than  mounted  batteries.  A  final  reason 
leading  me  to  recommend  the  disuse  of  Artillery  in  our 
State  service  is  its  cost.  The  expense  to  the  Quarter- 
master-General's department  of  maintaining  and  trans- 
porting the  two  sections  of  Artillery  is  greater  than  that 
of  an  entire  regiment  of  Infantry. 

For  these  reasons,  which  the  limits  of  this  communica- 
tion compel  me  very  briefly  to  state,  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  two  sections  of  Artillery  in  the  State 
service  be  disbanded,  and  the  men  belonging  thereto  be 
assigned  to  Infantry  companies  for  the  remainder  of  their 
term  of  service. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Colonel  Hamilton, 
and  the  Third,  Colonel  Ames,  forming  the  Brigade,  were 
commanded  by  able  and  intelligent  officers,  and  the  rank 
and  file  were  evidently  composed  of  men  representing  the 
better  class  of  our  citizens. 

The  labor  performed  by  officers  and  men  at  our  State 
encampments  is  much  greater  than  is  usually  demanded 
from  professional  soldiers  when  in  camp,  for  the  reason 
that  as  nearly  all  the  instruction  in  battalion  or  brigade 
movements  can  be  given  to  our  State  soldiery  only  at 
these  biennial  assemblies,  every  hour  not  positively 
needed  for  rest  is  appropriated  to  some  duty.  From  five 
to  six  hours  each  day  are  employed  in  company,  battalion 
and  brigade  drill,  which,  with  the  other  duties  and 
parades,  leave  but  little  unoccupied  time,  and  when  dress 
parade  closes  the  routine  of  daily  exercises,  rest  is  very 
generally  welcomed  by  all. 

The  following  movements  were  selected  for  brigade 
practice  during  the  encampment,  and  the  morning  bat- 
talion drills  were  made  with  a  view  to  their  execution. 

ist.  Opening  and  closing  ranks. 

2d.  Advance  and  retreat  in  line  of  battle. 
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3d.  General  alignment. 

4th.  Breaking  to  the  right  or  left  into  column  by  com- 
panies. 
5th.  Breaking  by  the  right  of  companies  or  divisions 

to  the  rear  into  column. 
6th.  Marching  in  column  of  companies  or  division  at 

full  distance. 
7th.  Marching  in  column  of  fours. 
8th.  Column  of  fours  front  into  line. 
9th.  Column  of  fours  front  into  line  on  2d  battalion. 
10th.  To  form  column  of  companies  and  divisions  from 

column  of  fours, 
nth.  Column  of  fours  to  and  on  the  right  or  left  into 

column  of  masses. 
12th.  Closing  and  opening  column. 
13th.  Column  by   companies  or  division,  right  or   left 

front  into  line. 
14th.  Column  of  masses  on  first  and  second  battalion. 
15th.  Line  of  masses  from  column  of  masses. 
16th.  Change  of  direction  by  right  and  left  flank. 
17th.  Passage  of  lines,  or  relieving  in  action. 
1 8th.  Oblique  squares. 

To  which  were  added  various  movements  by  battalion. 
The  assembly  by  battalion  for  one  day's  parade  of  the 
2d  and  4th  Regiments,  under  command  of  their  respec- 
tive Colonels,  took  place  in  September  within  their 
proper  district.  For  details  as  to  number,  equipments, 
&c,  of  these  regiments,  reference  is  respectfully  made  to 
the  official  reports  forwarded  by  Lieut. -Colonel  W.  R. 
Smith,  Asst.  Adjutant-General  of  Brigade. 

A  general  review  of  the  operation  and  condition  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard  for  the  past  year  shows  that 
in  number,  spirit  and  discipline  it  has  not  at  least  deterio- 
rated, and  may  be  safely  relied  on  in  case  of  need,  for  all 
the  purposes  for  which  a  well  organized  State  military 
force  may  be  required.

General  : — In  compliance  with  Section  57  of  the 
Militia  Law  of  this  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  of  a  personal  inspection  of  the  1st  and 
3d  Regiments  and  1st  and  2d  sections  Light  Artillery, 
C.  N.  G.,  made  at  Camp  Ingersoll,  East  Lyme,  Conn., 
Sept.  5th,  1873. 

The  camp,  which  was  laid  out  in  accordance  with  army 
regulations,  was  splendidly  located  on  a  large  level  tract 
of  land,  well  drained,  and  affording  room  for  the  tents  of 
both  regiments,  besides  furnishing  a  fine  field  for  battalion 
and  brigade  maneuvers. 

The  discipline  of  the  camp  was  good  and  well  main- 
tained throughout,  strict  attention  being  paid  by  both 
officers  and  men  to  the  rules  of  military  courtesy. 

The  arms  and  accoutrements  of  the  1st  Regiment  were 
found,  with  a  few  exceptions,  in  a  good  and  serviceable 
condition,  the  belts  being  clean  and  white,  and  the  plates 
bright  and  well  polished,  the  whole  showing  commend- 
able care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  both  officers  and 
men. 

The  arms  of  the  3d  Regiment  were  generally  in  good 
order,  being  clean  and  bright ;  the  accoutrements,  how- 
ever, were  not  found  in  as  good  condition,  many  of  the 
belts  being  very  foul  and  dirty,  and  the  plates  dull  and 
tarnished.  Two  or  three  of  the  companies,  however, 
were  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  their  belts  and  plates 
being  in  a  much  better  and  cleaner,  though  not  perfect, 
condition. 

In  some  instances  the  equipments  showed  care,  but 
either  from  a  lack  of  proper  material,  or  the  want  of 
knowledge  how  to  apply  the  same,  the  belts  did  not  pre- 
sent the  smooth,  clean  appearance  that  they  should. 

The  clothing  of  the  officers  and  men  in  both  regiments 
was  in  excellent  order  and  repair,  and  showed  that  care 
had  been  taken  in  its  preservation. 
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The  regimental  and  company  books  issued  by  the 
State,  as  far  as  submitted  for  inspection,  were  in  good 
order,  and  generally  well  and  neatly  kept,  and  all  showed 
a  desire  to  make  them  as  perfect  as  possible.  The  books 
and  records  at  the  ist  Regiment  headquarters  and  of  Co. 
"  F."  of  the  same  regiment,  were  especially  well  and  thor- 
oughly kept,  being  models  of  neatness  and  order. 

The  quarters  of  the  men  were  kept  in  a  neat  and  clean 
condition,  the  company  and  regimental  streets  being  well 
cleaned  and  the  whole  camp  thoroughly  policed. 

The  guard  duty  in  both  regiments  was  generally  well 
and  faithfully  performed,  the  sentinels  paying  strict  atten- 
tion to  their  orders  and  instructions. 

The  two  sections  of  Light  Artillery,  which  at  this 
camp  were  brought  together  as  a  Battery  for  the  first 
time  since  the  reorganization  of  the  C.  N.  G.,  were  pleas- 
antly located  a  few  rods  in  the  rear  of  the  main  camp. 
In  this  portion  of  the  camp,  as  in  the  others,  strict  disci- 
pline was  enforced,  and  the  men  under  the  instructions  of 
the  Lieutenant  in  command,  made  rapid  and  commenda- 
ble progress  in  the  school  of  the  Battery. 

The  arms  and  accoutrements  of  the  men  and  the  equip- 
ments of  both  sections  were  found  to  be  in  good  order 
and  well  preserved ;  the  white  belts,  however,  in  some 
cases,  were  considerably  soiled,  owing  to  the  lack  of 
proper  material  for  cleaning  and  whitening  the  same. 
The  clothing  of  officers  and  men  was  of  good  quality  and 
in  good  condition  and  repair.  Only  a  portion  of  the 
books  and  records  were  submitted  for  inspection ;  this 
portion,  however,  showed  evidences  of  care  and  attention. 

In  closing,  I  would  state  that  during  the  entire  encamp- 
ment there  was  manifested  on  the  part  of  both  officers 
and  men  an  earnest  desire  to  profit  by  the  drills  and 
instruction,  and  a  determination  of  reaching  a  high  and 
perfect  standard  of  military  proficiency.

W.  Miner  of  Company  D,  re- 
quested to  be  excused  from  examination  for  the  reasons, 
that,  having-  been  recently  appointed,  and  their  time  since 
their  appointment  so  fully  occupied  with  necessary  prep- 
aration for  this  encampment,  they  had  not  sufficient  time 
to  study  the  Tactics  and  prepare  themselves  for  examina- 
tion. This  Board  considered  the  reasons  sufficient,  and 
they  were  accordingly  excused  until  the  next  examina- 
tion. 

Second  Lieut.  John  Connell,  Company  H,  did  not  ap- 
pear, neither  did  he  send  any  message  to  this  Board  asking 
to  be  excused. 

Your  Board  regret  being  obliged  to  say  that  we  did  not 
find  such  progress  on  the  part  of  the  officers  examined  by 
us  as  we  had  reason  to  expect,  judging  from  the  result  of 
our  former  examinations.  Many  of  the  above  named 
officers  had  been  examined  by  this  Board  previous  to 
promotion  to  their  present  respective  positions,  and  in 
almost  every  such  instance  the  present  examination  has 
compared  unfavorably  with  the  former. 

On  drill  the  officers  appeared  to  discharge  their  duties 
well,  but  at  examination  it  was  evident  that  the  book  of 
Tactics  had  been  rarely  studied,  and  there  is  great  reason 
to  fear  that,  unless  this  apparent  neglect  of  study  be  rem- 
edied, the  National  Guard  will  not  become  what  it  may 
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and  ought  to  be,  with  its  advantages,  viz.,  superior  to  any 
military  organization  in  the  country  save  the  Regular 
Army. 

As  the  officers  appear,  without  exception,  to  be  men  of 
superior  intellectual  abilities  and  social  standing,  we  are 
confident  that  there  is  no  danger  of  deterioration  in  the 
usefulness  and  competency  of  our  National  Guard,  save 
by  their  lack  of  interest  and  study.  We  may  be  unrea- 
sonably apprehensive,  but  have  deemed  it  our  duty  to 
report  our  opinions  fully  as  suggested  in  your  order.

Pay-rolls  recently  submitted  to  the  Adjutant-General 
for  approval  have  been  found  incorrect  in  the  following 
particulars : 

In  some  instances  the  names  of  enlisted  men  have  been 
signed  to  the  rolls,  substitutes  having  taken  their  places 
on  parade  ;  in  other  instances  the  names  of  enlisted  men 
have  been  signed  by  proxy  ;  and  in  still  other  instances, 
rolls  have  been  filled  out  and  signed  for  more  men  than 
paraded  with  the  company. 

The  Paymaster  General  will  hereafter  decline  to  pay 
any  roll  unless  it  be  a  correct  list  of  enlisted  men,  who 
appeared  at  parade  and  performed  duty,  the  roll  being 
signed  by  the  men  in  their  own  hand-writing,  or  in  case 
a  man  cannot  write  his  name,  by  his  mark,  attested  by  a 
competent  witness. 
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The  Muster  Pay-rolls,  when  signed,  constitute  vouchers 
for  the  payment  of  money,  and  unless  they  are  made  and 
signed  in  conformity  with  law  are  useless. 

To  insure  uniformity  and  regularity  in  the  preparation 
and  signing  of  pay-rolls,  Commanding  Officers  of  Com- 
panies will  have  the  Muster  Pay-rolls  made  out  before  the 
parade,  the  name  of  every  man  in  the  company  appearing 
on  the  roll ;  those  who  parade  will  sign  their  names  on 
the  day  of  the  parade,  before  the  dismissal  of  the  com- 
pany, either  before  or  after  the  parade,  and  the  proper 
excuse  will  be  entered  against  the  names  of  all  men  who 
do  not  appear  and  perform  duty.

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BUREAU  OF  CLAIMS. 

The  business  of  this  department  of  the  office  is  of 
considerable  importance,  and  the  constant  changes  in  the 
pension  and  bounty  laws  open  up  many  new  claims  every 
year. 

In  order  to  show  the  great  value  of  this  Bureau  to  the 
soldiers  of  the  State,  their  widows  and  heirs,  I  have 
thought  it  advisable  to  give  herewith  a  summary  of  the 
work  accomplished. 

The  Bureau  was  established  in  November,  1864,  and  I 
find  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Report  for  1869,  it  was 
estimated  that  at  that  time  the  sum  of  $100,000  had  been 
saved  to  applicants  for  pensions,  bounties,  etc. 

The  amount  of  money  collected  and  paid  to  claimants 
is  over  $800,000,  and  in  collecting  this  large  amount  of 
money  there  have  been  5,852  claims  presented,  and  of  that 
number  5,065  have  been  granted.

During  the  present  session  of  Congress  twenty-six  bills 
have  been  introduced  relating  to  pensions  and  bounties. 
Among  the  bills  introduced  and  reported  favorably  upon 
by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  is  one  to 
equalize  the  bounties  of  soldiers  who  served  in  the  late 
war.  This  bill  proposes  to  give  each  non-commissioned 
officer,  private,  &c,  who  served  as  such  in  the  Army  of 
the  United  States,  and  was  honorably  discharged,  the 
sum  of  eight  and  one-third  dollars  a  month  for  all  the 
time  such  soldier  actually  served,  deducting  all  bounties 
already  paid  under  the  provisions  of  any  United  States  or 
State  law. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  sent  an  order  to  the 
Fourth  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  requiring  that  officer  to 
pay  the  amounts  of  prize  and  bounty  money  due  for  the 
capture  of  New  Orleans  and  the  destruction  of  the  ene- 
mies' ships.  The  total  amount  of  prize  money  is  $530,000, 
and  $200,000  additional  bounty  for  the  destruction  of  the 
enemies'  vessels.  There  were  44  United  States  ships  of 
war  that  took  part  in  the  capture,  and  the  list  of  vessels 
named  in  the  decree  of  the  Court  as  entitled  to  the 
money  is  as  follows  :

— Harriet 
Lane,  Owasco,  John  P.  Jackson,  Norfolk  Packet,  Para,  Arietta,  Sophronia, 
Orvetta,  Horace  Beals,  Sarah  Bruen,  Sea  Foam,  Dan  Smith,  Westfield,  Miama, 
Clifton,  O.  H.  Lee,  C.  P.  Williams,  William  Bacon,  T.  H.  Ward,  George

This  office  is  now  receiving  and  forwarding  claims 
under  the  above  order. 
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A  bill  has  been  introduced  into  Congress,  by  Senator 
Buckingham,  and  has  already  passed  the  Senate,  giving 
the  members  of  the  5th  Regiment,  Conn.  Vols.,  who  served 
less  than  two  years,  the  bounty,  which  the  Act  of 
April  22d,  1872,  was  expected  to  give  them,  but  which 
was  construed  by  the  Second  Auditor  as  not  to  include 
that  regiment.  As  the  bill  has  already  once  passed  the 
House,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt  about  its  final  pas- 
sage, when  it  is  reported  from  the  Military  Committee. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  general  business  of  the  office  does  not  diminish,  the 
soldiers  of  the  late  war  still  calling  very  largely  for  Tes- 
timonials, Certificates  of  Service,  and  various  information 
from  the  muster  rolls  of  their  Regiment. 

The  number  of  General  and  Special  Orders  issued  dur- 
ing the  year  relating  to  the  National  Guard,  is  ninety -four 
(94),  of  which  seven  (7)  were  General  and  eighty-seven 
(87)  Special  Orders,  with  an  average  of  eight  (8)  copies  to 
each  order,  making  a  total  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two 
(752)  orders. 

I  desire  to  mention  with  special  commendation  the  gen- 
tlemen connected  directly  with  the  duties  of  my  office, — 
Lieut.-Colonel  Simeon  J.  Fox,  Assistant  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Mr.  O'Brien,  clerk  in  the  department  of  Claims 
and  Pensions,  and  Messrs.  Stiles  and  VVhittelsey,  clerks. 
Their  faithful  and  regular  attendance  to  all  their  duties 
is  made  more  effective  by  the  experience  of  several  years' 
service,  and  the  intimate  knowledge  which  they  have  thus 
gained  of  the  work  and  records  of  this  branch  of  the  pub- 
lic service.

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An  Act  in  Relation  to  Bounties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  volunteer,  non-commissioned 
officer,  private,  musician  and  artificer,  who  enlisted  into  the  military  of  the 
United  States,  prior  to  Juiy  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
under  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  May  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  the  orders  of  the  War  Department 
issued  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  was  actually  mustered  before  August 
sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  into  any  regiment,  company,  or  bat- 
tery, which  was  accepted  by  the  War  Department  under  such  proclamation 
and  orders,  shall  be  paid  the  full  bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  said  proclamation  and  orders  of  the  War  Department  in  force 
at  the  time  of  such  enlistment,  and  prior  to  July  twenty-second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one  ;  Provided,  That  the  same  has  not  already  been  paid. 

Approved,  April  22,  1872. 

The  foregoing-  Act  refers  only  to  those  soldiers  who 
were  enlisted  and  actually  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  before  July  22d,  1861,  and  did  not  re- 
ceive at  the  time  of  their  discharge  a  bounty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars.  At  present  only  the  original  members  of 
the  4th  Regiment  C.  V.  (afterward  1st  Regiment  Conn. 
Art.  Vols.)  come  within  the  law.  Any  members  of  that 
regiment  who  enlisted  previous  to  July  22d,  1861,  and, 
having  served  less  than  two  years,  were  refused  the 
bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  can  now  make  application 
for  the  same. 

It  was  also  supposed  that  the  members  of  the  5th  Regi- 
ment C.  V.  were  entitled  to  this  bountv,  but  the  Second 
Auditor  of  the  Treasury  has  decided  against  them  ;  it  is 
probable  that  the  present  Congress  will  so  amend  the  law 
that  members  of  the  5th  Regiment  who  served  less  than 
two  years  will  get  their  bounty. 


An  Act  to  place  colored  persons  who  enlisted  in  the 
Army  on  the  same  footing  as  other  soldiers,  as  to  bounty 
and  pensions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  colored  persons  who  enlisted  in 
the  Army  during  the  late  war,  and  who  are  now  prohibited  from  receiving 
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bounty  and  pension  on  account  of  being  borne  on  the   rolls  of  their  regi- 
ments as  "  slaves,"  shall  be  placed  on  the  same  footing,  as  to  bounty  and 
pension,  as  though  they  had  not  been  slaves  at  the  date  of  their  enlistment. 
Approved,  March  3,  1873. 

The  intention  of  this  law  will  be  readily  seen.  In  this 
State  it  refers  to  those  soldiers  of  the  29th  and  30th  Reg- 
iments C.  V.  who  were  borne  on  the  rolls  of  their  regi- 
ments as  slaves,  and  were  therefore  denied  bounties. 
Any  colored  soldiers  who  were  unable  to  collect  their 
bounties  because  they  had  been  slaves,  can  now  make 
application  and  collect  the  same  through  this  office. 


An  Act  to  prevent  the  Retention  of  Soldiers'  Dis- 
charges by  Claim  Agents  and  Attorneys. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  claim  agent,  attorney,  or  other 
person  engaged  in  collection  of  claims  for  pay,  bounty,  pension,  or  other  al- 
lowance for  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  for  any  commissioned  officer  of 
the  military  or  naval  forces,  or  who  may  have  been  a  soldier,  sailor,  marine, 
or  officer  of  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  honor- 
ably discharged,  who  shall  retain,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  or  shall  refuse  to  deliver  or  account  for  the  same  upon  de- 
mand duly  made  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  by  their  agents  or  attor- 
ney, the  discharge  papers  or  land  warrant  of  any  such  soldier,  sailor,  or 
marine,  or  commissioned  officer,  which  may  have  been  placed  in  his  hands 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  such  claims,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  shall  thereafter  be  debarred  from  prosecuting 
any  such  claim  in  any  executive  department  of  the  Government. 

Approved,  May  21,  1872. 

Under  the  above  Act  soldiers  can  prosecute  attorneys 
and  claim  agents  for  their  discharges  when  wrongfully 
retained. 


An  Act  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  furnish  a 
duplicate  certificate  of  discharge  where  the  same  has 
been  lost. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  whenever  satisfactory  proof  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  War  Department  that  any  non-commissioned  officer  or 
private  soldier  who  served  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  war 
against  the  rebellion,  has  lost  his  certificate  of  discharge,  or  the  same  has 
been  destroyed  without  his  privity  or  procurement,  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall  be  authorized  to  furnish,  on  request,  to  such  non-commissioned  officer 
or  private,  a  duplicate  of  such  certificate  of  discharge,  to  be  indelibly  marked 
so  that  it  may  be  known  as  a  duplicate  ;  Provided,  such  certificate  shall  not 
be  accepted  as  a  voucher  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against  the  United 
States  for  pay,  bounty,  or  other  allowance,  or  as  evidence  in  any  other  case. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Army  regulations  now  in  force  are  hereby  modified  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Approved,  March  3,  1873. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  furnishing  artificial  limbs  to 
disabled  soldiers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  soldier  who  was  disabled  dur- 
ing the  late  war  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  who  was  furnished 
by  the  War  Department  with  an  artificial  limb,  or  apparatus  for  resection, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  new  limb  or  apparatus  as  soon  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  as  the  same  can  be  practically  (practicably)  furnished,  and 
the  expiration  of  every  five  years  thereafter,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army ;  Provided,  That  the  soldier 
may,  if  he  so  elect,  receive,  instead  of  said  limb  or  apparatus,  the  money 
value  thereof,  at  the  following  rates,  viz  :  for  artificial  legs,  seventy-five  dol- 
lars ;  for  arms,  fifty  dollars  ;  for  feet,  fifty  dollars  ;  for  apparatus  for  resection, 
fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Surgeon  General  shall  certify  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  a  list  of  all  soldiers  who  have  elected  to 
receive  money  commutation  instead  of  limbs  or  apparatus,  with  the  amount 
due  to  each,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
paid  to  such  soldiers  in  the  same  manner  as  pensions  are  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  paid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  soldier  who  lost  a  limb  during 
the  late  war,  but  from  the  nature  of  his  injury  was  not  able  to  use  an  artificial 
limb,  and  consequently  receive  none  from  the  Government,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  this  act  and  shall  receive  money  commutation  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided. 

Approved,  June  17,  1870. 

The  Act  approved  June  30,  1870,  extends  the  benefits 
of  the  previous  Act  to  "  all  officers,  soldiers,  seamen  and 
marines  disabled  in   the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
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United  States,"  in  the  same  manner  as  the  earlier  stat- 
utes ;  that  is,  to  officers  not  above  the  rank  of  Captain  in 
the  army  and  Lieutenant  in  the  navy,  and  allows  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  place  where  the  limb  is  to  be 
fitted. 

The  Act  approved  July  u,  1870,  devolves  the  expenses 
of  furnishing  these  limbs  upon  the  Pension  appropriations. 

Applications  should  be  made  by  officers  of  the  army 
and  soldiers  direct  to  the  Surgeon-General,  from  whose 
office  the  necessary  blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request ; 
officers  of  the  navy  and  seamen  should  apply  for  blanks 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
Navy  Department,  Washington. 

Upon  applications  for  limbs  in  kind,  orders  will  be  given 
by  the  Surgeon-General  upon  any  manufacturer  selected, 
who  shall  have  filed  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars,  with  two  sureties,  to  furnish  good  and  satisfactory 
limbs,  without  extra  charges  to  the  soldier,  and  make 
good  for  five  years  all  defects  of  material  or  workman- 
ship without  additional  charge,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the 
inspection  of  such  persons  as  the  Surgeon-General  may 
designate. 

Orders  for  transportation  will  also  be  furnished  upon  a 
written  request  addressed  to  the  Surgeon-General ;  but 
should  not  be  applied  for  until  the  limb  is  nearly  com- 
pleted and  ready  to  be  fitted. 

The  limb  or  apparatus  will  be  delivered  in  the  presence 
of  the  Board  of  Pension  Examining  Surgeons  at  the  place 
of  fitting,  the  President  of  which  will  judge  whether  it  is 
satisfactory,  and  certify  to  the  accounts  of  the  manufac- 
turer. 

Each  person  on  receiving  actual  transportation  will 
sign  and  deliver  up  his  transportation  order  to  the  author- 
ized agent  of  the  railroad  or  other  carrier,  who  will  make 
out  and  certify  to  duplicate  accounts  therefor,  and  for- 
ward them  to  this  office. 

Application  for  commutation  will  be  certified  by  the 
Surgeon-General,  and  transmitted  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  for  payment  through  the  local  pension  agents. 
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The  application  should  be  certified  by  the  pension  agent 
and  have  all  its  blanks  distinctly  filled  out  before  being 
sent  to  this  office. 

The  five  years  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  June  17,  1870, 
is  reckoned  from  the  date  of  the  order  or  certificate  of 
the  Surgeon-General. 

Those  who  received  orders  for  artificial  limbs  dated  on 
or  before  June  16,  1870,  are  held  entitled  to  have  those 
orders  filled,  and  also  to  claim  under  the  recent  acts. 
Orders  on  or  after  June  17,  1870,  will  be  reckoned  under 
the  act  of  that  date,  and  no  person  will  be  held  entitled 
to  receive  two  orders  or  their  equivalents  for  the  same 
injury,  within  the  period  of  five  years,  prescribed  by  law. 

Applications  will  be  received  where  there  has  been  no 
actual  amputation  or  resection,  in  cases  of  anchylosis, 
paralysis,  or  other  lesion  of  the  limbs,  where  the  injury  is 
of  a  kind  to  be  relieved  by  a  mechanical  appliance,  and  of 
such  extent  as  to  form  the  basis  for  an  invalid  pension. 

An  affidavit  is  of  no  validity  unless  taken  before  a 
notary  public  or  clerk  of  court  having  an  official  seal,  or 
is  certified  under  the  seal  of  a  court  of  record. 

The  forms  and  instructions  furnished  are  so  full  and 
carefully  prepared  that  no  attorney  or  agent  is  believed 
to  be  necessary  in  any  case. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  furnishing  trusses  to  disabled 
soldiers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  A?nerica,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  soldier  of  the  Union  Army  who 
was  ruptured  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  during  the  late  war  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  rebellion,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  single  or  double  truss  of 
such  style  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States 
Army  as  the  best  suited  for  such  disability. 

Sec  2.  That  application  for  such  truss  shall  be  made  by  the  ruptured  sol- 
dier to  an  examining  surgeon  for  pensions,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
such  applicant,  and  for  every  such  applicant  found  to  have  a  rupture  or 
hernia,  shall  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Surgeon-General  an  application  for 
such  truss,  without  charge  to  the  soldier. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States  Army  is  hereby 
authorized   and   directed    to   purchase   and   procure  the  number  of  trusses 
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which  may  be  required  for  distribution  to  such  disabled  soldiers,  at  a  price 
not  greater  than  the  same  are  sold  to  the  trade  at  wholesale  ;  and  the  cost  of 
the  same  shall  be  paid,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Surgeon-General,  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
Approved,  May  28,  1872. 


REGARDING  HOMESTEADS    FOR   SOLDIERS 
AND    SAILORS. 

There  has  been  considerable  enquiry  from  soldiers  in 
regard  to  their  land  warrants,  and  many  to-day  are  not 
informed  regarding  this  matter. 

Congress  has  never  passed  any  act  giving  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  late  war  any  land  warrants,  but  there  were 
passed  by  the  last  Congress  two  acts  regarding  home- 
steads for  soldiers  and  sailors.  The  acts  referred  to  I 
hereto  append  ;  also  a  synopsis  of  the  same,  which  will 
be  better  understood,  and  a  list  of  the  United  States  Land 
Offices  and  their  location. 

The  Homestead  Law  of  1862  grants  to  every  person  21 
years  of  age,  or  the  head  of  a  family,  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  Government  lands  (or  if  within  the  limits 
of  a  Railroad  land  grant,  eighty  acres — lands  within  these 
limits  being  considered  worth  twice  as  much  as  lands  out- 
side,) on  settlement  for  live  years,  and  payment  of  land 
office  fees,  amounting  to  $14. 

The  law  of  1870  allows  every  honorably  discharged 
officer,  soldier  or  sailor,  of  the  United  States,  who  served 
ninety  days  or  more,  during  the  war  for  the  suppression 
of  the  rebellion,  to  enter  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
(instead  of  eighty  acres  allowed  to  citizens,)  within  the 
railroad  limits,  but  they  must  pay  double  land  office  fees, 
or  $28. 

The  law  of  1872  allows  such  soldiers  and  sailors,  or 
their  widows  and  minor  heirs,  a  deduction  (to  the  extent 
of  at  most  four  years)  for  their  term  of  service  in  the  army 
or  navy,  from  the  time  required  for  settlement  under  the 
Homestead  Act.  That  is,  a  service  of  three  years  entitles 
a  man  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  within  the 
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railroad  limits,  after  settlements  of  two  years  and  pay- 
ment of  $28  land  office  fees.  A  discharge  for  wounds 
received  or  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  enti- 
tles the  holder  to  a  deduction  for  the  whole  term  for 
which  he  enlisted. 

The  last  named  law  gives  the  privilege  to  ex-soldiers 
and  sailors,  accorded  to  no  other  class  of  settlers,  of 
making  their  entry  at  the  land  office  by  agent,  and  allows 
six  months  from  the  date  of  such  entry  before  personal 
settlement. 


An  Act  to  enable  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors,  their  widows  and  orphan  children,  to  acquire 
homesteads  on  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  private  soldier  and  officer 
who  has  served  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  during  the  recent  rebellion, 
for  ninety  days  or  more,  and  who  was  honorably  discharged,  and  has  re- 
mained loyal  to  the  government,  including  the  troops  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  the  third  section  of  an  act  entitled 
an  act  making  appropriations  for  completing  the  defenses  of  Washington, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  February  13,  1862  ;  and  every  seaman, 
marine,  and  officer  who  has  served  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
marine  corps,  during  the  rebellion,  for  ninety  days,  and  who  was  honorably 
discharged,  and  has  remained  loyal  to  the  government,  shall,  on  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  secure  homesteads  to  actual 
settlers  on  the  public  domain,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  as  hereinafter 
modified,  be  entitled  to  enter  upon  and  receive  patents  for  a  quantity  of  pub- 
lic lands,  (not  mineral,)  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  one 
quarter  section,  to  be  taken  in  compact  form,  according  to  legal  sub- 
divisions, including  the  alternate  reserved  sections  for  public  lands  along  the 
line  of  any  railroad  or  other  public  work,  not  otherwise^reserved  or  appro- 
priated, and  other  lands  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead  laws  of  the 
United  States ;  Provided,  That  said  homestead  settler  shall  be  allowed  six 
months  after  locating  his  homestead  within  which  to  commence  his  settle- 
ment and  improvement ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  time  which  the  home- 
stead settler  shall  have  served  in  the  army,  navy,  or  marine  corps  aforesaid, 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  heretofore  required  to  perfect  title,  or  if 
discharged  on  account  of  wounds  received,  or  disability  incurred  in  the  line 
of  duty,  then  the  term  of  enlistment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  hereto- 
fore required  to  perfect  title,  without  reference  to  the  length  of  time  he  may 
have  served  ;  Provided,  however,  That  no  patent  shall  be  issued  to  any  home- 
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stead  settler  who  has  not  resided  upon,  improved  and  cultivated  his  said 
homestead  for  the  period  of  at  least  one  year  after  he  shall  commence  his  im- 
provements as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
section,  to  enter  a  homestead,  who  may  have  heretofore  entered  under  the 
homestead  law  a  quantity  of  land  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
shall  be  permitted  to  enter,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  much  land  as, 
when  added  to  the  quantity  previously  entered,  shall  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  the  case  of  death  of  any  person  who  would  be  entitled  to  a 
homestead  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  his  widow  if 
unmarried,  or  in  case  of  her  death  or  marriage,  then  his  minor  orphan  chil- 
dren, by  a  guardian  duly  appointed  and  officially  accredited  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  enumerated  in  this 
act:  Provided,  That  if  such  person  died  during  his  term  of  enlistment, 
the  whole  term  of  his  enlistment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  here- 
inbefore required  to  perfect  the  title. 

Sec.  4.  That  where  a  party,  at  the  date  of  his  entry  of  a  tract  of  land  under 
the  homestead  laws,  or  subsequently  thereto,  was  actually  enlisted  and  em- 
ployed in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  his  services  therein  shall,  in 
the  administration  of  said  homestead  laws,  be  construed  to  be  equivalent,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  to  a  residence  for  the  same  length  of  time  upon  the 
tract  so  entered  ;  Provided,  That  if  his  entry  has  been  canceled  by  reason  of 
his  absence  from  said  tract,  while  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  such  tract  has  not  been  disposed  of,  his  entry  shall  be  re- 
stored and  confirmed  ;  and  provided  farther,  That  if  such  tract  has  been  dis- 
posed of,  said  party  may  enter  another  tract,  subject  to  entry  under  said  laws, 
and  his  right  for  a  patent  therefor  shall  be  determined  by  the  proofs  touching 
his  residence  and  cultivation  of  the  first  tract,  and  his  absence  therefrom  in 
such  service. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  soldier,  sailor,  marine,  officer,  or  other  person  coming 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act  may,  as  well  by  an  agent  as  in  person,  enter 
upon  said  homestead  ;  Provided,  That  said  claimant,  in  person,  shall,  within 
the  time  prescribed,  commence  settlements  and  improvements  on  the  same, 
and  thereafter  fill  all  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  have 
authority  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Approved,  April  4,  1872. 


An  Act   to   amend    an    Act   relating  to  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Homesteads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  Ai7ierica,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  enable 
honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors,  their  widows  and  orphan  children, 
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to  acquire  homesteads  on   the  public  lands  of  the   United   States,"  approved 
April  4,  1872,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

That  every  private  soldier  and  officer  who  has  served  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  during  the  recent  rebellion,  for  ninety  days  or  more,  and  who 
was  honorably  discharged,  and  has  remained  loyal  to  the  government,  in- 
cluding the  troops  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  by  virtue 
of  the  third  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for 
completing  the  defenses  of  Washington,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
February  13,  1862,  and  every  seaman,  marine,  and  officer  who  has  served  in 
the  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  marine  corps,  during  the  rebellion, 
for  ninety  days,  and  who  was  honorably  discharged,  and  has  remained  loyal 
to  the  government,  shall,  on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  secure  homesteads  to  actual  settlers  on  the  public  domain,"  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  as  hereinafter  modified,  be  entitled  to  enter 
upon  and  receive  patents  for  a  quantity  of  public  lands  (not  mineral),  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  one  quarter  section,  to  be  taken 
in  compact, form,  according  to  legal  subdivisions,  including  the  alternate  re- 
served sections  of  public  lands  along  the  line  of  anj'  railroad  or  other  public 
work,  not  otherwise  reserved  or  appropriated,  and  other  lands  subject  to  en- 
try under  the  homestead  laws  of  the  United  States  ;  Provided,  That  said 
homestead  settler  shall  be  allowed  six  months,  after  locating  his  homestead 
and  filing  his  declarator}'  statement,  within  which  to  make  his  entry  and 
commence  his  settlement  and  improvement ;  and  provided  also,  that  the 
time  which  the  homestead  settler  shall  have  served  in  the  army,  navy,  or 
marine  corps  aforesaid,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  heretofore  required 
to  perfect  title.'or  if  discharged  on  account  of  wounds  received,  or  disability 
incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  then  the  term  of  enlistment  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  time  heretofore  required  to  perfect  title,  without  reference  to  the 
length  of  time  he  may  have  served  ;  Provided,  however,  That  no  patent  shall 
issue  to  any  homestead  settler  who  has  not  resided  upon,  improved  and  cul- 
tivated his  said  homestead  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  after  he  shall 
commence  his  improvements  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
section,  to  enter  a  homestead,  who  may  have  heretofore  entered,  under  the 
homestead  laws,  a  quantity  of  land  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
shall  be  permitted  to  enter,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  much  land 
contiguous  to  the  tract  embraced  in  the  first  entry  as,  when  added  to  the 
quantity  previously  entered,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  person  who  would  be  entitled 
to  a  homestead,  and  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  his 
widow,  if  unmarried,  or  in  case  of  her  death  or  marriage,  then  his  minor 
orphan  children,  by  a  guardian  duly  appointed  and  officially  accredited  at 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  enumer- 
ated in  this  act,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  as  to  settlement  and  improve- 
ments therein  contained  ;  Provided,  That  if  such  person  died  during  his 
term  of  enlistment,  the  whole  term  of  his  enlistment  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  time  hereinbefore  required  to  perfect  the  title. 

Sec.  4.  That  where  a  party,  at  the  date  of  his  entry  of  a  tract  of  land  under 
the  homestead  laws,  or  subsequently  thereto,  was  actually  enlisted  and  em- 
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ployed  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  his  services  therein  shall, 
in  the  administration  of  said  homestead  laws,  be  construed  to  be  equivalent, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  to  a  residence  for  the  same  length  of  time  upon 
the  tract  so  entered  ;  Provided,  That  if  his  entry  had  been  canceled  by  reason 
of  his  absence  from  said  tract  while  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  such  tract  has  not  been  disposed  of,  his  entry  shall  be  re- 
stored ;  and  provided,  further,  That  if  such  tract  has  been  disposed  of,  said 
party  may  enter  another  tract,  subject  to  entry  under  said  laws  ;  and  his 
right  to  a  patent  therefor  may  be  determined  by  the  proofs  touching  his  resi- 
dence and  cultivation  of  the  first  tract,  and  his  absence  therefrom  in  such 
service. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  soldier,  sailor,  marine,  officer,  or  other  person  coming 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  as  well  by  an  agent  as  in  person,  en- 
ter upon  said  homestead  by  filing  a  declaratory  statement  as  in  pre-emption 
cases  ;  Provided,  That  said  claimant,  in  person,  shall,  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed, make  his  actual  entry,  commence  settlements  and  improvements  on 
the  same,  and,  thereafter,  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  have 
authority  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
to  be  holden  at  New  Haven,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  May, 
1874: 

Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  law,  the  undersigned 
respectfully  presents  the  accompanying  tables  of  births,  mar- 
riages, deaths,  and  divorces,  for  the  year  ending  with  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1873. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  registered  in  1873  is  again  the  highest  ever 
reported,  being  14,087,  a  gain  of  282  over  the  previous  year, 
and  forty-two  and  a  half  per  cent,  more  than  were  returned 
in  1863.  The  increase  in  the  counties  of  New  Haven  and 
Fairfield  slightly  exceeds  the  gain  in  the  whole  state  in  1873. 
The  county  of  Hartford  fell  off  one  hundred  and  eleven,  and 
it  is  singular  that  this  deficiency  was  almost  entirely  of  female 
births,  the  male  births  only  wanting  three  of  equalling  those 
in  1872.  The  county  of  Litchfield  gained  one  hundred  and 
six,  but  the  male  births  there  were  fourteen  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  while  the  female  births  exceeded  those  in  1872 
by  one  hundred  and  twelve.  Litchfield  county  was  the  only 
one  where  the  number  of  males  born  was  less  than  that  of 
females. 

In  the  whole  state,  of  13,984  births  where  the  sex  was 
stated,  7,325  were  of  males,  and  6,659  of  females,  or  in  the 
ratio  of  110  of  the  former,  to  each  100  of  the  latter,  or  52.38 
males  and  47.62  females  in  each  one  hundred. 


In  last  year's  report  I  remarked  that  the  town  of  Bridge- 
port, with  but  little  more  than  half  the  population  of  Hartford, 
returned  more  births  in  1871  and  1872  than  did  the  latter 
town.  *  In  1873,  the  difference  was  still  greater,  for  Bridge- 
port reported  1,082  births,  while  the  number  returned  by 
Hartford  was  but  939.  According  to  the  returns  of  births 
compared  with  the  census  of  1870,  the  birth  rate  of  the  ten 
towns  having  a  population  of  9,500  and  upwards  was  highest 
in  Bridgeport  and  lowest  in  New  London.  The  difference  is, 
however,  at  least  in  part,  probably  due  to  more  or  less  care  in 
registration. 

The  greatest  number  of  births  in  any  one  month  was  in 
SejDtember,  and  nextly  in  January  and  July.  The  fewest 
births  occurred  in  April.  More  males  were  born  in  August, 
and  more  females  in  January  and  September.  In  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year  were  born  3,601  ;  in  the  second, 
3,293  ;  in  the  third,  3,738,  and  in  the  fourth,  3,421.  There' 
were  265  more  born  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  than  in  the 
former,  and  the  difference  in  favor  of  the  male  births  was 
most  marked  in  the  third  quarter,  and  least  in  the  second. 

The  gain  to  the  population  by  natural  increase,  or  the  ex- 
cess of  births  over  deaths,  was  4,265. 

There  were  152  cases  of  plurality  births,  of  which  24  were 
in  Hartford  county  ;  42  in  New  Haven  county  ;  15  in  New 
London  county  ;  30  in  Fairfield  county ;  13  in  Windham 
county  ;  16  in  Litchfield  county ;  7  in  Middlesex  county, 
and  5  in  Tolland  county.  Among  the  plurality  births  two 
cases  of  triplets  were  noted. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  reported  as  114, 
being  one  out  of  every  123.57  births.  In  Hartford  county 
occurred  22  of  these  ;  in  New  Haven  county  34  ;  in  New  Lon- 
•don  county  18  ;  in  Fairfield  county  19  ;  in  Windham  county 
9  ;  in  Litchfield  county  7  ;  in  Middlesex  county  4  ;  and  in 
Tolland  county  one.  The  aggregate  is  fifteen  less  than  in 
1872. 

Of  colored  children  were  born  247,  of  whom  122  were 
males,  109  females,  and  of  16  the  sex  was  not  indicated. 
The  number  is  greater  than  in  either  of  the  last  "twelve  years, 
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with  the  exception  of  1872,  and  it  exceeds  the  deaths  of  the 
colored  population  by  40.

The  registration  of  births  in  this  state  is  very  deficient  in 
this,  that  many  of  the  certificates  returned  do  not  contain  the 
given  name  of  the  child.  One  registrar  writes  that  of  eighty- 
eight  certificates  but  twelve  contained  the  child's  name. 
Other  registrars  have  said  that  in  a  majority  of  cases  the 
name  is  omitted,  the  children  not  receiving  names  for  months- 
after  birth.  There  is  a  provision  in  the  General  Statutes, — 
Sect.  77,  of  title  vii, — for  the  amendment  of  his  own  records 
by  the  registrar  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes 
therein,  and  the  same  section  contemplates  that  he  will  after 
the  close  of  the  year  make  his  records  as  perfect  as  by  dili- 
gent inquiry  he  can  do.  There  is  also,  in  an  act  approved  July 
24,  1868,  a  mode  indicated  in  which  registrars  may  complete 
and  perfect  the  records  of  their  predecessors.  The  registrar 
of  Torrington  writes  thus  :  The  plan  was  adopted  in  this  town 
years  ago,  of  having  the  town  canvassed  after  Jan.  1st,  for 
births  and  deaths.  When  the  list  is  collected  it  is  compared 
with  the  doctors'  lists.  If  we  find  any  among  their  lists  that 
the  canvasser  has  missed,  the  names  are  added  to  his  list ; 
and  if  the  canvasser  has  any  that  the  doctors  have  missed, 
they  are  added  likewise.  In  this  way  we  get  a  record  more 
perfect  than  it  would  be  if  we  depended  only  on  the  returns 
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of  the  doctors,  nurses,  etc.  If  this  plan  were  adopted  in  some 
other  towns,  their  records  would  be  much  more  valuable  for 
future  reference  than  they  are  now  likely  to  be. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  in  1873  was  4,841,  which  was 
less  than  the  number  which  took  place  in  either  of  the  three 
preceding  years  ;  there  having  been  4,871  in  1870,  4,882  in 
1871,  and  5,023  in  1872.  In  1873,  no  marriage  was  solemn- 
ized in  two  towns,  Wolcott  and  Sherman,  and  but  a  single  one 
in  each  of  five  other  towns. 

Of  the  marriages  where  both  parties  were  of  American 
birth,  there  were  2,768  ;  where  both  were  foreigners,  1,313  ; 
and  where  one  party  was  a  native  and  the  other  a  foreigner, 
575. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  forty-one  marriages  among 
the  colored  population,  including  one  mixed  marriage  in  New 
London  county.  These  were  distributed  as  follows :  in  Hart- 
ford county,  31 ;  in  New  Haven  county,  46  ;  in  New  London 
county,  27  ;  in  Fairfield  county,  23 ;  in  Windham  county,  1  ; 
in  Litchfield  county,  11 ;  in  Middlesex  county,  2  ;  and  in 
Tolland  county,  0. 

DEATHS. 

Of  these  were  reported  in  1873,  9,822,  a  number  148  less 
than  in  1872.  Hartford  county,  however,  returned  more  than 
in  any  year  before.  Of  those  decedents  whose  sex  was  re- 
ported, 4,978  were  males,  and  4,744  females,  or  in  the  ratio 
of  104.93  of  the  former  to  100  of  the  latter.  The  proportion 
in  1872  was  107.6  males  to  100  females.  Although  in  1878, 
in  the  aggregate,  the  mortality  was  less  and  the  proportion 
of  males  who  deceased  was  lower,  yet  the  actual  number  of 
male  infants  who  died  under  one  year  old  was  greater  by 
twelve  than  in  1872,  and  the  ratio  between  the  sexes  of 
children  of  such  age  who  died  rose  from  116.5  males  in  1872, 
to  125.6  males  in  1873,  for  each  100  females.

Some  registrars  do  not  seem  to  be  so  careful  to  ascertain 
and  register  the  causes  of  death  as  they  should  be :  for  in- 
stance, in  New  Britain,  out  of  220  deaths  the  cause  of  112 
was.  unascertained,  and  these  amount  to  nearly  one-half  of  the 
unknown  in  Hartford  county ;  in  East  Lyme,  20  out  of  34  ; 
in  Preston,  22  of  43  ;  in  North  Canaan,  8  of  11.  In  these 
four  towns,  it  will  be  observed,  the  cause  of  one-half  of  the 
deaths  was  not  reported,  and  the  cause  of  less  than  two-thirds 
was  returned  in  six  other  towns. 

Table  IV.  exhibits  a  classification  of  the  causes  of  death 
in  the  several  counties.  Heretofore  meningitis  has  been  in- 
cluded with  cephalitis,  but  there  were  so  many  fatal  cases  last 
year  that  it  now  appears  in  the  table  by  itself.  Probably  also 
a  part  of  the  37  deaths  from  disease  of  the  spine,  in  Class  IX, 
should  be  referred  to  meningitis. 


DIVORCES.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  REGISTRATION. 


TITLE  VII.     CHAPTER  II. 

REGISTRARS. 


Section  71.  Every  registrar  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  that 
he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  another  is  appointed  in  his 
stead. 

Sec.  72.  If  the  registrar  of  any  town  shall  die  or  resign,  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  appoint  another 
person  registrar  in  his  place,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  another 
is  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  73.  The  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he  can,  by 
actual  inquiry,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  all  the  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths,  occurring  in  his  town,  and  shall  make  record 
of  the  same  in  a  book,  or  books,  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  in  such 
form,  and  with  such  particulars  relating  to  such  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  also  give  licenses  to 
marry,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  con- 
cerning domestic  relations. 

Sec.  74.  His  record  of  births  shall  state,  in  separate  columns, 
the  date  of  each  birth,  the  child's  name,  (if  it  have  any,)  its  sex,  the 
names,  ages,  color,  and  residence  of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of 
its  father. 

Sec.  75.  His  record  of  marriages  shall  state,  in  separate  columns, 
the  date  of  each  marriage  solemnized  in  his  town,  the  name,  age,  color, 
occupation,  and  birth-place  of  each  of  the  parties ;  the  residence  of 
each  prior  to,  and  at  the  time  of  marriage ;  the  condition  of  each, 
(whether  single  or  widowed,)  immediately  prior  to  the  marriage ;  and 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by  whom  the 
parties  were  joined  in  marriage. 
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Sec.  76.  His  record  of  deaths  shall  state,  in  separate  columns,  the 
date  of  each  death,  the  disease  or  other  cause  producing  such  death ; 
the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  birth-place,  last  occupation,  residence,  and 
condition,  (whether  single,  married,  or  widowed,)  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  77.  Every  registrar  shall  amend  his  records,  from  time  to 
time,  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes  therein ;  and  annually, 
on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  after  having  made  his 
records  as  perfect  as  by  diligent  inquiry  he  can  do,  he  shall  send  the 
state  librarian  an  abstract  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding 
the  first  day  of  said  January ;  which  abstract  shall  be  made  in  such 
form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  librarian,  and  shall  be  duly  attested 
by  said  registrar ;  and  he  shall  deposit  with  the  town  clerk  a  true  copy 
of  the  abstract  by  him  sent  to  the  state  librarian. 

Sec.  78.  The  registrars  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  its  treas- 
ury, for  ascertaining  and  recording  in  manner  aforesaid,  each  birth, 
ten  cents ;  each  marriage,  ten  cents ;  each  death,  ten  cents ;  and  for 
making  and  sending  to  the  state  librarian  the  annual  abstract,  two 
dollars ;  and  when  said  abstract  is  of  a  record  that,  in  the  aggregate, 
contains  more  than  two  hundred  names,  the  registrar  shall  receive 
two  cents  for  each  name  over  said  two  hundred,  in  addition  to  the  sum 
herein  before  given. 

Sec.  79.  Every  physician  or  midwife  who  shall  have  professional 
charge  of  the  mother,  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every  nurse,  or 
other  attendant,  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  in  a  case 
where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first 
week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the 
registrar  of  the  town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse,  or  other  attendant, 
stating,  from  the  best  information  which  the  signer  of  said  certificate 
can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  the  child's  name,  (if  any  it  have,) 
its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color,  and  residence  of  its  parents,  and  the 
occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec.  80.  Every  sexton,  or  person  having  charge  of  any  public  or 
private  burial  place,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each  calendar 
month  deliver  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  such  burial  place 
is  situated,  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of  burial  of  the  persons  buried 
in  such  burial  place,  during  the  month  next  preceding. 

Sec.  81.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  person, 
shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding 
such  decease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and 
containing  all  the  particulars  relating  to  said  deceased  required  by  the 
seventy-sixth  section  of  this  act,  and  in  case  no  physician  attended 
such  deceased  person,  the  nearest  of  kin  shall  procure  such  certificate 
from  some  other  physician,  or  substantial  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and 
shall  leave  it  with  the  registrar  within  fifteen  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  82.  Each  physician,  midwife,  sexton,  or  other  person,  who 
shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  the  three  preceding  sections, 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  each  certificate  so  given,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  town  in  which 
such  birth  or  death  may  occur. 
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Sec.  83.  Every  certificate  given  under  the  provisions  of  the 
eightieth  and  eighty-first  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following 
form : 

I  certify,  from  the  best  information  which  I  can  obtain,  that 

died  at  ,  on  the         day  of  ,  A.  D.  18     ,  aged 

years,  months,  and  days.     Condition,  ;  born 

in  ;  residence  at  the  time  of  death,  ;  disease,  or  cause 

of  death,  ;  occupation,  ;  color, 

Dated  at  ,  this         day  of  ,  A.  D.  18     . 

Attending  physician  or  inhabitant  of  said  town, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  84.  The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  distribute  in  such  town 
to  all  persons  who  in  his  judgment  are  likely  <o  need  the  same,  blank 
forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns  required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  85.  No  person  shall  take  the  body  of  any  deceased  person 
out  of  the  town  wherein  such  deceased  person  died,  without  having 
first  left  with  the  registrar  of  that  town  a  certificate,  similar  in  all  par- 
ticulars to  the  one  prescribed  in  the  eighty-first  section  ;  and  the  regis- 
trar shall  give  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  such  body,  when  said  cer- 
tificate shall  have  been  so  left  with  him. 

Sec.  86.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths, 
shall  pay  for  every  such  offence  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  the  use  of  the 
town  wherein  such  offence  is  committed. 

Sec.  87.  The  state  librarian  shall  annually  prepare,  and  furnish 
to  the  registrars  of  the  several  towns,  a  sufficient  number  of  blank 
forms  for  all  the  certificates  and  returns  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths,  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  also  blank  boohs  for  the 
records  of  all  registrars  ;  he  shall  accompany  the  same  with  such  in- 
structions and  explanations  as  he  may  think  necessary  ;  shall  receive 
said  returns,  and  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  therefrom  such 
tabular  statements  as  will  render  them  of  practical  utility,  and  exhibit 
their  results  in  convenient  form,  and  shall  make  report  thereof  annu- 
ally to  the  general  assembly,  and  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  said  provisions  into  effect. 

Sec.  88.  Any  town  or  city  may  enact  municipal  laws,  more  effect- 
ually to  attain  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  provisions, 
relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  if  the  same 
do  not  conflict  with  the  main  and  specific  objects  of  said  provisions,  to 
wit :  to  procure  the  most  perfect  registration  of  the  facts  therein  re- 
quired; and  the  registrars  of  towns  where  such  municipal  laws  may  be 
enacted,  shall  comply  with  and  execute  them  under  the  same  oath  and 
penalties  as  are  required  by  the  previous  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  89.  "Whenever,  in  any  town,  any  birth  or  death  may  happen, 
concerning  which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned  to  the  registrar  of 
said  town,  according  to  the  previous  provisions  of  this  act,  the  regis- 
trar shall  obtain  the  information  required  by  law  respecting  such  birth 
or  death,  for  which  service  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation 
herein  given  to  physicians,  midwives,  and  other  persons,  for  similar 
services. 
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Sec.  90.  The  registrar  of  each  town,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  of  each  year,  shall  record  the  name  of  every  boy  and  girl  made 
orphan,  or  half-orphan,  before  the  first  day  of  the  preceding  January, 
by  the  death  of  a  parent  enlisted  from  his  precincts  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  since  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion 
tabulated  in  a  book  with  such  items  of  patriotic  devotion  of  the  de- 
ceased as  the  said  registrar  may  deem  of  public  interest ;  and  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  March  of  each  year  he  shall  place  the  same  with  the 
town  clerk,  to  be  by  him  deposited  among  the  public  archives  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  91.  The  registrar  shall  receive  for  the  recording  of  the  name 
of  each  child,  twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the 
state,  on  the  certificate  of  such  registrar. 

\In  Addition,  July  24,  1868.] 

Sec.  1.  That  said  registrars  of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  in 
the  several  towns  in  this  state  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  required  to  make  and  perfect  all  records  of  the  births  of  any  child 
or  children  which  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  born  in  their  re- 
spective towns,  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  father  or  mother  of  such  child 
or  children,  sworn  to  before  any  proper  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  ;  provided,  that  such  affidavit  shall  state  the  date  of 
birth,  the  name  and  sex  of  such  child,  or  children ;  also,  the  names, 
ages,  color,  and  residence  of  the  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  the 
father. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  24th^  1868. 


TITLE  XIII.     CHAPTER  I. 

OF   MARRIAGE. 

[Section  1.     Supplied  by  an  act  approved  July  24th,  1868.] 

Sec.  1.  That  no  person  shall  be  joined  in  marriage  until  the  par- 
ties, or  one  of  them,  shall  make  application  to  the  registrar  of  the  town 
in  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  or  in  case  of  his  absence , 
or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  town,  and  shall  give  such  regis- 
trar or  town  clerk  information  respecting  the  name,  age,  color,  occu- 
pation, birth-place,  residence,  condition  of  each  of  them  (whether  sin- 
gle or  widowed).  Such  registrar  or  town  clerk,  on  receiving  such 
information,  and  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  shall  issue  his  certificate  that  the 
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parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  person  authorized  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage 
within  said  town,  and  that  only,  the  parties  therein  named ;  but  no 
such  certificate  shall  be  issued  in  case  the  persons  applying,  or  either 
of  them,  are  minors,  and  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians, 
until  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar  or  town  clerk 
a  written  certificate  of  his  consent  to  such  marriage,  and  any  registrar 
or  town  clerk  who  shall  knowingly  issue  any  such  certificate  without 
such  consent  first  obtained,  shall  forfeit  to  the  treasury  of  this  state 
the  sum  of  sixty-seven  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Approved,  July  24th,  1868. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  join 
persons  in  marriage,  who  shall  unite  any  persons  in  marriage  without 
having  first  received  the  certificate  provided  in  the  next  preceding 
section,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person,  who  shall  unite  any  persons  in  marriage, 
shall  indorse  the  fact  upon  the  license  certificate,  stating  the  time  and 
place  of  such  marriage,  with  his  signature  thereto,  and  shall  return 
the  same  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  it  was  issued,  before  or 
during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding  such 
marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  certificates  required  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed,  and  taken,  as  sufficient  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  facts  therein  contained. 

Sec.  5.  All  the  penalties,  which  shall  accrue  for  any  violations  of 
the  second  and  third  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
town  within  which  the  offence  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall 
sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  proper  tribunal. 

Sec.  6.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  of  errors,  judges  of  the 
superior  court,  justices  of  the-  peace,  ordained  ministers  belonging  to 
this  state  or  any  other  state,  so  long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  and  any  clergyman,  regularly  licensed  according  to  the 
forms  and  usages  of  the  denomination  to  which  he  belongs,  and  located 
in  any  society  in  this  state,  upon  an  engagement  to  continue  as  minis- 
ter of  such  society  for  a  term  of  time  not  less  than  six  months,  and 
having  charge  thereof,  may  join  persons  in  marriage,  and  all  marriages 
attempted  to  be  celebrated  by  any  other  persons  shall  be  void;  but  all 
marriages  which  shall  be  solemnized  according  to  the  forms  and  usages 
of  any  religious  denomination  in  this  state,  shall  be  valid. 

Seo.  9.  Whoever  undertakes  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  knowing 
that  he  is  not  authorized  so  to  do,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  shall  pay  such  fine  and  suffer  such  imprisonment  both. 
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TITLE  XIII.     CHAPTER  III. 


DIVORCE. 

Sec.  42.  The- clerks  of  the  superior  court  in  the  several  counties 
shall,  at  the  close  of  each  term  of  said  court  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties, make  return  to  the  state  librarian  of  the  number  of  divorces 
granted  at  said  term,  and  the  cause  for  which  they  were  severally 
granted,  which  information  shall  be  tabulated  by  the  librarian,  and 
published  in  the  report  on  the  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths.

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  : 

Your  Bank  Commissioner  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report,  showing  the  condition  of  the  Savings  Banks  of  the 
State  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  and  of  the  Banks  of 
Discount,  and  Trust  Companies,  and  Joint  Stock  Banking- 
Corporations,  on  the  first  days  of  July,  1873,  October,  1873, 
January,  1874,  and  April,  1874. 

SAVINGS   BANKS. 

The  number  of  Savings  Banks  in  operation  were  seventy-nine. 
Of  this  number  seventy-seven  were  doing  business,  and  reports 
were  submitted  from  them  last  year ;  two  have  commenced 
operations  during  the  year  past :  these  are  the  Mechanics  and 
Farmers  Savings  Bank  of  East  Bridgeport,  chartered  by  the 
Legislature  of  1871,  and  the  Jewett  City  Savings  Bank,  char- 
tered in  1878. 

The  Staffordville  Savings  Bank  is  in  the  hands  of  an  assignee, 
and  being  out  of  my  jurisdiction  is  not  included  in  the  number 
in  operation  in  the  State. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  general  condition  of 
our  Savings  Banks  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  as  com- 
pared with  their  condition  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1873  :

This  statement  shows  that  they:  owe  to  depositors  the  amount 
of  $70,769,407.95,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  $2,246,010.07,  and 
that  they  possess  a  surplus  of  $2,756,767.34,  an  increase  of 
$169,817.08.  They  hold  assets  to  the  amount  of  $73,677,582.95, 
an  increase  of  $2,406,187.85. 

The  amount  of  loans  on  the  mortgage  of  real  estate  shows  an 
increase  of  $4,052,878.09,  and  the  amount  loaned  on  personal 
security  and  on  stocks  and  bonds ;  the  amount  invested  in 
railroad  stocks  and  bonds,  in  United  States  bonds,  and  in  town, 
city,  and  state  bonds,  show  a  corresponding  decrease.  This 
change  being  undoubtedly  in  a  large  degree  the  result  of  the  law 
passed  in  1873,  reducing  the  tax  on  the  amount  of  deposits 
loaned  on  real  estate  security,  and  increasing  it  on  the  amount 
loaned  on,  and  invested  in,  personal  security. 

The  amount  loaned  on  real  estate  was  (64)  sixty-four  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  assets  of  our  savings  banks,  and  sixty-seven 
(67)  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  their  liabilities  to  depositors. 

The  whole  number  of  depositors  was  204,741.    Of  this  number 


158,371  were  depositors  of  sums  less  than  $500,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $21,896,685  ;  28,824  were  depositors  of  more 
than  1500,  and  less  than  $1,000,  amounting  to  $16,058,424 ;  and 
18,046  were  depositors  of  sums  more  than  $1,000,  aggregating 
$32,965,706. 

The  whole  amount  of  income  from  their  assets  for  the  year 
past  was  $5,141,327,  averaging  (6^)  fix  and  ninety-eight 
one  hundredths  per  cent.  The  amount  declared  in  dividends  to 
depositors  was  $4,202,649. 

The  amount  of  tax  paid  to  the  State  was  $485,232.30 ;  paid 
to  the  United  States,  $65,183.58,  and  the  amount  of  expense 
incurred,  exclusive  of  taxes,  was  $207,977.39,  being  (TW)  twenty- 
eight  one  hundredths  per  cent,  on  their  assets. 

My  examinations  of  these  institutions  have  been  made  in  con- 
junction with  the  able  special  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  will  submit  special  observa- 
tions concerning  the  condition  of  Savings  Banks,  and  recommend 
such  legislation  as  the  common  interests  of  the  State  and  these 
associations,  in  their  judgment,  require. 

BANKS   OF   DISCOUNT. 

The  number  of  our  Banks  of  Discount  has  not  changed  since 
my  last  annual  report. 

They  are  The  State  Bank  of  Hartford,  The  Connecticut  River 
Banking  Company  of  Hartford,  The  City  Bank  of  New  Haven, 
and  the  Mechanics  Bank  of  New  Haven. 

The  copies  of  their  quarterly  statements,  which  accompany 
this  report,  fully  exhibit  their  condition. 

These  institutions  continue  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the 
public,  and  have  maintained  their  character  for  judicious  man- 
agement, and  have  shown  a  disposition  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
people. 

TRUST   COMPANIES   AND   JOINT  STOCK   BANKING   CORPORATIONS. 

There  were  eleven  (11)  of  these  companies  in  operation  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1874. 

They  generally  combine  the  powers  and  functions  of  banks  of 
discount  and  of  savings  banks,  although  two  (2)  of  the  institu- 
tions confine  their  business  principally  to  the  loaning  of  their 
funds  on  the  mortgage  of  real  estate.     An  examination  of  their

affairs,  and  of  the  copies  of  their  statements  which  accompany 
this  report,  show  that  they  withstood  the  ordeal  of  the  panic 
with  stability.  One  of  these  companies,  the  New  Haven  Trust 
Company,  has,  since  the  first  of  January,  commenced  to  close  up 
its  affairs,  and  hence  it  did  not  report  to  me  on  the  first  of 
April. 

PRIVATE    BANKERS. 

A  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  required 
Private  Bankers  to  report  annually  to,  and  placing  them  under 
the  supervision  of,  the  Bank  Commissioner. 

In  compliance  with  this  law  I  have  visited  and  have  examined 
the  condition  of  the  business  of  all  such  individuals  or  firms  as 
were,  so  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  conducting  a  private  banking 
business,  and  they  have,  with  one  exception,  made  report  to  me 
of  their  standing  on  the  first  of  January,  1874.  In  every  case 
facilities  were  afforded  me  to  make  a  satisfactory  examination, 
and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  generally  I  find  the 
business  of  Private  Bankers  in  our  State  conducted  on  right 
principles,  and  their  assets  good  and  available. 

The  reports  made  to  me  in  compliance  with  this  law  are  on 
file  in  my  office,  and  will  be  furnished  if  required.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, May  Session,  A.  D.  1874 : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  herewith  respectfully 
submit  their  twenty-first  annual  report,  including  therein  the 
reports  of  the  companies  in  the  State  and  a  tabulated  state- 
ment of  the  doings  of  said  companies  as  returned  to  the 
Board. 

The  act  of  1872  fixed  the  date  to  which  the  companies 
should  make  up  their  reports  at  the  30th  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  and  in  those  herewith  submitted  the  period  for 
which  they  are  made  is  the  twelve  months  from  September 
30th,  1872,  to  September  30th,  1873. 

In  reporting  the  action  of  the  Board,  however,  it  will  be 
seen  that  they  have  not  limited  themselves  to  the  same  period, 
but  have  included  their  doings  up  to  April  1st,  1874. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  Commission- 
ers have  made  all  examinations  and  inspections  of  the  several 
roads,  as  they  are  by  law  required,  and  have  attended  to 
various  special  duties,  as  will  appear  in  the  detailed  state- 
ments of  the  condition  of  the  various  roads. 

They  would  only  say  here  that  they  have  found  a  very 
gratifying  increase  in  the  attention  paid  to  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  passengers,  and  in  the  certain  and  prompt  running 
of  trains  ;  that  the  road-beds,  tracks,  and  rolling  stock  have 
been  greatly  improved,  and  the  latter  increased  to  meet  the 
demand  made  by  an  increase  of  travel  and  freight  business ; 


that  the  recent  inventions  for  lessening  the  dangers  of  steam 
locomotion  have  been  and  are  being  adopted  more  and  more  ; 
and  that,  as  a  whole,  the  condition  of  the  companies  is  more 
prosperous  and  flourishing  than  ever  before. 

There  are  submitted  herewith  reports  from  twenty-two  com- 
panies, made  upon  the  forms  prescribed  in  the  act  of  1872. 
With  one  or  two  exceptions,  which  will  be  hereafter  noticed, 
they  are  full  and  complete,  and  in  that  respect  compare  most 
favorably  with  those  submitted  last  year.  This  being  but  the 
second  year  of  their  use,  another  year  will  perfect. those  few 
points  where  there  is  incompleteness  at  present. 

By  them  it  appears  that  these  twenty-two  corporations  own 
1,264  miles  of  road,  of  which  1,197  are  finished  and  in  use, 
and  67  miles  are  still  incomplete.  There  are  within  the  limits 
of  the  State  893  miles  of  road,  the  other  371  miles  being  situ- 
ated in  the  adjoining  States  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
and  New  York. 

Within  the  year  the  New  Haven,  Middletown  and  Willi- 
mantic  road  have  commenced  operating  twenty-eight  miles  of 
their  road  located  between  Middletown  and  Willimantic,  com- 
pleting what  is  popularly  known  as  the  Air  Line  road.  This 
forms  a  connecting  link  between  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  at  New  Haven  and  the  Boston,  Hart- 
ford and  Erie  Railroad  at  Willimantic,  and  gives  a  new 
through  line  between  Boston  and  New  York. 

In  regard  to  this  road,  the  Commissioners  would  say  that 
in  the  Spring  of  1873  they  received,  through  His  Excellency 
Governor  Jewell,  a  communication  from  Edward  W.  Serrell, 
Esq.,  formerly  Chief  Engineer  of  said  road,  in  which  he  stated 
that  the  Lyman  viaduct  was  being  constructed  improperly,  in  a 
manner  different  from  that  originally  designed,  and  of  insuffi- 
cient strength.  Upon  this  they  had  the  iron  bridge  over  the 
Connecticut  river  at  Middletown  and  the  two  iron  trestles  on 
the  line  of  the  road,  known  as  the  Lyman  viaduct  and  the 
Rapallo  viaduct,  carefully  examined  by  James  Laurie,  Esq., 
civil  engineer,  of  Hartford,  and  his  report  thereon  was  incor- 
porated into  their  report  made  to  the  last  General  Assembly. 
In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  therein  contained,  these 


iron  bridges  were  carefully  and  thoroughly  tested  in  the  man- 
ner recommended,  and  with  a  result  entirely  satisfactory. 
The  bridges  are  amply  sufficient  for  any  load  they  will  be 
obliged  to  support,  and  any  fears  of  their  weakness  are  utterly 
without  foundation. 

The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  these  roads  is  $44,690,700, 
and  the  amount  actually  paid  in  $36,068,694.62,  showing  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  paid-in  capital  during  the  year  of 
1608,576.96. 

The  percentage  of  capital  stock  and  capital  paid  in  held  in 
this  State  does  not  differ  materially  from  last  year,  being 
thirty-five  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  about  forty-four  per 
cent,  of  the  latter. 

It  is  found  impossible  to  give  the  number  of  shares  of  stock 
held  in  this  State,  or  the  number  of  stockholders  residing 
here,  with  a  sufficient  degree  of  accuracy  to  be  of  any  service, 
for  the  reason  that  in  some  of  the  reports  submitted  to  the 
Board,  in  reply  to  the  question  as  to  the  residences  of  stock- 
holders, the  companies  say  that  their  stock  ledger  does  not 
give  the  residences  of  the  stockholders.  It  would  seem  to 
the  Commissioners  that  when  the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Company  to  answer  such  question,  it  is  certainly  their 
duty  to  so  keep  their  books  that  they  may  be  able  to  give  the 
desired  information. 

The  amount  of  funded  and  floating  debt,  as  reported,  is 
$20,530,270.49,  a  decrease  from  last  year  of  $22,743,222.36. 
This  immense  decrease  of  over  one-half  deserves  a  word  of 
explanation.  In  the  last  report,  the  funded  and  floating  debt 
of  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  road  was  put  down  at 
$22,500,000,  and  that  sum  was  included  in  the  amount 
reported  as  total  funded  and  floating  debt.  The  report  of 
said  corporation  for  the  present  year  is  made  by  the  trustees 
for  the  Burdell  bondholders,  who  say  of  the  debt,  and  also  of 
the  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  "  No  reply  can  be  furnished 
by  the  trustees  in  possession  to  these  questions  ;  the  cost, 
debts,  &c,  are  unknown  to  them."  The  Commissioners 
therefore  deemed  it  proper  to  leave  the  said  sum  out  of  the 
account.  Aside  from  this,'  the  decrease  in  the  debt  has  been 
$243,222.36. 
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The  same  explanation  should  also  be  made  in  the  item  of 
total  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  which  is  as  follows  :  The 
cost  as  given  the  present  year  has  been  $54,659,029.82  ;  last 
year  it  was  $74,074,037.40,  or,  deducting  the  amount  put 
down  to  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  corporation  (as 
explained  above),  the  amount  was  $51,57-1,037.40,  showing  a 
net  increase  during  the  year  of  $3,084,992.42.  This  latter 
sum  represents  the  amount  expended  for  the  extension  and 
alteration  of  the  road,  land  damages,  new  buildings,  new 
rolling  stock,  &c,  during  the  year  and  charged  to  construc- 
tion account. 

The  average  cost  per  mile,  as  appears  by  the  table,  has 
been  $43,106.49.  This  is  evidently  too  small,  as  in  those 
cases  where  the  roads  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  pres- 
ent holders  by  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  they  have  given  only 
the  actual  cost  to  them,  and  not  the  amount  expended  in  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  road  in  the  first  instance. 

The  increase  in  rolling  stock  is  very  marked  as  showing  an 
increased  demand  for  passenger  accommodations,  if  not  for 
freight.  The  number  of  locomotives  owned  by  the  companies 
is  293,  against  277  last  year ;  passenger  cars  395,  against  335 
last  year ;  baggage  cars  148,  against  126  last  year ;  and 
freight  cars  4,698,  against  4,705  last  year. 

The  total  mileage  amounts  to  6,295,813,  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  616,219  ;  total  number  of  passengers  carried 
10,542,821,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  408,188  ;  number 
carried  one  mile  222,497,498,  an  increase  of  3,369,007  ; 
number  of  tons  of  merchandise  carried  3,430,541,  an  increase 
from  the  previous  year  of  468,068  ;  and  number  carried  one 
mile  121,264,804,  an  increase  of  13,202,830. 

The  total  cost  per  train  per  mile  run  is  $1.32,  of  which 
about  29  per  cent,  is  charged  to  "  maintenance  of  way,"  27 
per  cent,  to  "  maintenance  of  motive  power  and  cars,"  and 
44  per  cent,  to  "  miscellaneous  expenses."  Under  the  first 
head  are  charged  all  repairs  to  the  road,  bridges,  stations  and 
buildings  ;  under  the  second  head,  all  repairs  of  locomotives 
and  cars,  and  the  cost  of  fuel,  oil,  and  waste  ;  while  "  miscel- 
laneous "  expenditures  include  salaries,  wages,  and  all  items 
of  cost  other  than  above  enumerated,  except  interest. 


The  entire  gross  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been 
$12,037,986.38,  of  which  sum  16,062,145.52,  or  a  trifle  more 
than  50  per  cent.,  was  derived  from  passengers,  and  the  bal- 
ance from  freights,  U.  S.  mails,  and  express  companies. 

The  receipts  per  mile  range  from  $33,224.28  to  $418.71, 
the  former  being  reported  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  road  and  the  latter  by  the  Shepaug  Valley  ;  the 
average  of  all  roads  is  $9,493.68.  Deducting  from  these 
receipts  the  entire  cost  of  operating  the  roads  as  given  above, 
and  we  have  as  the  amount  of  income  above  operating 
expenses  $2,586,463 ;  from  this  deduct  the  amount  paid  for 
interest,  and  we  find  the  net  income  to  be  $2,586,463,  which 
is  about  6  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock,  and  only  about 
4.8  per  cent,  on  cost  of  road  and  equipment. 

Nine  of  the  twenty-two  corporations  paid  dividends  during 
the  year  to  the  amount  in  all  of  $2,535,655,  being  5.7  per 
cent,  on  the  capital  stock  of  all  the  roads,  and  4.6  per  cent, 
on  the  cost  of  their  construction  and  equipment.  These  nine 
paid  as  follows  : 

N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H'f'd,    two  dividends  of  five  per  cent.  each.

Shore  Line,  one  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent.,  and  one  of 
three  and  one-half  per  cent. 

The  income  per  mile  from  each  passenger  averages  .027  ; 
for  each  ton  of  merchandise  .042.  As  compared  with  last 
year,  this  is  an  increase  of  .0009  on  each  passenger,  and  a 
decrease  of  .002  on  each  ton  of  freight. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  more  than  one-half  the  roads 
in  the  State  failed  to  pay  any  dividend  to  their  stockholders, 
and  that  the  entire  amount  of  capital  invested  in  the  roads 
has  returned  to  the  holders  a  dividend  of  less  than  five 
per  cent. 


In  view  of  these  facts,  the  question  of  establishing  a  tariff 
by  act  of  the  legislature,  is  one  that  may  well  demand  careful 
consideration  by  our  law-makers. 

This  question  has  been  productive  of  more  discussion  than, 
perhaps,  any  other  connected  with  railroad  interests  ;  and 
the  arguments  on  each  side  have  been  many  and  warm.  The 
advocates  of  such  action  claim  that  the  State  has  the  right 
and  ought  to  interfere  to  regulate  the  amount  to  be  charged 
by  each  road  ;  that  the  corporation  derives  its  existence  from 
and  is  a  creature  of  the  State,  organized  primarily  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community,  and  endowed  with  extraordinary 
rights  and  privileges  ;  that  if  it  can  pay  a  fair  dividend  to  its 
members  on  a  smaller  tariff  than  the  one  now  established,  the 
general  public  have  a  right  to  the  reduction.  On  the  other 
hand  it  is  urged  that  the  present  tariff  is  as  low  as  is  safe  for 
the  companies  ;  that  the  traveling  public  demand  and  require 
that  the  road  shall  be  so  operated  as  to  secure  the  maximum 
of  speed,  dispatch  of  business,  promptness,  comfort,  and 
safety,  and  that  this  cannot  be  done  for  less  than  it  is  at 
present ;  and  that  until  the  holders  of  railroad  stocks  are 
shown  to  have  received  larger  returns  than  are  every  day  seen 
in  other  lines  of  business,  it  is  unjust  to  compel  them  to  cut 
down  their  prices.  Who  are  correct  is  no  easy  matter  to  say. 
It  may,  indeed,  be  a  question  whether  a  road  that  can  pay  to 
its  stockholders  five  per  cent,  semi-annually,  and  still  retain  a 
surplus  in  its  treasury,  can  not  afford  to  adopt  a  lower  tariff 
both  for  passengers  and  freight ;  while  it  would  appear  that  a 
road  which,  under  the  present  rates,  can  pay  no  dividend, 
would  be  bankrupted  if  compelled  to  reduce  them,  unless,  as 
some  claim,  the  reduction  should  stimulate  and  increase  the 
business  of  the  road  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  counterbalance 
the  loss  on  each  individual  passenger  and  ton  of  freight. 
One  of  the  principal  roads  in  the  State  has,  during  the  past 
year,  made  a  voluntary  reduction  in  its  tariff,  and,  instead  of 
the  expected  decrease,  there  was  found  to  be  an  increase  in 
the  net  income  as  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year- 
Whether  any  and,  if  so,  how  much  of  the  increased  business 
can  be  rightly  credited  to  the  change  in  fare  is  and  must  be 
a  matter  of  individual  opinion. 
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Among  the  traveling  public,  too,  there  are  adverse  inter- 
ests ;  on  the  one  side  is  that  large  and  increasing  class  who 
ride  on  commutation  and  season  tickets  at  a  very  small  cost 
per  mile,  and  on  the  other  those  who  travel  occasionally  and 
pay  regular  rates.  Any  reduction  to  the  latter  will  be  made 
up  by  an  increased  charge  to  the  former  ;  and  the  man  who 
uses  the  road  constantly  has  to  pay  for  the  benefit  of  the  one 
who  uses  it  occasionally, — a  direct  contradiction  of  the  ordi- 
nary business  rule,  that  gives  to  the  wholesale  purchaser  the 
advantages  of  a  reduced  price.  Take  as  an  example  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad,  which  is  restricted  in  its  charges  to 
two  cents  per  mile  for  all  distances  and  on  all  trains.  The 
system  of  commutation  is  unknown,  and  the  man  who  passes 
over  the  road  once  a  year  has  the  same  accommodations  and 
at  the  same  price  as  he  who  travels  back  and  forth  each  day. 

In  speaking  of  the  restriction  on  the  New  York  Central 
road,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  was  a  provision  incor- 
porated into  the  charter  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation  of  the 
short  lines  which  went  to  make  up  the  road,  and  that  the 
charter  was  accepted  with  that  condition  in  it,  so  that  it 
establishes  no  precedent  for  the  matter  now  under  considera- 
tion except  as  showing  the  effect  of  such  restriction  upon  the 
holders  of  commutation  tickets.  The  only  State  in  which  the 
attempt  has  been  made  to  regulate  fares  and  freights  by  a 
general  law  is  Illinois,  and  whether  the  workings  of  the  law 
have  been  attended  with  success  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  its 
friends,  the  Commissioners,  at  the  time  of  writing,  are  unable 
to  state. 

In  other  States  the  matter  has  been  freely  discussed,  but  no 
legislative  action  has  been  taken. 

During  the  twelve  months  covered  by  the  reports  there  has 
been  no  accident  to  trains  resulting  in  the  death  of  any  pas- 
senger, and  but  three  where  an  employee  was  killed. 

The  first  was  on  the  28th  of  January,  1873,  at  Barretts,  on 
the  New  London  Northern  road.  The  telegraph  operator 
had  quitted  his  post,  and  left  in  his  place  an  inexperienced 
hand,  who  gave  a  wrong  signal  and  brought  together  two 
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trains.  The  operator  was  returning  on  the  engine  of  one  of 
the  trains,  and  was  killed  by  the  collision. 

The  second  occurred  about  2  P.  M.  on  the  10th  of  May, 
1878,  at  a  point  near  Tolles'  station,  on  the  Hartford,  Provi- 
dence, and  Fishkill  railroad,  and  was  caused  by  a  broken  rail. 
The  engine  and  eleven  cars  of  a  freight  train  passed  the 
break  in  safety,  but  the  two  rear  cars  were  thrown  from  the 
track.  In  the  rear  or  caboose  car  were  Conductor  George  E. 
Bradley  and  Junction-Master  Albert  M.  Butts,  both  of  whom 
were  so  severely  injured  that  they  died  soon  after.  There 
were  also  in  the  car  nine  trackmen,  but  one  of  whom  was 
seriously  injured.  An  investigation  showed  that  the  road 
and  track  was  not  in  perfect  repair  at  that  point,  and  that  the 
train  was  running  at  an  unusually  high  rate  of  speed  at  the 
time  of  the  accident. 

The  third  occurred  about  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  of 
June  15th,  1873,  at  a  point  near  Dayville,  on  the  line  of  the 
Norwich  and  Worcester  road.  The  steamboat  passenger 
train  was  thrown  from  the  track  by  a  tie  placed  there  by  some 
person  unknown,  and  the  engineer,  P.  L.  Cooper,  and  fire- 
man, George  A.  Harvey,  were  scalded  and  very  severely  in- 
jured, so  that  the  latter  died  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month. 

There  was  but  one  accident  in  which  passengers  were  in- 
jured. The  5.45  P.  M.  train  on  the  New  Haven  and  North- 
ampton road  was  wrecked  at  a  point  near  Hamden,  on  the 
30th  of  January,  A.  D.  1873,  by  reason  of  a  broken  rail, 
which  threw  the  rear  passenger  car  from  the  track.  The  car 
was  overturned,  and  fifteen  passengers  more  or  less  injured. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Doody,  of  Southampton,  Mass.,  were  the 
only  ones  who  suffered  seriously,  and  most  of  the  injuries 
were  very  slight. 

A  more  full  account  of  this  last  accident  and  the  investiga- 
tion following  it  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  to  the  last  General  Assembly. 

The  number  of  accidents  of  all  kinds  resulting  in  injury  to 
persons  was  110,  of  which  59  were  fatal,  and  51  were  not 
fatal. 

With  two  exceptions,  this  is  the  largest  number  reported 
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in  any  one  year,  and  there  have  never  before  been  so  many 
fatal  cases.  Last  year  there  were  85  in  all ;  54  fatal,  and  31 
not  fatal. 

Of  the  total  number  injured  19  were  passengers,  37 
employees,  and  53  others. 

Of  the  19  passengers,  15  were  injured  as  just  stated,  two 
received  injuries  while  attempting  to  get  on  or  off  trains 
while  in  motiofl. 

Of  the  remaining  two,  which  were  both  fatal,  one  was 
caused  by  jumping  from  a  moving  train  while  it  was  on  a 
bridge.  The  man  went  through,  and  was  killed.  In  the 
other  case  the  man,  who  was  a  commuter,  had  left  the  train, 
and  started  to  walk  up  the  other  track,  when  he  was  met  by 
a  freight  train,  and  for  some  unaccountable  reason  failed  to 
get  out  of  its  way,  was  run  over  and  killed. 

Of  the  37  employees  injured,  seven  were  hurt,  (including 
the  four  killed  as  stated  above,)  by  accidents  to  trains  on 
which  they  were  at  the  time ;  nine  were  injured  while 
coupling  or  switching  cars  ;  seven  while  getting  on  or  off 
moving  trains  ;  and  fourteen  by  falling  or  being  thrown  from 
the  train,  struck  by  bridges,  etc. 

Of  the  53  persons,  other  than  employees  and  passengers, 
injured,  thirty-three,  or  almost  two-thirds  of  the  entire  num- 
ber, were  walking,  sitting,  or  lying  upon  the  track,  and  seven 
more  were  struck  while  at  crossings ;  seven  were  injured 
while  striving  to  get  on  board  moving  trains  ;  and  sis  in  ways 
other  than  above.  Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  large 
number  of  persons  injured  while  walking,  sitting,  or  lying 
upon  the  track.  The  carelessness  shown  in  this  regard 
would  amount  to  criminal  negligence  were  it  displayed  in  a 
matter  involving  the  life  or  property  of  another.  Persons 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  drinks  start  and  walk 
along  the  track  until  they  fall  down  iu  a  drunken  stupor,  to 
be  cut  to  pieces  by  the  next  train,  unless  some  friendly  hand 
appears  to  snatch  them  from  certain  death ;  others  afflicted 
with  deafness  will  still  venture  upon  the  track,  where  they  are 
overtaken  and  struck  down  without  even  hearing  the  ap- 
proaching train  or  the  signals  of  danger.     Others  are  in  full 
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possession  of  their  faculties,  but  so  absorbed  in  their  own 
thoughts  that  they  might  as  well"  be  deaf  and  blind  ;  still 
others  see  the  approaching  train,  miscalculate  its  distance 
and  speed  or  their  own  quickness,  and  so  fail  to  get  out  of 
its  way. 

It  may  not  be  possible  for  the  law  to  do  anything  for  those 
who  so  foolishly  and  recklessly  jeopardize  their  lives,  but  it 
might  prevent  some  of  these  accidents,  were  walking  on  the 
track  made  a  criminal  offence,  and  a  sufficient  penalty  im- 
posed to  give  dignity  to  the  law.  In  this  connection,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  also  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
your  honorable  body  to  the  subject  of  grade-crossings.  With 
something  over  one  thousand  in  the  State,  the  wonder  is  that 
so  few  fatal  accidents  have  occurred ;  as  it  is  the  record  shows 
that,  in  a  single  twelve  months,  within  this  little  State,  seven 
persons  have  received  from  this  cause  alone  injuries,  more  or 
less  severe,  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  fatal.  It  is  true  that 
our  present  legislation,  providing  as  it  does  for  gates  and  flag- 
men, does  much  to  prevent  accidents  that  would  otherwise 
occur,  and  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction ;  but  with  the  in- 
creasing frequency  in  the  running  of  trains,  and  the  high  rate 
of  speed  now  attained,  no  man,  who  gives  the  matter  serious 
attention,  can  refuse  his  assent  to  the  proposition  that  no  rail- 
road should  cross  a  public  highway  at  grade  where  it  can  be 
possibly  avoided,  and  that  if  the  desired  result  can  be  obtained 
in  no  other  manner,  then  the  lay-out  of  the  highway  should 
be  changed.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several 
applications  received  for  the  establishment  of  new  grade  cross- 
ings, but  they  have  been  invariably  denied,  where  there  was 
any  possibility  of  making  a  different  arrangement. 

The  Commissioners  are  fully  aware  that  there  are  cross- 
ings where  a  change  is  impossible,  and  at  such  the  gate, 
flagman,  or  electric  signal,  is  all  "the  safety  that  can  be  had  ; 
but  in  many  instances  a  comparatively  slight  expense  in  rais- 
ing or  lowering  the  railroad  track  or  the  highway,  or  in 
changing  the  course  of  the  latter  for  a  short  distance,  will 
obviate  the  difficulty.  So  radical  change  could  not,  of  course, 
be  accomplished  at  once  but  would  require  time,  and  the 
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Commissioners  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  some  action 
looking  to  that  end  and  providing  for  a  gradual  change.  Let 
some  means  be  provided  by  which  any  party  interested  might 
bring  the  matter  before  a  proper  tribunal,  which  should  decide 
the  feasibility  and  necessity  of  a  change,  make  all  requisite 
orders  in  the  matter  and  settle  all  questions  of  expense  aris- 
ing thereon.  Till  something  of  this  kind  is  done,  these  grade 
crossings  will  remain  an  open  trap  wherein  many  valuable 
lives  will  be  lost. 

That  we  have  not  to  report  any  long  list  of  killed  and 
wounded,  resulting  from  collision  of  passenger  trains  is  a  mat- 
ter af  congratulation,  and  we  may  safely  say  that  this  is  due 
to  the  care  exercised  in  the  direction  of  the  roads,  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  companies,  and 
also  to  the  new  and  improved  methods  of  controlling  the  trains 
adopted  by  some  of  the  companies. 

The  Westenhaus  Brake  and  the  Vacuum  Air  Brake,  by 
which  the  control  of  the  train  is  given  into  the  hands  of  the 
engineer,  and  he  is  enabled  to  bring  it  to  a  stand-still  in  an 
incredible  short  space,  have  been  long  enough  in  operation  to 
prove  their  usefulness  and  economy,  and  in  numberless  in- 
stances have  saved  life  and  property  that  must  have  been 
sacrificed  had  the  stopping  of  the  train  depended  on  the  old 
fashioned  hand  brakes.  From  experiment  and  observation 
the  commissioners  have  arrived  at  the  opinion  that  of  the  two 
systems  the  Vacuum  brake  is  the  best  and  most  reliable. 
Each  are  so  connected  with  the  locomotive  as  to  be  under 
control  of  the  engineer,  the  difference  being  in  the  source  of 
power.  In  the  Westenhaus  this  power  comes  from  a  con- 
denser, and  the  compressed  air  is  carried  from  car  to  car  in 
pipes  and  acts  with  an  outward  pressure ;  in  the  Vacuum  (as 
its  name  indicates)  the  air  in  the  pipes  is  exhausted  and  the 
pressure  of  the  outside  air  tightens  the  brakes.  A  small  hole 
in  the  Westenhaus  pipes  is  sufficient  to  seriously  impair  its 
efficiency,  as  the  air  pressing  out  tends  to  enlarge  the  orifice 
and  soon  renders  it  useless ;  while  in  the  Vacuum,  if  a  hole 
is  made  the  outside  pressure  forces  the  sides  of  the  vent  to- 
gether and  prevents  its  enlargement.  It  can  also  be  furnished 
at  less  expense  and  is  less  liable  to  get  out  of  repair. 
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The  device  for  coupling  cars  known  as  the  Miller  Platform 
is  coming  into  increasing  use,  By  it  the  apron  between  the 
cars  is  done  away  with,  the  buffers  are  placed  on  the  same 
level  with  and  form  a  part  of  the  platforms,  and  the  latter  are 
brought  close  together,  thus  removing  all  danger  of  falling 
between  the  cars.  It  also  adds  to  the  strength  of  the  car,  and 
it  has  been  shown  bytrial  that  cars  so  furnished  will  not 
"  telescope ."  under  circumstances  where  ordinarily  con- 
structed cars  would  certainly  do  so.  Connected  with  it  is  a 
device  for  coupling  cars  without  going  between  them,  an  in- 
vention of  great  practical  importance.  The  life  of  a  brake- 
man  is,  at  best,  an  undesirable  and  dangerous  one.  A  glance 
at  the  figures  given  above  will  show  that  about  twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  accidents  to  employees  were  injuries  received 
while  coupling  cars.  This  danger  is  greater  in  freight  than 
in  passenger  trains,  and  is  so  recognized  that  it  has  become  a 
saying,  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  a  brakeman 
will  get  crushed.  Thus  far  no  invention  has  come  into  use 
for  coupling  freight  cars  other  than  by  standing  between 
them,  but  busy  brains  are  working  at  the  problem,  and  we 
look  for  its  speedy  solution. 

In  addition  to  the  tables  heretofore  presented  by  the  Com- 
missioners in  their  Report,  the  present  board  have  prepared 
and  submitted  and  would  call  attention  to  Table  No.  10,  show- 
ing in  one  column  the  amount  of  funded  debt  of  each  com- 
pany in  1872,  and  in  another  the  amount  of  the  same  in  1873, 
with  proper  columns  for  increase  and  decrease  when  any  has 
occurred  during  the  year.  In  the  same  table  will  be  found 
the  amount  of  the  floating  debts  arranged  in  a  similar  manner. 
A  glance  at  this  will  show  what  each  road  has  done  finan- 
cially during  the  period  for  which  the  Report  is  made. 

A  word  might  be  said  just  here  of  the  corporation  known 
and  spoken  of  in  this  report  as  the  Boston,  Hartford  and 
Erie.  After  various  vicissitudes,  this  company  has  apparently 
reached  a  firm  basis  and  escaped  the  worst  of  its  entangle- 
ments ;  but  it  might  be  more  proper  to  say  that  the  old  com- 
pany succumbed,  and  a  new  one  was  formed  from  the  debris. 

In  the  deed  known  as  the  Burdell  mortgage  was  a  provision 
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that  in  certain  contingencies  the  holders  of  the  bonds  thereby 
secured  might  organize  themselves  into  a  new  company,  the 
holder  of  each  bond  for  one  thousand  dollars  becoming  the 
owner  of  ten  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  of  the  capita) 
stock  of  the  new  company. 

The  contingencies  having  arisen,  the  road  was  taken  pos- 
session of  by  the  trustees  for  the  bondholders,  and  a  new 
company  was  organized  under  the  name  of  the  New  York  and 
New  England  Railroad,  a  charter  for  which  was  "granted  by 
the  last  General  Assembly.  This  action  was  followed  by  liti- 
gation on  the  part  of  the  stockholders  in  the  original  com- 
pany, and  the  courts  have  recently  decided  that  the  new 
company  is  legal,  and  that  the  holders  of  the  old  stock  have 
no  claim  against  the  road.  Its  prospects  are  now  good,  and 
it  will  undoubtedly  be  completed  in  a  comparatively  short 
space  of  time. 

Until  last  year  the  fencing  of  railroads  was  a  vexed  ques- 
tion productive  of  much  trouble  to  all  concerned.  Previous 
to  that  time  the  law  required  all  railroad  companies  incorpo- 
rated after  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  1850,  to  erect  and 
maintain  good  and  sufficient  fences  on  both  sides  of  the  road  ; 
and  that  every  owner  of  land  adjoining  any  railroad,  who, 
prior  to  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1850,  received  com- 
pensation for  fencing  along  the  line  of  land  taken  for  the 
purposes  of  such  railroad,  should  build  and  maintain  a  lawful 
fence  on  said  line.  It  was  also  provided  that  in  the  latter 
case  the  company  might  erect  said  fence  and  collect  the 
expense  from  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  that  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  might  compel  its  erection.  This  statute  left 
the  question  as  to  when  a  person  should  be  regarded  as  having 
received  compensation  a  very  open  one,  and  in  an  attempt  to 
enforce  its  provisions  in  one  instance  the  Commissioners  met 
with  an  injunction  from  the  Superior  Court,  as  will  appear  in 
the  statement  of  the  detailed  condition  of  the  New  Haven  & 
Northampton  Railroad,  as  given  in  the  report  for  1872. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  May  session,  1873,  passed  an 
act  making  it  the  duty  of  the  companies  in  every  instance  to 
erect  a  fence  where  required  by  the  Commissioners,  and  pro- 
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viding  in  what  manner  they  might  be  compelled  to  do  so,  and 
fixing  a  penalty  for  non-compliance  with  orders  of  the  Com- 
missioners. The  companies  were  authorized  to  collect  the 
expense  from  the  land  owner,  where,  by  reason  of  having 
received  compensation  therefor,  it  was  his  duty  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  fence.  This  simplifies  the  matter  very  much. 
The  wants  of  the  public  are 'met  by  the  erection  of  a  fence  in 
the  first  instance  by  the  company,  and  if  any  question  arises 
between  it  and  the  land  owner  as  to  who  should  bear  the 
expense,  it  is  to  be  settled  as  any  other  claim  between  private 
parties,  and  in  a  manner  not  to  affect  the  public  welfare. 

Under  this  act  the  Commissioners  issued  a  circular  calling 
the  attention  of  the  railroad  companies  to  said  act  and  its 
requirements ;  and  in  accordance  therewith  several  miles  of 
fence  were  erected.  Finding,  however,  that  the  law  was  not 
in  all  cases  being  carried  out,  the  Commissioners,  on  the  28th 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  1874,  issued  their  order  requiring  the 
companies  to  comply  with  the  act  and  erect  lawful  fences  on 
both  sides  of  their  track  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  and 
service  of  said  order.  It  is  believed  that  the  companies  will 
cheerfully  comply  therewith,  and  that  before  the  close  of  the 
year  all  trains  in  the  State  will  be  run  between  lawful  fences. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  complaint  made  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  violation  of  the  act  which  prohibits  the 
use  of  the  track  at  a  crossing  more  than  five  minutes  consec- 
utively for  the  purposes  of  switching,  except  one  from  Willi- 
mantic  as  to  the  manner  in  which  cars  were  left  at  that  station 
by  the  New  London  Northern  road.  The  matter  is  noticed 
and  explained  in  the  statement  of  the  detailed  condition  of 
that  corporation. 

For  further  and  more  specific  information  as  to  the  several 
roads,  their  various  operations,  their  changes  and  improve- 
ments during  the  year,  and  the  questions  that  have  arisen 
specially  affecting  any  given  road,  the  Commissioners  would 
respectfully  refer  your  honorable  body  to  the  detailed  state- 
ments and  to  the  full  returns  of  the  companies  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 


DETAILED  STATEMENTS. 


NEW    YORK,    NEW    HAVEN    &    HARTFORD. 

This  company  represents  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven 
Railroad  Company,  which  was  chartered  in  1833  and  com- 
menced operations  in  1838,  and  the  New  York  and  New 
Haven  Company,  which  was  chartered  in  1844  and 
commenced  business  in  1848  ;  the  two  were  consolidated 
under  the  present  name  in  the  year  1872.  The  total  length 
of  main  line  of  road  from  its  junction  with  the  Harlem  Rail- 
road at  Williams  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  to  Springfield,  Mass.,  is  123 
miles,  all  of  which  is  a  double  track  ;  with  branches  to  Micl- 
dletown,  10  miles  ;  Suffield,  4  miles  ;  New  Britain,  3  miles  ; 
and  the  freight  depot  at  Hartford,  1  mile :  making  as  the 
total  length  of  main  line  and  branches,  141  miles  ;  of  which 
120  are  in  this  State.  It  has  also  44  miles  of  side  track,  37 
of  which  are  in  this  State  :  making,  in  all,  308  miles  of  single 
track. 

Its  rolling  stock  consists  of  88  locomotives,  171  passenger 
cars,  59  baggage  cars,  and  1,324  merchandise  and  gravel  cars. 

For  the  past  year  the  management  of  this  company  has  been 
very  successful.  During  that  time  no  accident  has  occurred 
to  any  passenger  train,  and  but  slight  ones  to  any  freight  or 
working  trains.  The  main  line  from. New  Haven  to  Williams 
Bridge  is  all  laid  with  steel  rails  weighing  sixty-two  pounds 
to  the  yard ;  from  Hartford  to  Springfield  there  remain  about 
twelve  miles  of  iron  rails,  which,  the  Commissioners  are 
assured  by  the  company,  will  be  replaced  with  steel  within 
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the  next  three  months  :  making  a  line  of  123  miles  of  double 
track,  all  steel  rails,  second  (it  is  believed)  to  that  of  no  road 
in  this  country. 

But  very  few  complaints  have  been  made  of  want  of  accom- 
modations or  lack  of  attention  to  patrons,  and  these,  when 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  General  Superintendent,  have 
been  promptly  remedied. 

A  new,  commodious,  and  attractive  passenger  depot  has 
been  erected  at  Greenwich,  also  a  new  station  established  at 
Woodmont,  between  Milford  and  West  Haven,  and  a  conve- 
nient depot  placed  there. 

This  company  appears  to  be  pursuing  a  policy  of  encour- 
aging local  business  upon  its  line,  which  will  prove  of  no  little 
advantage  to  its  income.  There  have  been  three  applications 
for  highway  crossings  at  grade  over  this  road :  one  at  West 
Stratford,  one  at  Darien,  and  one  at  New  Haven ;  all  of  which 
were  refused  in  pursuance  of  the  system  advocated  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  it  appearing  feasible  in  each  case  to  cross  by 
bridge,  either  at  the  location  asked  for  or  in  the  immediate 
vicinity. 

The  net  income  of  this  company,  as  reported,  for  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1873,  was  $1,726,802.82,  out  of 
which  there  have  been  paid  two  dividends  of  five  per  cent, 
each,  amounting  to  $1,550,000,  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$176,802.82.  From  this  showing  the  question  may  arise-,  can 
passengers  and  freight  be  transported  over  this  road  at  lower 
rates  than  are  now  charged,  and  yet  leave  a  fair  return  for 
the  capital  invested  ?  If  so,  the  public,  from  whom  the  com- 
pany received  its  franchises,  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  that 
would  follow  a  reduction  of  rates. 

SHORE  LINE. 

This  Company  was  chartered  in  1848,  commenced  business 
in  1852,  and  is  now  leased  and  operated  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad,  under  a  lease  for  ninety- 
nine  years  at  the  yearly  rental  of  $100,000,  being  ten  per  cent. 
on  the  reported  capital  of  $1,000,000.  During  the  past  year 
a  very  large  amount  has  been  expended  on  this  road  in  im- 
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proving  its   road-bed,    track,    bridges,    and    depot   buildings. 

Thirty  miles  of  its  road-bed,  from  Fair  Haven  to  the  Connec- 
ticut River,  have  been  graveled  to  the  depth  of  eighteen 
inches,  and  over  40,000  new  ties  have  been  put  in  the  track. 

The  long  Howe  truss  bridge  over  the  Quinnipiac  River  at 
Pair  Haven  has  been  rebuilt  of  entirely  new  material ;  also 
two  other  truss  and  two  draw-bridges  located  at  various  points 
on  the  line  between  New  Haven  and  Saybrook.  There  are 
also,  between  New  Haven  and  New  London,  twenty-six  pile 
bridges,  which  are  almost  entirely  new.  Three  new  depots 
have  been  erected,  one  at  East  Haven,  one  at  Waterford,  and 
one  at  Saybrook  Junction,  this  latter  being  a  union  depot  in 
connection  with  the  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad. 

About  one-sixth  of  the  whole  line  has  been  relaid  with  steel 
rails  of  sixty rt wo  pounds  to  the  yard,  and  there  are  now  dis- 
tributed about  ten  additional  miles  of  rails,  which  will  be  laid 
probably  within  the  next  sixty  days,  showing  a  disposition  on 
the  part  of  the  lessees  to  make  this  line  equal  to  any  other  in 
the  State. 

An  application,  dated  June  14th,  1873,  was  made  to  the 
Board  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Haven  for  per- 
mission to  cross  this  road  at  grade  with  a  new  highway  in  the 
village  of  Fair  Haven,  upon  which,  after  due  notice,  hearings 
were  had  and  the  location  thoroughly  examined.  It  appeared 
to  the  Commissioners  an  extremely  dangerous  place  for  a 
grade  crossing,  and  that  it  was  feasible  to  cross  by  bridge  ; 
and  the  application  was  accordingly  denied.  An  order,  how- 
.  ever,  was  made  allowing  the  crossing  by  bridge,  under  the 
statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

NAUGATUCK. 

The  charter  of  this  Company  was  granted  in  1845,  and  the 
road  completed  and  put  in  operation  in  1849.  Its  original 
capital  was  $1,000,000,  which  has  been  increased  to  $2,000,000. 
Its  length  of  road  is  61  miles  from  its  junction  with  the  New 
York,  New  Haven,  and  Hartford  road  at  Stratford  to  its 
terminus  at  Winsted,  and  its  equipment  consists  of  12  locomo- 
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tives,  19  passenger  and  baggage  and  279  merchandize  and 
other  cars.  It  is  carefully  managed,  and  its  road-bed,  track, 
and  bridges  kept  in  good  condition.  It  has  all  steel  rails 
from  the  junction  to  Waterbuiy,  and  there  have  been  laid 
during  the  past  year  510  tons  of  steel  rails  in  the  track  be- 
yond Waterbury,  and  19,000  new  ties  in  the  whole  length. 
Its  income  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1873,  after 
deducting  all  expenses,  was  $191,591.35,  from  which  two 
dividends  of  five  per  cent,  each,  amounting  to  $187,965  were 
paid,  leaving  a  surplus  for  the  year  of  $6,629.35,  and  a  total 
surplus  of  $233,581,  showing  a  prosperous  condition  of  its 
finances,  mainly  attributable  to  the  encouragement  given  to 
its  local  business.  The  depot  accommodations  at  Winsted 
are  not  yet  improved,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  be- 
tween this  Company  and  the  Connecticut  Western,  which, 
when  fully  carried  out,  will  give  the  public  in  that  locality 
ample  accommodations.    • 

CONNECTICUT   WESTERN. 

This  is  one  of  the  youngest  Companies  doing  business  in 
Connecticut,  having  received  its  charter  in  1868,  with  a  capi- 
tal of  $3,000,000,  and  commenced  operations  in  1871  with  a 
paid-in  capital  of  $1,650,000,  and  a  total  cost  of  $2,986,405. 
82,  which  has  since  been  increased  to  $1,543,636.15,  as  the 
present  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  making  its  financial 
standing  as  follows :

Its  equipment  consists  of  18  locomotives,  14  passenger  and 
baggage  cars,  and  187  merchandize  and  other  cars.    ' 

Its  income  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1873, 
above  operating  expenses,  was  $154,828.40  ;  amount  paid  for 
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interest,  $176,715.00,  leaving  a  net  deficit  for  the  year  of 
$21,886.60,  showing  a  more  encouraging  prospect  than  last 
year,  when  the  income  over  operating  expenses  was  but 
$65,611.95,  and  the  amount  paid  for  interest  $172,130,  mak- 
ing a  deficit  for  that  year  of  $106,518.  With  a  road-bed  and 
track  in  superior  condition,  and  with  a  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  managers  to  hold  out  all  possible  encouragement  to 
additional  business  over  its  line  of  road,  it  is  believed  this 
company  will  soon  be  able  to  show  a  handsome  income  over 
all  expenses  and  interest. 

Some  complaints  of  the  want  of  Cattle  guards  along  the 
line  have  been  received,  and  the  attention  of  the  company 
called  thereto  ;  they  have  promptly  responded,  and  a  large 
number  of  cattle  guards  have  been  built  during  the  year. 

This  company  having  laid  no  track  through  the  village  of 
Winsted,  in  the  town  of  Winchester,  now  use  the  track  of  the 
Naugatuck  Company  for  a  short  distance.  It  is  hoped  this 
necessity  will  cease  to  exist  during  the  present  year,  as  upon 
application  to  this  Board,  dated  May  31,  1873,  for  their  ap- 
proval of  a  lay-out  ordered  by  vote  of  the  Company,  hearings 
were  had  at  different  times,  the  result  of  which  was  an  amica- 
ble arrangement  between  the  two  companies,  and  an  agree- 
ment and  contract  made  and  signed  by  their  respective  presi- 
dents, which  agreement  and  'contract  was  approved  by  this 
Board  and  made  a  part  of  its  finding  upon  said  application. 

This  arrangement,  when  fully  carried  out  and  completed, 
will  give  to  the  patrons  of  both  roads  largely-increased  accom- 
modations and  facilities  for  both  passengers  and  freight. 


NEW   HAVEN   AND   NORTHAMPTON. 

This  corporation  received  its  charter  as  a  railroad  company 
in  1846,  and  commenced  operations  in  1848,  with  a  capital  of 
$1,010,000,  which  has  since  been  increased  to. $2, 600,000,  as 
reported  for  1873,  with  $2,460,000  paid  in  ;  making,  with  a 
funded  and  floating  debt  of  $2,112,758.33,  the  total  cost  of 
road  and  equipment,  $4,572,758.33. 

The  main  line  extends  from  New  Haven  to  Williamsburg, 
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Mass.,  and  is  83T8o8o  miles  in  length,  of  which  51T206o  miles  are 
in  this  State.  Its  branch  roads  are  to  Collinsville  and  New 
Hartford,  14  miles  ;  to  Tariffville,  1  mile  ;  and  from  West- 
field  to  Holyoke,  lO,-3^  miles,  making  a  total  length  of  about 
109  miles,  besides  about  20  miles  of  side  tracks.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  roadbed,  track,  and  bridges  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved the  past  year,  there  haying  been  laid  2,132  tons  of 
steel  rails,  weighing  sixty  pounds  to  the  yard,  500  tons  re- 
rolled  iron  rails  of  the  same  weight,  and  over  50,000  ties  ;  the 
side  tracks  are  nearly  all  provided  with  steel  frogs  and  the 
Wharton  safety-switch",  which  are  an  almost  perfect  preventa- 
tive of  an  accident  from  a  misplaced  switch.  Including  600 
tons  of  steel  rails  laid  since  September  30th,  1873,  this  Com- 
pany has  now  about  30  miles  of  all  steel  track.  At  the  time 
of  our  last  report  there  were  several  wood  bridges  which 
needed  renewing,  of  which  two  have  been  replaced  by  substan- 
tial stone  arches,  and  the  Commissioners  are  assured  that  the 
others  will  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible.  A  commend- 
able disposition  is  shown  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  this 
Company  to  so  improve  its  road  and  equipment  as  to  insure 
safety  and  comfort  to  its  passengers  and  quick  dispatch  to  its 
business.  On  the  15th  day  of  August,  1873,  application  was 
made  by  this  Company  to  your  Commissioners  for  their 
approval  of  the  abandonment  of  a  station  known  as  Allen's 
Station,  in  the  town  of  Avon,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  said 
petition,  upon  which  hearings  were  had,  after  due  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  said  hearings. 

The  result  arrived  at  is  set  forth  in  the  following  quotations 
from  the  finding  of  the  Board :  "  The  Commissioners,  believ- 
ing that  at  all  stations  there  should  be  business  enough  to 
warrant  the  erection  of  comfortable  and  convenient  depot 
buildings,  and  that  there  are  such  comfortable  and  convenient 
buildings  at  Avon  Station,  within  a  distance  of  about  two  and 
one-third  miles,  and  at  Unionville,  within  a  distance  of  about 
two  miles  from  the  locality,  which  furnished  the  strongest 
reasons  in  opposition  to  said  application;  and  that  the  very 
small  amount  of  business  to  be  accommodated  will  not  war- 
rant the  erection  of  such  comfortable  and  convenient  build- 
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ings  at  said  Allen's  Station,  the  Railroad  Commissioners  do 
find  and  approve  of  the  intention  of  said  New  Haven  and 
Northampton  Railroad  Company  as  set  forth  in  said  applica- 
tion, and  that  said  New  Haven  and  Northampton  Company 
arc  hereby  relieved  from  all  obligations  to  stop  any  of  their 
trains  at  said  Allen's  Station." 

Another  application  or  petition,  dated  November  18,  1878, 
was  also  received,  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  discontinu- 
ance of  one  or  both  of  the  stations  known  as  Sonthington  and 
Plantsville,  in  the  town  of  Sonthington,  to  the  end  that  there 
may  be  thereafter  one  station  in  place  of  the  two  before 
named,  so  located  as  to  best  promote  the  common  good  of  all 
the  parties  in  interest.  Due  notice  having  been  given,  hear- 
ings in  the  matter  were  had  on  the  6th,  16th,  and  17th  days 
of  January,  A.  D.  1874,  a  full  and  extended  opportunity 
having  been  given  to  all  parties  in  interest  to  be  heard  and  to 
explain  the  surroundings,  wants,  and  necessities  of  the  busi- 
ness in  the  locality  of  the  stations  as  then  arranged.  After  a 
careful  and  extended  consideration  of  the  whole  question,  the 
Commissioners  gave  their  approval  of  the  discontinuance  as 
asked  for  by  said  New  Haven  and  Northampton  Company 
under  and  by  complying  with  the  following  conditions,  which 
are  here  quoted  from  the  records  :  "  The  New  Haven  and 
Northampton  Company  shall  provide  and  erect  a  passenger 
station  house  near  their  new  freight  depot,  as  shown  on  map 
exhibited  and  submitted,  and  after  and  in  compliance  with 
the  plans  and  profiles  also  submitted  for  said  passenger  station 
building,  and  provide  suitable  and  convenient  approaches 
thereto ;  also  suitable,  convenient,  and  easy  approaches  to 
their  new  freight  depot ;  all  of  which  shall  be  done  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  ;  said  company  to 
also  continue  the  same  facilities  for  receiving  and  shipping 
freight  by  the  car  load  and  unbroken,  as  at  present  enjoyed, 
to  each  and  all  of  the  parties  who  patronized  their  railroad  by 
receiving  and  shipping  freight  thereby." 

The  temporary  suspension  of  the  order  of  the  Commission- 
ers concerning  the  crossing  of  this  road  and  the  Connecticut 
Western  at  Simsbury,  is  still  continued  ;  but  it  is  hoped  the 
matter  will  be  satisfactorily  arranged  at  an  early  date. 
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CONNECTICUT   VALLEY. 


This  road  received  its  charter  in  1868,  and  commenced 
running  its  trains  in  1871,  and  has  met  with  much  success. 
Its  income  over  operating  expenses  the  last  year  has  been 
$108,180.60,  against  $45,763.44  the  year  previous.  This 
success  is  believed  to  be  attributable  to  the  endeavors  of  the 
managers  and  officers  of  the  road  to  accommodate  all  its 
patrons. 

During  the  year  the  connection  has  been  completed  with 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  road,  by  which 
trains  leave  and  arrive  at  the  Asylum  Street  depot  at  Hart- 
ford, passing  around  the  northeast  corner  of  the  city. 

BOSTON,  HARTFORD  &  ERIE:  OR,  NEW  YORK  &  NEW  ENGLAND. 

This  company  is  in  much  the  same  condition  as  reported 
last  year,  and  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  under  the 
Burdell  mortgage,  although  by  decision  of  the  courts  it  may 
at  any  time  be  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  New  York  and 
New  England  Company.  The  reply  of  the  trustees  as  to  its 
cost,  &c,  will  be  found  elsewhere  referred  to  in  this  report. 

Its  total  length  of  single  track,  including  sidings,  is  169| 
miles,  of  which  45|  are  in  this  State.  It  is  in  good  condition 
throughout.  Its  total  income  for  the 'year  ending  September 
80th,  1873,  was  $857,114.00;  total  operating  expenses  for 
same  period,  $728,568.13  ;  income  above  operating  expenses, 
$128,545.87. 

A  petition  from  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Mansfield, 
dated  July  12th,  1873,  and  asking  the  Commissioners  to 
examine  the  crossing  of  the  highway  leading  from  North 
Windham  to  Willimantic  by  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie 
Railroad,  with  a  view  (if  in  their  opinion  the  public  interests 
require)  to  the  establishment  of  gates,  flagmen,  or  electric 
signals,  or  any  other  act  deemed  needful  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  at  said  crossing,  was  duly  received,  and,  after  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  hearings  were  had  on 
the  same  from  time  to  time,  the  result  of  which  will  be  best 
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understood  from  the  following  quotation  from  the  records : 
"  Considering  the  very  small  amount  of  business  upon  the 
road,  and  the  number  of  trains  run  over  the  same  each  day, 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  do  not  find  the  danger  to  the 
public  so  great  as  to  warrant  the  ordering  of  gates,  flagmen, 
or  electric  signals  at  said  crossing  ;  but  they  do  find,  and 
hereby  order  and  make  record,  that  all  trains  approaching 
said  crossing  shall  be  slowed  down  at  a  point  not  less  than 
forty  (40)  rods  distant  therefrom  to  a  speed  not  exceeding 
six  miles  an  hour,  and  continue  the  same  until  the  crossing  is 
passed,  with  a  continuous  sounding  of  the  whistle  or  ringing 
of  the  bell ;"  which  order,  it  is  believed,  has  been  fully  com- 
plied with.  This  crossing  should  have  been  bridged,  as  it  is 
a  perfectly  feasible  locality  for  that  purpose. 


HAETFORD,   PROVIDENCE   &   PISHKILL. 

This  road  is  operated  by  trustees  for  the  bondholders,  and 
has  about  122  miles  of  main  line  and  about  20  miles  of 
sidings,  of  which  96  miles  of  main  line  and  about  13^  miles 
of  sidings  are  in  this  State.  Its  equipment  consists  of  30 
locomotives,  36  passenger,  16  baggage,  and  384  merchandise 
and  other  cars.  Its  gross  income  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1873,  was  $1,064,940.50;  from  which  deducting 
$889,808.33,  cost  of  operating,  we  have  $175,132.17  as  its 
income  above  operating  expenses.  Of  this,  $154,561.59  was 
paid  as  interest,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $20,570.58,  which  added 
to  the  surplus  reported  previously,  makes  the  present  surplus 
$221,089.24. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  cost  of  operating  was  about  84 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  This  large  cost  is  partly  due 
to  the  heavy  wear  upon  its  track  in  former  years  without  cor- 
responding renewals,  the  income  not  being  sufficient  to  pay 
for  the  new  materials.  There  has,  however,  been  a  com- 
mendable degree  of  improvement  during  the  past  year,  2,295 
tons  of  new  60  lb.  rails  having  been  laid,  and  about  52,000 
new  ties;  but  there  is  yet  need  of  a  large  amount  of  new  iron 
and  ties  to  put  the  track  in  what  may  be  called  good  condi- 
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tion.  The  bridges  on  the  road  are  in  good  condition  with  a 
few  exceptions,  and  a  portion  of  these  are  already  in  process 
of  renewal. 

NEW  LONDON    NOETHERN. 

This  road  has  a  whole  length  of  100  miles,  56  of  which 
are  in  this  State,  and  has  an  equipment  of  21  locomotives, 
22  passenger  and  baggage,  and  523  merchandize  and  other 
cars.  It  is  leased  to  the  Vermont  Central  Railroad  Company, 
by  whom  it  was  controlled  and  operated  until  something  over 
a  year  ago,  when  its  own  officers  resumed  control,  so  far  as  it 
pertains  to  its  own  immediate  business,  such  as  repairs  of 
roads,  the  controlling  of  trains  and  time  of  their  running. 
This  course  was  rendered  necessary  by  the  numerous  com- 
plaints noticed  in  last  year's  report.  Since  the  management 
has  been  resumed  a  marked  improvement  has  been  made  in 
the  condition  of  the  track ;  and  in  place  of  confusion  and 
frequent  accidents  to  trains,  which  was  the  order  last  year, 
no  train  accident  of  any  importance  has  occurred  this  year, 
and  no  complaints  made  of  want  of  accommodations  or  of 
irregularity  in  the  running  of  trains.  Many  of  the  rails  are 
badly  worn,  and  many  new  ties  are  now  needed  in  the  track, 
but  there  has  been  laid  within  the  last  year  1,200  tons  of  new 
iron,  1,800  tons  of  welded  rails,  and  about  50,000  new  ties, 
showing  that  the  present  managers  are  in  earnest  in  their 
efforts  to  make  the  road  perfectly  reliable  and  safe. 

Some  complaints  have  been  made  by  the  patrons  of  this 
and  the  Hartford,  Providence,  and  Fishkill  Railroad  of  the 
want  of  freight  accommodations  at  Willimantic,  and  the  at- 
tention of  the  proper  officers  having  been  called  thereto,  the 
commissioners  are  assured  that  it  is  their  intention  to  enlarge 
their  depot  grounds  at  that  point  as  soon  as  the  necessary  land 
can  be  obtained. 

NEW   HAVEN,   MIDDLETOWN,   AND    WILLIMANTIC. 

This  Company  has  finished  and  put  in  operation,  since  the 
last  report  of  this  Board,  28  miles  of  road  between  Middle- 
town  and  Willimantic,  their  first  permission  for  the  running 
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of  passenger  trains  as  far  as  East  Hampton  at  a  limited  rate 
of  speed  having  been  given  May  19th,  1873,  and  from  Mid- 
dletown  to  Willimantic  August  11th,  1873,  at  a  rate  of  speed 
not  exceeding  eighteen  miles  an  hour,  which  limit  has  since 
been  removed,  as  the  condition  of  the  road  has  been  greatly 
improved  since  that  date. 

The  iron  bridges  on  this  road  have  been  tested  in  accord- 
ance with  the  suggestions  of  James  W.  Laurie,  Esq.,  civil 
engineer,  whose  able  report  upon  these  structures  was  given 
in  the  Commissioner's  report  to  the  last  General  Assembly. 
This  Company  now  operate  50  miles  of  road,  but  with  the 
limited  amount  of  business  yet  developed  its  net  income  is 
very  small,  in  fact  so  small  that  the  officers  in  making  their 
report  are  unable  to  find  it.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  trus- 
tees under  the  mortgage,  who,  with  their  superintendent, 
Wm.  A.  Waterbury,  Esq.,  manifest  a  disposition  to  put  the 
road  in  good  condition,  and  thereby  attract  business  to  its 
line.  Upon  the  petition  of  W.  E.  Barton  and  others  of  the 
village  of  East  Hampton,  (upon  the  line  of  this  road,)  to  the 
Hon.  James  Phelps,  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  for  such 
action  as  is  by  law  prescribed  for  the  location  of  stations  or 
depots  upon  the  line  of  unfinished  railroads,  said  Judge  did 
appoint  John  W.  Bacon,  Esq.,  engineer,  to  act  with  the  rail- 
road commissioners  upon  the  matter,  as  set  forth  in  said  peti- 
tion and  order  of  said  judge.  A  hearing  was  appointed,  and 
due  notice  given  to  the  parties  in  interest,  which  hearing  was 
adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  the  18th  day  of  February, 
1874,  when  an  agreement  was  made  between  the  petitioners 
and  the  then  acting  trustees  upon  a  location  for  a  depot  at 
said  East  Hampton,  with  a  request  for  the  approval  of  said 
engineer  and  said  railroad  commissioners,  which  request  has 
been  granted  and  record  made  accordingly. 

NOEWICH   AND   WORCESTER. 

This  road  was  chartered  in  1832,  and  commenced  running 
in  1840.  It  has  a  present  capital  stock  of  $2,825,000,  with  a 
paid-in  capital  of  $2,404,400,  and  an  entire  length  of  road  in 
this  State  of  49  miles,  including  the  Allen's  Point  branch. 
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Its  affairs  are  well  and  carefully  managed,  and  its  road-bed 
and  track  kept  in  good  condition. 

On  the  13th  day  of  November,  1872,  when  making  their 
second  semi-annual  examination  of  this  road,  the  railroad 
commissioners  felt  it  their  duty  to  condemn  the  use  for  public 
travel  of  the  bridge  over  the  Shetucket  River,  at  Norwich, 
upon  the  Allyn's  Point  branch,  supposing  a  contingency 
might  arise  whereby  this  Company  would  desire  to  make  such 
use  of  it.  That  contingency  did  arise,  and  on  the  13th  day  of 
November,  1873,  the  Commissioners  were  called  upon  to  ex- 
amine and  test  this  same  bridge  with  a  view  to  allow  its  use 
for  public  travel.  It  was  found  to  have  been  greatly  strength- 
ened, and  bore  the  severe  tests  which  were  applied  without 
showing  any  signs  of  weakness,  and  in  a  manner  which  con- 
vinced the  Commissioners  that  it  might  safely  be  used  for  the 
passing  of  passenger  trains,  and  thereupon  the  order  prohib- 
iting its  use  was  revoked  so  far  as  to  allow  the  running  of  pas- 
senger trains  over  said  bridge  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding 
six  miles  per  hour,  and  with  a  proviso  that,  if  the  Company 
propose  to  continue  its  use,  it  shall  be  rebuilt  within  the  com- 
ing year. 

But  one  accident  of  account  has  occurred  to  trains  on  this 
road.  On  the  15th  of  June,  1873,  the  steamboat  passenger 
train  was  thrown  from  the  track  near  Dayville,  and  the 
engineer  and  fireman  injured  so  severely  as  to  cause  the  death 
of  the  latter.  No  passenger  was  injured.  The  accident  was 
caused  by  a  tie  placed  on  the  track  by  some  person  unknown. 
Except  this,  its  business  has  been  conducted  with  safety  and 
regularity,  and,  it  is  believed,  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  the 
public.  Its  returns  show  an  increase  of  income  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  $11,292.82. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  on  this 
road  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  : 

Commissioner's   Thirty  -Eighth   Annual   Report    to    September 
BQth,  1873 : 

The  undersigned,  having  been  called  upon  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company, 
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relative  to  the  expenditures  of  the  road,  and  to  dceidc  what 
portion  of  said  expenditures  are  to  be  charged  to  the  different 
sections  of  the  road,  report : 

That  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1873,  I  examined  the 
accounts  of  said  Company  up  to  the  30th  of  September,  1873, 
and  found  that  there  had  been  expended  for  the  road  in  Con- 
necticut, to  the  30th  of  September,  1873,  the  sum  of 
$1,810,597.60.  That  there  had  been  expended  in  Massachu- 
setts, to  the  30th  of  September,  1873,  the  sum  of  $773,096.61, 
making  the  whole  cost  of  the  road  to  September  30th,  1873, 
$2,613,694.21. 

I  further  report  that  the  accounts  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
road  in  each  State  have  been  kept  separate  and  distinct,  as 
required  by  the  charter,  that  the  receipts  of  the  company  for 
twelve  months  ending  Sept.  30th,  1873,  were  $813,817.62 
Expenditures  for  repairs  of  road,  cars,  bridges, 
locomotives,  station-houses,  new  locomotives, 
new  cars,  fuel,  passenger  and  freight  expenses, 
etc., 572,846.52

DANBURT   AND   NORWALK. 

This  company  was  chartered  in  1849,  with  a  capital  of 
$400,000,  and  commenced  operations  in  1852,  Its  capital 
has  been  increased  to  $600,000,  and  $332,100  has  been  paid 
in.     The  total  amount  of  the  funded  and  floating  debts  is 
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$510,500,  and  the  total  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  as  re- 
ported September  30th,  1873,  $1,131,814.32. 

Its  main  line,  from  Danbury  to  Norwalk,  is  about  24  miles 
in  length,  with  a  branch  to  Eidgefield  of  4  miles,  and  one  from 
Bethel  to  Hawleyville  of  6  miles,  making  the  total  length  of 
road  operated  about  34  miles,  with  4  miles  of  sidings,  all  of 
which  is  in  good  condition,  and  equipped  with  7  locomotives, 
11  passenger  and  baggage  cars,  and  74  merchandize  and  other 
cars.  Its  total  income  for  the  year  was  $174,564.18;  deduct 
operating  expenses,  $111,212.11,  and  amount  paid  for  interest, 
$63,352.07,  and  we  have  as  net  income  for  the  year,  $27,119.38. 


HOUSATONIC. 

This  is  one  of  the  oldest  companies  in  the  state,  having 
received  its  charter  in  1836,  with  a  capital  of  $1,000,000, 
which  has  since  been  increased  to  $2,000,000,  and  having 
commenced  operations  in  1842.  , 

Its  total  cost  to  September  30th,  1873,  was  $2,355,558.52. 
Its  length  from  Bridgeport  to  state  line  is  74  miles,  with 
branches  to  West  Stockbridge  and  Pittsfield  of  48  miles,  mak- 
ing in  all  122  miles  of  road  operated  by  this  company,  in  ad- 
dition to  5T3oeo  miles  of  the  New  York,  Housatonic  and  North- 
ern Railroad,  from  Brookfield  Junction  to  Danbury,  which 
this  company  operates  under  a  lease.  Its  present  equipment 
consists  of  17  locomotives,  16  passenger,  and  379  merchan- 
dize and  other  cars.  Its  gross  earnings  for  the  year  have  been 
$454,963.30,  a  decrease  from  last  year  of  $73,212.02.  Its 
income  over  operating  expenses  has  been  $144,284.14,  and  its 
net  income  $92,843.12,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
$7,992.77. 

Two  dividends  of  four  per  cent,  each  have  been  paid  on  the 
preferred  stock,  amounting  to  $94,400.  No  accident  of  a  se- 
rious nature  has  occurred  to  either  passenger  or  freight  trains 
within  the  year,  and  the  road-bed  and  track  is  steadily  im- 
proving, there  having  been  laid  925  tons  of  new  rails,  with 
the  fish-plate  joint,  and  about  30,000  new  ties  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  understood  that  a  contract  has  been  made  for  1,000 
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tons  of  rails,  to  be  delivered  early  this  season,  which,  when 
put  down,  will  almost  entirely  re-place  the  old  iron  now  in 
the  track.  Some  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  want  of 
sufficient  passenger  depots  and  other  accommodations  at  sta- 
tions, and  the  attention  of  the  company  being  called  thereto, 
assurances  are  given  that  better  depot  buildings  shall  be  erected 
as  soon  as  practicable. 


NEW   YORK,   PROVIDENCE,    AND   BOSTON. 

This  company  has  but  17  miles  of  road  in  this  state,  extend- 
ing from  the  ferry  landing  at  Groton,  opposite  New  London, 
to  the  Rhode  Island  state  line  at  Westerly.  Its  business, 
however,  is  important,  as  it  forms  a  part  of  one  of  the  through 
express  lines  between  New  York  and  Boston.  There  is  also 
carried  on  over  this  road  a  large  amount  of  passenger  and 
freight  traffic  in  connection  with  the  line  of  steamboats  from 
Stonington  to  New  York.  This  road  is  under  good  and 
careful  management,  and  the  commissioners  find  little  cause 
for  ordering  repairs.  About  seven  miles  of  second  track  has 
been  graded,  rails  laid,  and  put  in  operation ;  also  345  feet  of 
new  truss  bridges  have  been  built  on  this  line  within  the  state. 
It  is  equipped  with  22  locomotives,  25  passenger,  and  130 
baggage,  merchandize,  and  other  cars.  Four  dividends  of 
two  and  one-half  per  cent,  each  have  been  paid  during  the 
year,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $110,494.95. 

SHEPAUG. 

This  road  was  organized  as  the  Shepaug  Valley,  but  passed 
into  the  hands  of  the  bond  holders,  who  formed  the  present 
company,  under  the  name  of  the  Shepaug  Railroad  Company. 
The  business  on  this  line  as  yet  developed  is  very  small,  but 
the  determination  displayed  on  the  part  of  its  officers  to  keep 
their  road  in  good  working  condition  deserves  the  success 
which  it  is  hoped  it  may  soon  attain.  The  income  of  the  road 
for  the  year  above  operating  expenses  was  $418.17. 
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NEW   CANAAN. 

This  road,  having  a  length  of  about  eight  miles,  from  New 
Canaan  to  Stamford,  is  operated  for  the  accommodation  of 
business  in  its  immediate  locality,  and  is  in  good  condition. 
Its  income  above  operating  expenses  was  $5,478.45. 

NEW   HAVEN   AND   DERBY. 

This  road  has  a  length  of  13  miles,  between  New  Haven 
and  Derby.  Its  road-bed  and  track  is  in  fair  condition,  and 
the  result  of  its  business  for  the  year  shows  a  largely  increased 
income,  being  $83,820.45  for  1873,  against  $66,414.64  for 
1872,  leaving  a  total  net  income  of  $990.04  as  against  much 
less  than  nothing  last  year. 

WATERTOWN    AND   WATERBURY. 

The  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company  continues  to  operate  this 
road  under  lease,  and  its  operations  for  the  year  are  included 
in  the  report  of  that  company.  Its  road-bed,  track,  &c,  are 
in  good  condition. 

ROCKVILLE. 

This  road  is  under  lease  to  the  Hartford,  Providence  and 
Fishkill  Company,  and  its  doings  are  included  in  their  report. 

SOUTH   MANCHESTER. 

This  road  is  also  operated  by  the  Hartford,  Providence  and 
Fishkill  Company,  in  whose  report  its  operations  are  included. 

NEW  YORK,  HOUSATONIC  AND  NORTHERN. 

Only  about  five  miles  of  this  road  in  Connecticut  are  fin- 
ished, and  these  are  operated  under  lease  by  the  Housatonic 
Railroad  Company,  who  include  in  their  report  the  doings  of 
so  much  of  this  line  for  the  year.  Work  is  still  progressing 
on  the  lower  or  New  York  end  of  this  road,  and  about  17 
miles  are  nearly  completed. 
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RIDGEPIELD   AND    NEW   YORK. 

This  company  has  no  finished  track,  and  no  progress  is 
reported.

Patrick  Griffin  of  Wallingford  was  run  over  and 
killed  by  the  8.15  p.  m.  train  from  New  Haven,  when  near  Walling- 
ford station.  Mr.  Griffin  was  intoxicated  at  the  time  of  the 
accident. 

October  4.  George  Fielding  of  Windsor  was  run  over  and  killed 
by  night  mail  train  going  north,  when  one-half  mile  south  of  Windsor 
station.  He  was  a  very  intemperate  person,  and  is  supposed  to  have 
been  intoxicated  when  killed. 

October  9.  Robert  McVety,  while  badly  intoxicated,  attempted  to 
get  on  a  freight  train  in  motion  near  Grand  street  crossing,  New 
Haven,  fell  to  the  track  and  lost  both  legs.  Died  from  his  injuries, 
October  11. 

October  12.  An  unknown  man,  supposed  from  papers  found  in 
his  possession  to  have  been  named  Grister,  was  run  over  and  killed 
by  the  8  p.  m.  mail  train  from  New  York,  at  a  point  about  100  feet 
east  of  state  line  at  Port  Chester. 
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October  1'.).  A  deaf  mute  named  Fallow,  while  walking  on  the 
track  at  Five  Mile  River  slation  was  struck  and  fatally  injured  by 
the  O  p.  m.  train  going  east. 

November  8.  Benjamin  French,  a  freight  train  brakeman,  in  this 
company's  employ,  while  assisting  in  roping  cars  to  a  turnout  at 
Westport  station,  was  considerably  injured  in  one  of  his  lower  limbs. 
He  has  since  recovered. 

December  13.  Frank  Kinney,  a  freight  train  brakeman  in  this 
company's  employ,  fell  from  the  cars  of  his  train  at  Hartford  and 
was  killed. 

January  14.  Michael  Taylor,  while  lying  on  the  track,  and  badly 
intoxicated,  was  struck  and  killed  by  the  evening  express  train  going 
north,  when  near  Wallingford  station. 

January  23.  Michael  Brady,  an  escaped  convict,  was  struck  and 
badly  injured  by  the  down  express  train,  one  mile  north  of  Meriden 
station.     He  has  since  died. 

January  29.  John  Adams,  a  pack  peddler,  while  walking  on  the 
track  near  Thompsonville  was  struck  and  injured  by  the  5.37  p.  m. 
train  north. 

February  7.  William  Dearlister,  a  bricklayer,  while  walking  on 
the  track  about  one  mile  south  of  Meriden,  was  struck  and  killed  by 
the  6.20  p.  m.  train  from  New  Haven. 

February  14.  Solomon  Smith,  an  old  and  very  deaf  man,  was 
struck  and  killed  by  the  noon  express  train  going  north,  near  Meriden 
station. 

February  17.  Henry  A.  Porter,  a  brakeman  in  the  company's 
employ,  was  considerably  injured  by  falling  to  the  track  and  being 
dragged  by  a  brake  beam.     He  has  since  recovered. 

March  6.  S.  Wardwell,  an  old  resident  of  the  town  of  Stratford, 
and  a  commuter  on  the  road,  while  walking  on  the  track  was  struck 
by  the  night  freight  train,  near  Milford  station,  and  instantly 
killed. 

March  21.  W.  W.  Booth,  conducter  of  a  switching  engine  at 
Hartford,  had  one  of  his  feet  caught  and  crushed  by  the  wheels  of  the 
locomotive  tender. 

March  30.  Charles  Barras,  a  passenger  by  the  7  p.  m.  train  from 
New  York,  who  lived  at  Cos  Cob,  and  neglected  to  leave  the  train 
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when  it  had  stopped  west  of  Cos  Cob  bridge,  jumped  off  as  the  train 
was  crossing  the  bridge,  fell  through,  and  was  killed. 

April  10.  •  William  Duborn,  an  insane  person,  was  struck  and 
killed  by  the  10.45  a.  m.  train  south  from  Springfield,  when  one  mile 
south  of  Windsor  station. 

April  14.  C.  Dockstadei\  a  passenger  on  the  2.40  a.  m.  mail 
train  from  New  Haven,  and  who  was  badly  intoxicated  at  the  time, 
jumped  from  the  platform  of  a  car  when  about  one  mile  east  of 
Stamford,  and  had  one  of  Ins  feet  crushed. 

April  16.  An  unknown  young  man,  about  twenty- two  years  of 
age,  was  found  under  East  street  bridge,  New  Haven,  with  his  head 
badly  mashed.  He  is  supposed  to  have  been  stealing  a  ride  on  the 
top  of  the  cars  of  the  night  mail  train  from  Springfield,  and  was 
struck  by  the  bridge  and  killed. 

May  7.  Clinton  D.  Rood,  a  brakeman  in  the  company's  employ, 
in  attempting  to  get  on  a  freight  train  in  motion  at  Berlin  station, 
missed  his  hold,  fell  to  the  track  and  lost  one  of  his  lower  limbs. 

May  17.  Hayden  M.  Eggleston,  an  employee  of  the  Hartford, 
Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  was  run  over  and  killed  by  the 
engine  of  a  freight  train  of  this  company,  in  the  freight  yai'd  at 
Hartford. 

June  24.  Charles  Hebbart,  a  brakeman  in  this  company's  employ, 
was  caught  between  two  freight  cars  and  had  one  of  his  legs  broken, 
at  New  Haven.  He  is  now  recovered  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  walk 
out. 

July  5.  Charles  Bland,  who  was  intoxicated,  attempted  to  cross 
the  track  at  Stamford  in  front  of  engine,  but  was  struck  and  slightly 
injured. 

July  10.     Amzey  Warren,  a  brakeman  in  this  company's  employ, 

•  was  knocked  from  the  top  of  a  freight  car  and  killed  by  coming  in 

contact  with  a  bridge  over  the  track  between  Westport  and  Norwalk. 

July  10.  John  Kavanaugh,  a  boy  five  years  of  age,  the  child  of 
an  employee,  was  caught  between  the  bunters  of  a  car  and  a  fender 
post  in  the  car  house  at  Stamford  and  was  killed. 

July  14.  James  Gafney,  an  employee  of  this  company,  while 
walking  on  the  track  one  mile  west  of  Stratford  station,  was  struck 
by  the  8  p.m.  mail  train  from  New  York,  and  was  killed. 
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July  14.  Peter  Keegan,  a  freight  train  brakeman,  was  caught 
between  the  bunters  of  two  freight  cars  at  Meriden  station  and  was 
slightly  injured. 

July  18.  Doctor  Albert  Morrison  of  Windsor,  while  attempting 
to  drive  his  cattle  from  the  track  near  his  own  house,  was  struck  by  a 
locomotive  and  killed. 

July  19.  Michael  Murphy  of  Green's  Farms,  while  intoxicated 
and  walking  on  the  track  about  one  mile  east  of  Bridgeport,  was 
struck  and  killed  by  the  4.80  p.m.  train  from  New  York. 

July  22.  Charles  Tippman  of  Greenwich,  while  sitting  on  the 
platform  of  Greenwich  station,  was  struck  by  the  steps  of  a  baggage 
car  and  was  killed.  He,  in  company  with  two  others,  was  trying  to 
ascertain  how  near  they  could  be  to  a  passing  train  without  being 
injured  by  it.  The  experiment  showed  that  Tippman  was  too  close 
for  safety. 

August  3.  Terrance  Smith,  while  intoxicated  and  walking  on  the 
track,  was  struck  by  the  11.10  p.m.  train  going  east  over  the  Dyke  in 
New  Haven  and  was  killed. 

August  9.  Daniel  Harris  attempted  to  get  on  a  day  freight  at 
South  Norwalk,  fell  under  the  train,  which  passed  over  one  leg  and 
foot. 

August  28.  A  man  named  Terance  Smith  was  found  dead  on 
track  on  Long  Wharf,  New  Haven,  supposed  to  have  been  run  over 
by  some  train. 

September  2.  P.  Walker,  a  man  about  sixty  years  of  age,  was 
struck  and  killed  by  the  fast  express  train  going  north,  when  near 
Windsor  station.  He  had  just  stepped  out  of  the  way  of  a  train 
going  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  not  noticed  the  alarm  given  by 
the  engineer  of  the  train  that  struck  him. 

September  5.  Andrew  Ennis  was  struck  while  walking  on  the 
track  near  Wallingford  by  the  evening  express  train  going  south  and 
was  badly  injured. 

September  8.  John  Kearns,  a  brakeman  in  this  company's  em- 
ploy, had  his  fingers  badly  crushed  while  coupling  cars  at  Stamford. 

September  23.  Philip  Punzett,  a  man  about  seventy  years  of  age, 
while  driving  over  the  track  at  Deshorn's  crossing,  one  half  mile  east 
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of  Westport  station,  was  struck  by  an  extra  freight  train  and  was 
considerably  bruised  but  not  dangerously  injured.

manner  as  mortgage  liens ;  but  such  lien  shall 
not  continue  in  force  unless  said  company  shall, 
"within  sixty  days  after  the  completion  of  said 
fence,  lodge  a  certificate  with  the  town  clerk  of 
the  town  in  which  said  land  is  situated,  describing 
the  premises  on  which  said  lien  shall  be  claimed, 
and  specifying  the  amount  claimed  as  a  lien 
thereon,  and  the  date  and  commencement  of  said 
lien,  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  said 
town  clerk  in  the  land  records  of. said  town. 

Sect.  5.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsist-  Repeal. 
ent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  and   this  act 
shall  not  affect  any  suit  or  proceeding  now  pend- 
ing ;  but  such  suit  may  be  proceeded  with  as  if 
such  acts  had  not  been  repealed.
